For me, these words convey a mild 
condescension, suggesting that any movie

I would hope that such “male” 
material would be just what women 
might want to examine, not dismiss, 
since it might lead to some insight into 
the male psyche. Similarly, men have 
much to learn in examining experiences 
which have traditionally been significant 
only for women.

Janet Maslin replies: You didn’t miss 
it; I said it all wrong. What I meant was 
that when a film depends as heavily on 
atmospheric detail as this (or American 
Graffiti, or Mgan Streets) does, if the 
viewer can’t relate closely enough to the 
film’s milieu s(he) can wind up. feeling 
detached from the whole picture. (I have 
friends in New York who claim to have 
missed out on Graffiti’s mystique 
because they don’t drive). So while I 
agree with you that there was a lot to be 
learned from The Last Detail’s 
exploration of the male psyche, that 
exploration was — for me, at least, — too 
deeply immersed in details I didn’t have 
much feeling for. But it’s exactly those 
details that make the picture so 
immediate for other viewers. It was far 
too arbitrary for me to assume that those 
who’d be most moved by it were 
necessarily men. 


Deadly Power Shut Offs 


Two incredibly tragic incidents 
occurred during the past winter. In New 
York state, a few days before Christmas, 
the Niagara Mohawk Power Corp. shut 
off the electricity of Frank and Catherine 
Baker, age 92 and 93 respectively. The 
Bakers, who had neglected to pay a bill of 


$202., were found a few days later, 
huddled together on their living room 
floor, frozen to death. (See Newsweek 
Magazine, Jan. 7, 1974, National Affairs 
Section, page 28.) 

A few weeks later, on January 28, 1974, 
after his gas was shut off for non-payment 
of a bill of $128., 71-year-old Harold 
Radtke of Peshtigo, Wisconsin was also 
found frozen to death on the floor of his 
home. (See The Boston Globe, February 
9, 1974, page 9). 

In Massachusetts, most of our sick and 
elderly receive no better protection 
against such unilateral power company 
shut-offs than that offered Radtke or the 
Bakers, but public awareness of that fact 
seems muted to say the least. In this 
state, a 14 day notice to the Department 
of Public Utilities is required before the 
power can be shut off in the case of 
hospitals, nursing homes and “homes for 
the aged,” and after that power can be 
shut off only on terms determined by the 
DPU, but no such notice is required in 
the case of the elderly and sick living in 
their own homes and apartments. 

Our laws also provide that the power 
may not be shut off if a physician, or a 
local board of health, certifies to the 
company that there is serious illness in 
the home. Clearly this provision would 
not have prevented either the Radtke or 
Baker tragedies. Neither, as far as we 
know, were under the care of a physician, 
nor were any local authorities aware of 
their plight. 

It is also important to note that this 
provision of our law requires some 
positive, affirmative action, not by the 
companies, but by the “victims.” It is 
very clear that neither the Bakers nor 
Radtke were up to such action. The 
Bakers had $1,000. in their mattress 
when found, and could easily have paid 
the overdue bill. Radtke had a brother in 
the area who would gladly have paid the 
bill, and had done so once before. 

Old, confused, perhaps, sick, perhaps 
simply forgetful, but in any event clearly 
unable to help themselves, those people 
were simply discarded by the system, one 
that requires no court orders, no 
regulatory agency permits, and no 


invesitgation at all by the compahiés”

in 1974? Cannot MGM or The Park 
Square or whoever holds the rights to the 
film be more wise in retrospect to the 
historically racist and sexist Hollywood? 
(Even NBC had enough sense to strike 
out at least some of the racism from 
Barrie’s original “Peter Pan” for/its 
recent disinterment.) 

Admittedly dangerous though it may 
be to advocate censorship on any level, 
this kind of censorship is of a very direct 
nature: the line added nothing valuable 
to the story, revealed nothing we didn’t 
know about the characters, (we know 
they’re racist already), and has certainly 
lost its perverse, inhumane, and ignorant 
“humor” (as no one in the audience 
laughed). Why doesn’t someone throw it 
out? 

One last thought: the embarrassment 
to any white person sitting in the 
audience upon hearing a line like that is 
obvious. And no film mogul will be able 
to convince me that it is continually left 
in to make an audience either laugh at 
the past and its attitudes or feel guilty 
about it — whether in the socially elite 
mansion in Philadelphia or the cotton 
fields of Burbank studios. However, 
somewhere there is always some business 
person to devise a glib response to the 
anger aroused by “those glorious MGM 
musicals” et al. 

It will be awhile before I return to the 
Park Square Movie House.

Supporting the SLA 


As part of the revolutionary movement 
in the United States we want to take a 
stand in support of the Symbionese 
Liberation Army and to encourage other 
left groups and people in general to 
counter the heavy press attacks on these 
people. We want to point out the 
relationship between an act of armed 
struggle and the mass movement, or the 
political forces it can set into motion. In 
some respects it’s up to those of us who 
aren’t directly involved in the SLA action 
to make it as politically effective as 

This is not a blanket agreement with 
every aspect of the SLA’s actions. Some 
of us, like other people, don’t like the idea 


_of a child of a ruling class family — 


especially a daughter — being held 
hostage for crimes her parents, not her, 
have committed. Women aren’t the 
people in power in this country, but we 
are often the ones who bear the brunt of 
what white men in power have done. In 
general, we don’t think it’s a good idea to 
kidnap children or women of ruling class 
families unless they themselves have 
committed crimes against the people. 
(On the other hand, we can understand 
that there may be tactical reasons why a 
group would choose to kidnap a daughter 
in place of a parent.) We strongly support 
actions by which people break out of the 
passive defeatism too many Americans 
suffer under, and actions like the 
kidnapping of Patricia Hearst that 
confront and expose the enemy and make 
reasonable demands that benefit the 
people who don’t have power, but should. 

We are upset at the lack of support the 


movement seems to be giving this action. 
Rather than cynically discussing the 
SLA’s faults and condemning them to 
destruction at the hands of the enemy 
media, the movement should try to better 
this brave action by spreading some of 
the education it can provide. For 
instance, we should be propagandizing 
about the extent of Hearst’s wealth and © 
power (it’s clear that he could raise 
incredible amounts of money by selling a 
few of his radio stations, for example) 
instead of letting ourselves be fooled into 
thinking that the food demand is 
outrageous. And we should be explaining 
that the reason Hearst didn’t give in to 
the food demand completely and 
immediately is not because he cannot 
afford it financially, but because as a 
member of the ruling class of this 
country, he can’t afford politically to give 
in so easily, just as Nixon refused for so 
long to concede in the Vietnam War. We 
can be talking and writing about the 
nature of the mass media in the U.S. 
(and who controls the media) instead of 
accepting that very media’s distortions 
about the extent of sympathy for the 
Hearsts. The news media claim that 
people are refusing en masse to take food 
gotten by violence, but we had to 
virtually read between the lines to see 
that at least 5000 people showed up in 
Oakland alone on the first day of the food 
distribution. 

If there is such widespread refusal to 
accept the SLA, then who are these 
people standing in the food lines? And 
how unrealistic is the context of the 
kidnapping and the demand for free food 
for the poor? What is the quality of life 
for most poor and Third World people in 
this country? Maybe this is something 
that the Third World leadership of the 
SLA understands more clearly than most 
of the white left movement does at this 
point (the SLA statement of principles 
published in the Hearst newspapers 
indicates there is Third World leadership 
of the group). It is also significant that 
the membership of the SLA is drawn 
from many people’s struggles, including 
the prison movement, where people are 
painfully and directly aware of the power 
and nature of the State. 

We feel that the SLA action is 
particularly open to participation and 
influence by members of other movement 
groups, since the food plan necessitates 
the involvement of huge numbers of 
people. For instance, leaflets about the 
state of the economy could be distributed 
to people picking up food, or movement 
groups in California could help prevent 
harassment of those who receive food. 

The aboveground, mass movement 
can’t control the actions of an 
underground organization. But by giving 
critical a gre to such a group, we can 
change and expand upon the political 
points their actions make. We can also 
make it possible for others in the future to 
have the space to carry out good and 
better actions. Altogether, we can help 
make actions be an effective attack on 


the power of the State. A group of Boston

SLA’s “Tania” Hearst: Is She or Isn’t She?

“Now once again the People 
have brought forth another 
Prophet and Leader,” intoned 
the latest “‘communique” from 
the SLA terrorists. “He has but 
one word to the children of the 
oppressed and the children of 
the oppressor: Come!” 

Patricia Campbell Hearst, 
kidnapped 20-year-old daughter 
of conservative newspaper 
publisher Randolph Hearst, 
apparently came for SLA “Field 
Marshal Cinque” — the 30-year- 
old escaped convict who leads 
the SLA and calls himself “the 
Fifth Prophet.” 

Last Monday, “Cinque,” also 
known as Donald DeFreeze, 
black, a former LA police 
informer convicted of mugging 
and robbing a ghetto prostitute, 
walked into a small San 
Francisco bank with four of his 
SLA “soldiers,” all young white 
women. They whipped carbines 
and pistols from beneath their 
coats to announce that it was an 
“Army” stickup. They ignored 
the prominently visible security 
camera. In fact, they seemed to 
pose for it. Patty Hearst was in 
the center of the room, a 
menacing carbine slung from her 
shoulder. 

It was Patty Hearst — who 
had announced in an SLA tape 
that after two months a prisoner 
she was joining the Symbionese 
Liberation Army — who now 
snarled at the helpless tellers 
forced to lie prone in front of her: 
-“If any of you mother-fuckers 
raise your head shoot you!” 

One of the other three SLA 
“soldiers” — either Nancy Ling 
Perry (‘“Fahizba”’), Mizmoon 
Soltysik (“Zoya”) or Camilla 
Hall — made a point of 
addressing Patty as “Tania,” 
the SLA reborn-revolutionary 
name Patricia Hearst had said 
she had taken when she had 
decided to “stay and fight” with 
her kidnappers. They were 
showing off their new recruit. 

As the robbers were about to 
leave the bank, two men walked 
up to the front door, saw what 
was going on inside and turned 
to run. ‘““Cinque”’ fired his semi- 
automatic rifle through the glass 
door of the bank and cut down 
70-year-old Eugene Brennan, a 
local resident, and Peter 
Markoff, a 59 year-old local 
liquor store owner. 

Across the street, in Greg’s 
Cocktail lounge, pharmacist 
Ken Outland saw one of the men 
fall and ran out to help him. He 
had heard the burst of shots but 
he thought it was a car backfire. 

The SLA “soldiers” were 
already out and running for their 
two getaway cars where four 
compatriots waited. Outland 
didn’t notice them — until the 
man, “Cinque,” spun at the 
sound of running feet and raised 
his carbine. Outland dived to 
one side and the bullet 
richocheted off the street. The 
two wounded men were rushed 
to the hospital in “serious” 
condition. Outland spent the 
rest of the day at the bar in 
Greg’s. 

And once again, the dozens of 
theories in the Hearst case were 
up for reassessment. Attorney 
General Saxbe announced at a 
press conference that he thought 
Patty Hearst was, with the SLA, 
“just a common criminal.” The 
San Francisco FBI, supporting 
the theory the Hearst family has 
been desperately trying to 
promote, released several of the 
photographs taken by the 
security camera which seemed 
to show that Patty was being 
covered by another SLA 
“soldier” with a rifle, and said 
that Patricia Hearst ‘“‘may have 
been acting under duress.”’ But 
the top San Francisco cop on the 
case, Capt. Mortimer 
McInerney, said he viewed all 
1400 photographs taken by the 
high-speed security camera, and 
he thought they showed she was 
probably a willing participant in 
the robbery. 

The SLA is one of the oddest

cults ever to bounce screaming 
from the California fringe; an 
amalgam of white guilt, prison 
rage, black nationalism and 
proto-Maoism as bewildering to 
the San Francisco Left as the 
Manson Family was to the 
Ladies Temperance League. But 
the twist of.the Hearst case left 
all investigators agawk. 

And late last week there was 
another development. On 
Thursday, the Hearst famil 
learned that the police, a ment 
before the kidnap, had 


uncovered evidence of the SLA . 


plot to nab the girl but had 
never warned either the girl or 
her family. It was the first 
conclusive evidence that 
Patricia Hearst had not been a 
co-conspirator in her own 
kidnap. 

Among the boxes of papers 
and documents the police 
confiscated from an SLA 
hideout uncovered in January 
was a green notebook which 
noted some of the planning for 
the then-proposed kidnapping of 
Patricia Hearst. The notes were 
cryptic, the sort of shorthand 
one might use to take notes over 
the phone or at a meeting. 

One page was the notation: 
“at UC — the daughter of 
Hearst.” 

And then beneath it: “ — 
junior — art student.” 

And beneath that: “Patricia 
Campbell Hearst — on the night 
of the full moon, January 7. 

Then there was a memo 
planning out the teams that 
would be necessary for the 
action, noting the necessity of 
“‘team-play”’ rehearsals. Two 
teams were noted: “Ulanda”’ 
and “Camilla” (as previously 
identified in the Phoenix, 
“Ulanda”’ was the “reborn” SLA 
name for Emily Harris; Camilla 
is Camilla Hall) and “David and 
Margaritta’’ (two names 
previously unassociated with the 
SLA). 

There were further notes on 
the sort of guns required, and 
the necessity to “register the van 
by January Ist.” 

Police captured two SLA 
“soldiers,” Russell Little and 
Joseph Remiro, on Jan. 10 and 
later the same day discovered 
the SLA ‘‘safehouse’’ in 
Concord, Calif. Patricia Hearst 
was kidnapped on Feb. 4. The 
police who went over the 
material after it had been 
confiscated apparently had no 
idea who Patricia Hearst was 
and didn’t bother to find out. In 
fact, it was only weeks after the 
Hearst kidnap and the FBI 
stepped in that the 14 other 


names proposed in SLA notes 
for “execution of kidnap’’ were 
finally warned that they could 
be in danger. 

(All of the others were San 
Francisco businessmen. For two ~ 
of the others, the SLA had 
already written up “warrants” 
for “arrest and/or execution.” 
One was the president of a San 
Francisco candy company, a 
small ITT subsidiary; the other 
was the director of the Colgate- 
Palmolive warehouse in 
Berkeley. The other 12, listed as 
tentative targets, included a 
retired Standard Oil vice 
president, an official of Wells

Fargo Bank, a Bank of America 
executive, and the corporate 
secretary for the Kaiser Corp.) 
The SLA had apparently 
originally planned to kidnap 


~ Patty Hearst on January 7 


(when there was indeed a full 
moon) but for some reason 
cancelled or delayed the project. 
A month later, they pulled it off. 

This evidence seemed to fairly 
well cement the argument that 
Patricia Hearst was not in on her 
own kidnap. That leaves two 
possibilities: either she was 
forced to make the SLA tape in 
which she denounced her family 
and said she was joining the 


SLA — and forced to participate 
in last week’s bank robbery — or 
she was somehow “converted.” 
The press, the public, and most 
especially the Hearst family, 
have been loath to concede or 
even admit the second 
possibility. The idea of a healthy 
educated mind being so 
completely turned around in a 
mere two months is frightening. 
But an internationally-noted 
expert on brainwashing, who 
asked not to be quoted by name, 
told me that it was quite feasible 
that someone in Patty Hearst’s 


position could eee 
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NEW ATTICA JURY 


The New York State attorney 
general’s office, in an 
unprecedented move, will 
empanel a second grand jury 
this week to investigate the 1971 
Attica prison rebellion. 

The move is unusual because 
the original Attica grand jury. 
sworn in two-and-a-half years 
ago, is still investigating the 
same case. The first grand jury 
indicted a total of 61 persons, all 
of them inmates, following the 
prison uprising in which State 
Troopers shot more than 40 men 
to death. 

Following the Attica violence, 
a special state commission 
conclusion that the principal 
blame for the violence and 
killings should be placed on 
state officials, not prisoners. 
However, the first grand jury 
disregarded this finding and 
indicted only inmates. 

State prosecutor Anthony 
Simonetta says that the new 
grand jury is being empaneled 
because the original jury is 
refusing to take additional 
action in the case. 

Sources close to the grand jury 
report that the prosecutor has 
been attempting to convince the 
grand jury to indict a few 
guards. 

The Attica legal defense team 
contends that prosecutors 
simply want “‘a few token guards 
indicted so that the grand jury 
investigation will appear to be a 
fair one.” The defense team 
charges that the first jury — 
composed of jurors related to or 
friends of guards who were killed 
— was so biased against the 


inmates that it indicted only— 


prisoners, despite the pleading 
of prosecutors. Now, says the 
Attica defense group, a new jury 
is being selected to indict a few 
guards, thereby making the 
entire investigation seem 
balanced. 


DISTURBING THE PEACE 


While some ran in the Boston 
Marathon and others raced to 
complete their ‘tax forms, 
Patriots Day, otherwise known 
as Tax Day, was also observed 
by a protest at the JFK federal 
building against the use of 
American taxes for torture in 
Indochina. After a small 
demonstration outside, 12 
participants entered the first 
floor offices of the IRS for a 
silent vigil. Federal protective 
service police asked them to put 
away signs and about 30 seconds 
later arrested eight people, 
among them a 15-year-old 
stringer for a Winchester radio 
station, according to Susan 
Abrams, a newscaster for WCAS 
and one of the protestors. The 
charge: making loud and 
disturbing noises and 
obstructing passages.

THE SILENT HUNT 


Watergate burglar James 
McCord has written a 100,000- 
word first-hand account of the 
burglary, in which he blames E. 
Howard Hunt for the arrests. 

According to McCord, in his 
new book entitled A Piece of 
Tape, Hunt made a fatal 
decision the night the five 
burglars were caught. 

McCord says that Hunt’s 
most outstanding error was his 
failure to radio to the burglars 
inside that the police were 
searching the building. As 
McCord tells it, the lookout for 
the burglary team, Alfred 
Baldwin, spied four policemen 
with drawn guns racing into the 
Watergate complex while the 
burglars were searching the 

_ Democratic headquarters there. 

McCord says that Baldwin 
radioed an urgent message on a 
walkie-talkie to both the 
bugging team and Hunt, who 
was stationed in a nearby hotel 
room. Unfortunately for the

burglars, McCord says, their 
radio had been turned off. 
McCord says that Hunt 
received the message, and soon 
thereafter reestablished radio 
contact with burglars. However, 
says McCord, Hunt — for some 
inexplicable reason — did not 
repeat the warning. A few 
minutes later, according to 
McCord, the buggers were 
caught redhanded by police. 
McCord also says he is 
convinced that President Nixon 
knew in advance about the 
bugging plans. McCord states 


‘that he had worked as a security 


agent in the John Mitchell 
home, and that Mitchell had 
been in nightly contact over a 
special telephone to the 
President in the White House. 
McCord alleges that Mitchell 
and the President specifically 
talked about various sabotage 
plans being used against the 
Democrats. 


POT IN THE SENATE 


The United States Senate is 
scheduled to hold public 
hearings, for the first time, on 
the possibility of 
decriminalizing marijuana in 
the United States. 

The Senate subcommittee on 
alcoholism and narcotics is 
scheduled, within the next few 
months, to call a series of

witnesses to discuss a bill 
introduced by Senators Jacob 
Javits and Harold Hughes. 

Javits and Hughes were both 
members of the National 
Marijuana Commission; their 
bill calls for the removal of all 
criminal penalties for the simple 
use and possession of small 
amounts of marijuana in 
private. 

A similar decriminalization 
bill has been introduced in the 
house by Congressman Edward 
Koch, and has received the 
endorsement of at least nine 
house members, including Pete 
McCloskey, Bella Abzug and 
Michael Harrington. 

Hearings on the House version 
of the pot bill are not expected 
until after the November 
elections. 


RICH AND POOR 

Wisconsin Congressman 
Henry Reuss says that President 
Nixon has virtually reversed an 
economic trend of recent years 
in the United States where the 
poor were slowly catching up 
with the rich in terms of income. 

According to Reuss, between 
1950 and 1968, the low and 
middle income families in the 
United States had slowly been 
increasing their shares of the 
national income. In the same 
period, the top fifth, or the 
nation’s wealthiest families, had 
declined slightly — from 42.7 
percent to 40.5 percent of the 
total U.S. income. 

However, says Reuss, “Enter 
Mr. Nixon, and the trend is 
reversed.” Reuss cites official 
U.S. Census Department figures 
which show that during each of 
Nixon’s first five years in office, 
the rich have been getting richer 
and the poor even poorer. 

Reuss blames change in the 
economic trend on the fact that 
Nixon is indebted to the wealthy 
interests of America — 
particularly the powerful 
corporations and wealthy 
individuals who contributed $60 
million to Nixon’s 1972 
campaign. 


FOOD: PRICES AND 
STAMPS 


A study released by the 
Senate House Economic 
Committee predicts that — if 
the present trend in higher food 
prices continues — 60 million 
Americans will be legally 
eligible for food stamps within 
three years. 

The congressional committee, 
in issuing its annual report last 
week, said that the number of 
people legally entitled to stamps 
is expected to increase from 
about 20 million Americans in 
1972 to 60 million Americans by 
1976. 

If the projection proves 
accurate, this will mean that one 
in every four Americans will be 
using food stamps when 
America celebrates its 200th 
birthday. 
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Vietnam Veterans: The Hard Road Back

Wednesday afternoon 
prosthesis clinic: Sheahan sat in 
a curtained off partition, waiting 
for the doctor to call him out for 
the check-up. 

“Yeah, I'll talk to you,” 
Sheahan said, looking out the 
fifth story window at noontime 
crowds passing through 
Government Center Plaza. 

“I was drafted after going to 
San Antonio Junior College. I 
didn’t know what I wanted for 
myself at the time, what I would 
end up doing. But at the time | 
wanted to be a football player 
more than anything else.” 

Sheahan went on in his soft- 
spoken way, about his plans to 
buy a hundred acres in Maine 
and farm the land. “I'll grow 
beef critters,” he said, “You 
know, cattle.” 

He blushed bright red from 
his neck to his thick blond hair 
when we talked about Vietnam. 
He didn’t want to think about it, 
he said. “‘And please,”’ he asked, 
“don’t take pictures when I’m 
getting this thing (the new 
prosthesis) checked out.” 

The doctor called out, “OK 
Sheahan! Come on, it’s your 
turn now.” 

Under the glare of overhead 
lights in the clinic Sheahan 
walked for the doctor and the 
panel who would determine just 
how well the plastic leg was 
serving him. 

“Now son, just walk up to the 
mirror there and . . . that’s fine, 
just fine,” the doctor said. ‘Now 
turn around, faster. Back here. 
That’s right, son. Try and work 
the knee up higher.” 

They confer, the doctor, the 
panel, the Sheahan, concluding 
that everything seems to be in 
order. There are people 
watching, pretending not to 
listen, nevertheless straining to 
hear. Some are vets, waiting for 
their turn with the doctor. 
Others are visitors, sitting in as 
unwelcome, if sympathetic, 
spectators to the scene. 

Sheahan. retains his blush 
throughout the ordeal looking 
for all the world (but for one leg) 
like a skiier at the end of a long 
sunny day on the slopes. He is a 
burly, muscular man who has 
lost some weight, “because I 
decided to stop drinking 
altogether and get in shape.” 
The new leg is to fit snugly his 
diminished proportions. 

“OK son, let’s have one more 
trip up to the mirror,” the doctor 
tells Sheahan. ‘“‘What’s this? 
Hinged elbow?” he mumbles to 
someone on the panel. He has

just noticed that Sheahan 
doesn’t swing his arm naturally 
ashe walks, 

“Uh, huh,” someone answers. 
“I think so.” 

“Got a hinged elbow?” the 
doctor asks as Sheahan returns 
from the mirror at the far end of 
the clinic. 

“Yessir.” 

“Well, it looks fine . . . the leg, 
I mean. Does it feel fine?” 
Sheahan indicates that he’s 
satisfied with the new 
prosthesis. “Take it off, then,” 
the doc says, and without a 
moment’s hesitation Sheahan, 
still standing before the seated 
panel and the doctor, pulls the 
plastic leg off. 


He stands straight and 
steady, balancing on one leg, a 
tall, strong man with his jaw set. 
The doctor feels the stump. 

“Have a seat here, son,” he 
says. More examination of the 
stump followed by a brief stab at 
the free-standing prosthesis 
Then more talk. More questions. 
Finally it is decided that the 
substitute limb suits Sheahan’s 
needs. It fits, and he says it 
works. The doctor tells a man 
with a clipboard to order 
Sheahan a spare of the same 
model. He can take it along to 
Maine. 

The Death Toll 

No farm in Maine, no house in 

Randolph, or apartment. in 


Everett awaits the 56,552 killed 
in Vietnam. Of these, 10,326 
were killed by non-hostile cause 
(plane and copter down at sea,or 
in the jungle, or accidents on the 
ground). The other casualties, 
hostile variety, are qualified in 
the following manner: combat 
action, 38,418; died of wounds, 
5,168; died while missing, 2,587; 
died while captured or interned, 
53. 
The Vietnam Conflict became 
a gaggle of statistics, a history 
every evening with the networks’ 
carefully edited filmclips. (No 
atrocities, and nothing to make 
us nauseous over our dinners, 
please.) It was hard to recognize 
that each one of the thousands’ 


tally represented a person. More 
than that, each statistic of the 
2.6 million who served in 
Vietnam (and‘3.3 million if you 
count action in. Cambodia and 
Laos) represented a family, 
maybe a girlfriend or wife, 
brothers, and friends — all 
hoping that their boy would not 
come to be counted among the 
killed or wounded, captured or 
lost. 

The wounded were 
categorized by phrases that 
sound very all-American 
baseball. The majors (requiring 
hospitalization and possibly, 
long-range care) totalled 153,311 
men. Total for the minors came 
to 150,343. 

“IT take my son to the park. 
But I can’t play games or make 
things with him like I could if I 
had my two hands,” one vet 
said. The number of hands lost 
in battle, or as a result of battle 
injury: about 170. 

‘“‘My kid is fantastically 
coordinated for a four-year old,” 
Dan LeBlanc, a vet who lost his 
arm in ’66, and who now works 
for the V.A. said. “But I’ve 
never sat down with him and 
said, “This is how you throw the 
ball, and this is how you hold 
the bat.’ Because it hurts me 
that I can’t. It bothers me.. . 
like when he says, ‘Where’s your 
arm, Daddy?’ God. That 
question!”” Number of arms lost 
in Vietnam: 800. 

About 4,500 legs were lost 
because of battle wounds, or in 
action in Vietnam. After the 
pain and readjustment there 
follow years and years — it never 
ends — of refitting the 
prosthesis, oiling the hinges, 
fixing the harnesses and straps. 
The vet amputees become 
hardened to having strangers 
watch while they get the new 
limb tested out, while the stump 
is examined. They stand on one 
leg while the doctor tilts the 
prosthesis, ‘testing the hinge. 
They haven’t, the privacy of 
their agony, for there at the 
clinic will often be a reporter, a 
photographer, a team from a 
local TV station, and perhaps 
other onlookers. 

Then there are the soldiers we 
can’t account for. The Defense 
Department records 942 men 
currently missing. At the time of 
the cease-fire, 56 were known 
captured or interned. 

The ones who are home are 
troubled. Estimates ranging 
from 60,000 to 200,000 try to 
count the number of vets still

vanilla vanquishes mediocrity 
and makes vanilla a respectable 
flavor. Added to this formidable 
list are daily specials which, 
depending on the ice cream 
maker at work, include 
peppermint, mocha, banana, 
malted vanilla, chocolate 
peppermint and chocolate 
banana. 


After choosing a single or 
multi-flavored base on which to 
build, you can move on to the 
mixings and toppings. Smiling

Come the Fair: 
Impeachable

Washington, in this year of economic 
crisis, political confusion and fairly 
certain Presidential collapse, is going to 
be the site of a nationwide spring 
demonstration again, this time for 
impeachment. Organized by the 
National Coalition to Impeach Nixon 
(NCIN), the April 27 Impeachment Fair 
is expected to draw thousands — NCIN 
hopes as many as ten thousand — from 
smaller coalitions across the country. 


Quite appropriately, the spring fair wil! 
occur one year after Nixon announced the 
resignations of Haldeman and 
Erlichman, four days before May Day 
(the target date for filing of a National 
Lawyers Guild lawsuit to annul the 1972 
presidential election) and eight days 
before a May 4 commemorative 
demonstration at Kent State in Ohio. 


NCIN is calling the protest to 
emphasize the need for speedy action on 
impeachment, arguing that with each 
delay, the President is able to mobilize 
his hard-core supporters into a favorable 
political force. In addition, NCIN is 
fearful that the Judiciary Committee is 
leaning towards dropping the issues of 
the secret bombing of Cambodia and the 
impoundment of funds, thereby 
transforming impeachment from a 
challenge of executive power to a more 
limited civil liberties question. 


Other groups that have been working 
on promoting grassroots support for 
impeachment, while offering grudging 
endorsement to the demonstration, have 
come to feel that this may be the wrong 
time and the wrong place for this kind of 
protest. Their sense is that the surge of 
activity has peaked and passed since the 
days following the Saturday Night 
Massacre, and that if there are to be 
demonstrations, they should be local. 
The internal dispute about April 27 
reflects a general disorientation of pro- 
impeachment forces about how to relate 
to the Judiciary Committee probe and 
the vote and possible trial to come. 


Allen Zack, for example, chief 
Washington spokesman for the AFL-CIO, 
explained that organized labor’s initial 
push to have the rank-and-file write to 
Congress, has by and large had its effect 
on individual Congresspeople. ‘““What we 
attempted to do,”’ said Zack, “‘was to fill 
the vacuum between the time Congress 
went out of session in December and the 
time the Watergate grand jury started to 
return indictments. I think we 
accomplished what we set out to do.” 


Traditional Role 


Labor is opting now for a more 
traditional role, supporting Democratic 
candidates in off-term elections and 
lobbying. Even the latter strategy 
presents some problems. ‘‘We don’t quite 
know how to lobby the issue,” said Zack. 
‘“‘We’ve sent people all the statements we 
put out, encouraged them to write, 
encouraged the members to talk to their 
representatives when they’re home on a 
break. But nobody can quite figure out 
how to do it. It’s not like a minimum 
wage bill. All you can do is make the 
information available and hope. We tell 
our members not to contact Senators 
because we believe that would be 
tantamount to jury tampering.” 

The more militant United Electrical 
Radio and Machine Workers union (UE), 
however — not an AFL-CIO affiliate — 
chose the protest route with a march of 
more than 800 on the Capitol and White 
House last month. 


The American Civil Liberties Union, 
which back last fall helped organize a 
massive letterwriting campaign and has 
since been distributing pamphlets on the 
background of impeachment and the case 
against the President, similarly seems to 
have slowed down on direct action. 
Chuck Morgan, national ACLU head, 
explained that the five million pieces of 
mail received by Congress should be 
message enough that the people want to 
get on with impeachment. “Once you get 
those letters,” he said, “how often do 
people have to write? We'll tell them to 
write again and tell Congress this.” 

Locally, the Massachusetts Civil 
Liberties Union (CLUM) is continuing to 
offer speakers to rotary clubs, church 
groups and schools, to deliver petitions to 
Congress, to organize lobbyists and to 


work with impeachment coalitions on 
specific events. Most recently, CLUM 
impeachment coordinator Norma Beit 
helped chair the Impeach-In at MIT, and 
Massachusetts director John Roberts 
gave testimony on CLUM’s 
impeachment drive. 


The Impeach-In, contrary to the 
organizers’ expectations, attracted only a 
small crowd, another indication that 
whatever the sentiment of the people, 
they are not reacting as they once did 
during the antiwar days. 


Bob Schaeffer, staffperson for Citizens 
for Participation in Political Action (CP- 
PAX), a lobbying group that also has 
been gathering impeachment petitions, 
attributed the poor turnout to a feeling 
that the process has developed its own 
momentum. “People in Massachusetts 
believe the work has been done,”’ 
said Schaeffer, ‘and that’s somewhat 
frustrating. On the other hand, it may be 
an accurate perception vis a vis the 
Congressional delegation. We have 11 
votes in the House to impeach and (Paul) 
Cronin’s the only one I wouldn’t bet on.” 

Schaeffer feels this is not argument 
enough to stop trying, however. “‘We’ve 
been caught too many times in the past 
making that assumption and then losing 
one or two votes.” 


CP-PAX delegations accordingly were 
visiting Congresspeople last week, though 
Cronin was away on a trip to Saudi 
Arabia, Tip O’Neill to Russia and Silvio 
Conte to parts unknown. Edward Brooke, 
a major target of the lobbying effort, also 
was not available. Brooke has been out of 
town, according to Schaeffer, ‘‘for the last 
nine recesses,” and “assiduously has 
been avoiding meeting with his 
constituents.” 


The underlying rationale for any 
citizen organizing arises from the 
assumption that impeachment is a 
political as well as a judicial process 
designed to remove from office a 
politician who has deviated from the 
norm. Petitions, letters and protests all 
demonstrate to the Senators who will be 
trying Nixon that the very people who 
overwhelmingly voted him in believe he 
has misused his power. The more left-of- 
center groups argue as well that 
Watergate represented not only a serious 
violation of civil liberties, but the 
inevitable corruption of government 
financed by big business and a legal 
system run wild. These latter groups, like 
the New American Movement (NAM), 
ultimately are more interested in 
promoting the development of a genuine 
socialist force in America than in 
replacing Nixon with Gerry Ford. 


“It’s hard to move people to political 
action on this,’’ said a NAM local 
member Ted Lieverman. “Particularly 
when they have an idea of what 
impeachment is, people seem to be 
dramatically in favor of it. They are 
willing to see it happen, but don’t see 
what they can do. They see it as an elite 
drama taking place among lawyers and 
top reporters on the Washington Post. I 
think that’s wrong, but you have to break 
through that feeling.” 


The Lawyers Suit 
What may drive home the NAM 


“approach to impeachment more 


graphically than any demonstration is 
the National Lawyers Guild lawsuit to 
void Nixon’s 1972 election soon to be filed 
in federal district court in Washington. 
With about 10,000 plaintiffs from all over 
the United States, the suit charges that 
the 1972 election was bought by 
economic interests unrepresentative ot 
the people, that the government before 
the election used its power to destroy 
effective political opposition and that 
Nixon used lies to keep the country from 
understanding the issues during the 
campaign. The suit also claims that 
Ford’s right to hold office is nullified 
since it derives from Agnew’s fraudulent 
election. Said Adam Dennion, one of the 
Guild’s New York staff, “‘Coalitions have 
always formed with the slogans, ‘Dump 
Him’ or ‘Impeach Him,’ but none have 
demanded that we set him aside.”

Back on the Bus with Boston School Reform

Another chapter in the tragi- 
comic history of Boston school 
reform. 

On April Fool’s Day, when the 
State Supreme Court took the 
unprecedented action of 
postponing Boston’s school 
reform election until a colossal 
blunder that might have robbed 
the school committee of its 
budget-making power was 
corrected, Mayor Kevin White 
was publicly humiliated. 

And the forces in the city that 
oppose the mayor’s efforts to 
abolish the school committee 
and take over much of that 
body’s powers seemed to be 
gaining momentum. 


But, three weeks later, and 
thanks to an opinion of that 
same court in effect blocking 
another (and entirely irrelevant) 
school referendum, White has 
landed on his feet. As one city 
official privately observed, ‘“‘We 
are back in the driver’s seat.” 

Now the crucial school reform 
election, the future of which was 
very much uncertain, has been 
tentatively scheduled for June 4. 

And, ironically, the future of a 
rather meaningless school 
busing referendum, which had 


been scheduled for June 4, is 
now very much uncertain. 

The account of how all this 
came about is intriguing. It 
shows how, in the city’s current 
political atmosphere, even the 
seemingly simple act of setting a 
date for a special election can 
get lost in an impossible tangle 
of political manipulation. And, 
more importantly, it shows how 
every political figure involved, 
from the governor on down, has 
become intimidated by the 
emotionally-charged anti- 
busing movement. 

After the Supreme Judicial 
Court (SJC), at the eleventh 
hour, blocked the April 2 school 
reform primary election, White 
and Senator Joseph Timilty of 
Mattapan, the two political 
figures most deeply involved, 
blamed each other for the screw- 
up. But they did agree on one 
thing. 

Both Timilty and White said 
that, if everyone cooperated, the 
mysteriously missing 
amendment giving fiscal 
autonomy to three of the four 
plans on the ballot could easily 
be restored and the election 
rescheduled within two weeks. If 


it took any longer than that, 
both agreed, ‘‘somebody is 
playing politics.” 

So what is the election doing 
in June? 

Mayor White started it all by 
saying that the only date he 
wouldn’t approve for the reform 
election was June 4. That, after 
all, was the date set for a 
proposed referendum on busing 
and he didn’t think the two 
should be confused. 

(Actually, of course, White 
was concerned that the hordes of 
anti-busing people who would 
show up at the polls June 4 
would put plan III, the 
controversial school reform plan 
he supports, in serious 
jeopardy.) 

But the City Council, 
purportedly to save money, 
passed a corrected home rule 
petition scheduling the election 
for June 4 anyway, and White 
refused to sign it. An impasee 
had been reached. 

As you may recall, the City 
Council had to be pressured by 
an unprecedented amount of 
community action before it 
agreed to set the April 2 date in 
the first place. Now, faced with 


the task of finding another date, 
the council was inexplicably 
paralyzed. Well, not so 
inexplicable, really. The council 
simply reverted to form and 
became impotent. 

Council President Gerald F. 
O’Leary (who proposed one of 
the four reform plans) started 
things two weeks ago with a 
resolution urging his colleagues 
to resolve the matter “with all 
promptitude.” 

Promptitude?” My dictionary 
defines that word as “the quality 
of being prompt,’’ but the 
council’s subsequent action has 
given the impression that. it 
means ‘‘the quality of 
procrastination.” In brief, the 
council has taken no subsequent 
action. 

After nearly three hours of 


debate that afternoon, the very’ 


same O’Leary offered a motion 
(approved with all promptitude) 
postponing any further decision 
until the SJC ruled on whether 
the June 4 busing referendum 
would be binding. 
Again, one has nothing to do 
with the other, and by insisting 
on combining the two referenda, 
the council was throwing an 


unnecessary and puzzling new 
monkey wrench into the works. 
The idea, they said, was to save 
money, but the mayor’s office 
insisted the printing of new 
ballots would eat up most of the 
savings. Actually, there are 
forces on the council that invite 
confusion as a means, perhaps of 
preserving the status quo. 


Even before the 
postponement of one and the 
controversy over whether the 
other would be binding, election 
officials reported an alarming — 
though understandable — level 
of confusion among voters over 
which was which. People were 
registering for the April 2 
election “‘to vote against busing” 
unaware that that election had 
absolutely nothing to do with 
busing.

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Free Schools/Students: 


How They Grow? 


By Tom Reeves 


(This is the concluding article 
on a two-part series on Boston 
area Free Schools. The author, a 
former college teacher, was co- 
founder of Washington Area 
Free University and founder on 
In Sight Neighborhood House 
and Community School in 
Baltimore). 

Two schools that give 
different but definite 
alternatives to high school age 
people are The Group School of 
Cambridge and the Warehouse 
Cooperative School of Boston. I 
have a strong bias in singling out 
Warehouse for attention, since I 
have been both a “parent” and a 
teacher there. After looking at 
all the alternatives, public and 
private, around Boston, I think 
these two schools best illustrate 
the two main directions of “‘free”’ 
schools at the high school level. 
Both schools carry on the 
general challenge and 
philosophy of the early free 
school movement — little or no 
age-grading or letter-grading; 
student-centered curriculum; 
more-or-less ‘‘open’ classes; 
little emphasis on content, more 
on the process of critical 
thinking and discovery. Neither 
school considers itself “radical.” 
Billy Igo, a student at The 
Group School, told me, ‘The 
purpose of a school is not 
‘liberation’ but education.” 
Most students in both schools 
would agree. But I find that 
these two schools give their 
students and teachers a

“liberated” setting for learning. 
Students and teachers relate 
openly with each other without 
heirarchy. Students test what 
they know by building things 
and by challenging them. They 
appear to have control over their 
lives and learning. 

But Warehouse and The 
Group School part company on 
the question that divides much 
of the rest of progressive 


education and politics, too, for 
that matter. Warehouse focuses 
on individual students 
flourishing as they decide, but 
within the context and control of 
a parent-centered cooperative. 
At The Group School, 
everything starts with the group 
of students and teachers. I think 
Warehouse has found an 
optimum of individual 
expression within a family 


community while The Group 
School has the fullest process of 
participation by students. 
Besides its powerful emphasis 
on group participation, The 
Group School differs from 
Warehouse in other ways. One 
major difference is the role of 
parents. Parents at Warehouse 
started the school and run it. 
The Group School is run entirely 
by the fifty-plus students and 


the twelve full-time adults. It 
did not begin as a school at all, 
but as ‘a group of kids around a 
teen center in North Cambridge. 
Mike Lawler was a youth worker 
there. He invited a few kids to 
his house and they became 
aware they were a “Group.” 
“Most of all,”’ says Billy Igo who 
has been a student at The Group 
School all three years, “they 
were fed up with public school 
and wanted to make their own.”’ 


More than any other “free” 
school I know of, The Group 
School students have made their 
own school. Co-directors Neil 
Didriksen and David Kelston 
are teachers whose time is 
partially freed for fund-raising 
and administration. They do not 
“direct” the school. When I first 
visited The Group School I was 
not aware of any directors. 
Didriksen later told me, “Most 
alternative schools and other 
programs for youth are set up by 
older people who have very 
definite ideas. They do the 
initial work, make the plans, 
and then find some youth and 
say: OK, you run it. The Group 
School happened differently. It 
evolved from the plans of some 
kids and a youth worker who 
then talked to a lot of older 
people — “‘young educators” — 
and together they built a school 
that was their own. 


They built more than a 
school. The Group School is the 
current major project of The

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Group, Inc., the name for a 
community of kids and adults 
who have made their lives more 
interesting by building common 
projects and creating a set of 
equal relationships. Some of 
these resemble a school. The 
classes are more structured than 
at Warehouse and attendance is 
required. The students come 
from families where “getting an 
education” is important. They 
want solid evidence that they 
have been to school — complete 
with graduation. These 
formalities are not the most 
important things for The Group. 
Individual needs are respected 
far more than in -the public 
schools, but the emphasis is not 
on the individuals as it is at 
Warehouse. It is on the whole set 
of Group relationships — daily 
meetings, committees, 


planning, mutual evaluatons — . 


that create a genuine student- 
teacher equity and 
participation. 

The only gap seems to be lack 
01 parent participation. There 
are regular happenings that 
include parents — dramas, 
dinners and meetings. Billy’s 
father, Joseph Igo, a custodian, 
told me, “From the start we 
have all-worked on this together. 
I’ve learned as much as Billy. He 
has turned from a boy going 
nowhere into a man. I really love 
those people down there. I can 
say it is my school as much as 
anybody’s.’’ But it is the 
students’ and teachers’ school as 
far as decisions are concerned, 
and largely because students 
want it that way. 


I had first hand experience in 
the The Group School process as 
I wrote this article. In a moment 
of agism, I asked the student 
who answered the phone for a 
“staff member.” Billy said he 
was staff and besides, ‘“You can 
talk to any student or teacher 
who happens to be around.” I 
visited the school when most 
students were out doing projects 


including a play, visits to court, 
a yearbook, and participation 
with Farah strikers. Those who 
were around interviewed me 
first before consenting to my 
interviewing them. The Group 
School has managed to avoid the 
kiss of the media. Larry 
Aaronson, a staff member, 
commented, ‘Most media make 


students and teachers decidedly 
did not draw. A political 
outsider like me might see 
important political conse- 
quences in a_ student-created 
and student-run school and in 
the class awareness obvious 
around the school, but people at 
The Group School do not see 
themselves as engaged in 


consists simply of a number of 
rooms on two floors at the 
University Lutheran Church.

you heroes or villains. Even 
writers we respect we don’t 
encourage to write articles, 
because the kind of thing they 
write makes us into some kind of 
political case. We just want a 
fair description of what is going 
on.” 

The next day The Group met. 
Despite opposition from some 
teachers, they decided in favor 


‘of an article. The draft I 


submitted a week later caused 
an uproar. It was not that I 
criticized the school, but that I 
drew political conclusions that 


politics or social change. Their 
purpose is to sustain a Group 
out of which they put a school 
together. As Billy said. “The 
purpose of the school is to give 
me a good education — as good 
as anybody’s — so that I can 
have a choice to do whatever I 
want.” 

I think a fair description of 
The Group School must make 
these points: 

The group process itself is the 
main success of the school. 

The “plant” of the school 
leaves much to be desired. It 


church have a good relationship 
but do not interfere with each 
other. The physical “school” 
cannot be compared with the 
exciting spaces created by 
Palfrey Street with money and 
Warehouse without money. 


The teaching and course 
material are diverse and 
excellent. The curriculum and 
atmosphere of the school reveal 
a philosophy which tries to look 
critically at the society and 
emphasizes working-class 
origins. The course descriptions 
are modest and factual — none

of the usual p.r. snow job. 
Besides the courses already 
mentioned — ‘‘Growing Up 
Female,’’ ‘‘Breaking and 
Entering’ and the clerical 
courses — there is Labor 
History, drama, math, and 
“Words People Play.” A strong 
women’s group has been in the 
school all along and influence 
many classes. The school 
magazine, for instance, has a 
section of non-sexist fairy tales 
like “Little Jack Riding Hood.” 
The title poem of that magazine 
says a lot: 

“This tree started growing in 

the City of Cambridge... 

It was a strong unusual 
looking tree; 

people thought it wouldn’t 
have a chance to grow. 

But this fall we collected all 
the leaves which 

fell from the many 
branches... 

Our tree is growing! 

There is evidence everywhere 
at The Group School of- that 
kind of growth, and an 
awareness of what it means to be 
working people and teenagers in 
Cambridge, Mass. 

The Group School gets money 
from a number of state and 
federal agencies for its $95,000 
budget, yet somehow it has not 
been seriously compromised or 
bogged down in the politics of 
proposals. This year may be 
crucial in that respect. With 
grant moneys ever less 
available, there is a temptation 
to undertake a variety of 
projects like youth advocacy, 
curriculum development, and 
teacher training. These 
obviously enhance the school so 
long as they are not too wide 
ranging. The danger is that they 
may absorb energy that should 
go into the school proper, 
especially in a time when there 
are many new students. It is also 
just possible that some of these 
relationships with government

Continued from page | 1 
principles of autonomy and 
participation on which The 
Group is built. 

For now, The Group School 
remains a rare vision: a group 
that really is a group; a school 
that really is a school. 


The Warehouse School 


Warehouse school is above all 
a friendly, warm place to be 
where teachers, students and 
parents can feel at home. The 
good feelings and sense of 
security is enhanced by the 
consistency of goals over nearly 
five years in Watertown and 
Boston. 

The central aim of the school, 
as envisioned by founders 
Darlene and Knowles 
Dougherty, is to give students 
who did not fit or did not like 
public schools an individualized 
education. Each student works 
out her own program, with 
guidance from a teacher, but in 
a way that she feels her 
education is of her own making. 
A student sometimes plays 
games all day, stays outside 
playing football or cooks for 
hours in the kitchen. Sometimes 
students come up with learning 
projects that they share with 
others. They go on trips ranging 
from a day in the country for 
nature study to a summer in 
Mexico. Sometimes they sit in 
fairly structured classes. But 
they are always doing what they 
have chosen to do. 

It is remarkable to me that 
seven students have attended 
every one of my Monday classes 
since the fall, spending as much 
as two hours talking, playing 
and working around the theme 
of “Group Conflict.” Another 
eight attend sometimes. A 
movie or a speaker draws 
another dozen. The regulars are 
thirteen to eighteen years old 
including two black women, a 
working-class white youth from 
Somerville, and one or two from 
wealthy families. Friend whom I 
have brought to class feel as I do. 
This is an active, imaginative 
group of students. Only one of 
my students has said she is 
seriously interested in politics. 
The others take the course 
because they think they ought to 
know about it. 

My cousin Kenny was eager to 
get to school every day. In the 


public schools he had skipped 
school wholesale. Now, he came 
home bubbling about Gilgamesh 
in Ancient History class, 
Erikson in Psychology, 
Vonnegut in Science Fiction. 
Often he did not attend class 
but spent the day in sports, 
game and shop. He made leather 
belts and wallets, wooden 
candlesticks and a table, and he 
toyed with metals. He was 
growing and learning, he was . 
aware of it, and he enjoyed it. 

Warehouse puts far more 
emphasis upon and gives a 
larger role to parents than the 
other alternative schools. We 
speak of families joining the 
cooperative rather than students 
being admitted. Many of us 
teach and all of us give at least 
90 hours’ work to the school. 
Darlene Dougherty said, ‘““We 
were warned not to let parents 
stay around the school, but we 
did it anyway. It’s great!” 


Decisions are made by the 
entire Cooperative: parents and 
staff. A Board of parents do the 
work between the regular 
Cooperative meetings. The 
founder-director Doughterys 
interfere little, if at all, in 
running the coop. They have 
insisted on final say in hiring 
and firing teachers. In the past 
this created controversy. Two 
years ago some teachers urged 
the abolition of the directorship 
and protested their lack of votes 
on the Board. Some families and 
teachers left when the 
Cooperative supported the 
Doughtertys. The controversy 
did bring about more student, 
teacher and parent 
participation. 

Faculty meet daily, a practice 
which must bring shudders to 
teachers used to the usual 
faculty meetings. Warehouse 
teachers have told me the 
meetings are often the most 
animated part of the school day. 
It is there that the teachers feel a 
unity and integrate their 
teaching efforts. The frequent 
meetings also make it 
impossible that any student 
“get lost” or neglected in the 
otherwise anarchistic 
atmosphere. 

As a political person I am 
somewhat unhappy about the a- 
politicism at Warehouse. I 
expected to find a disgruntled 
group somewhere. The parents 
are acutely aware of the kind of 
education they want for their 
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children, the teachers are 
articulate in their educational 
philosophies, and the students 
are conscious of their own roles. 
Yet nowhere have I found a 
concern for ““more 
participation” and “nowhere is 
there major dissatisfaction. 
Students and parents seem so 
happy to find a school with 
individual freedom, community 
spirit and intellectual ferment 
that they hesitate to formalize 
political rights. From a group 
point of view there is the binding 
tie of strong community, but 
little formal democracy. From 
the individual point of view, 
there is an extraordinary 
freedom to develop. 

Warehouse mixes all ages of 
children and youth. It bases 
tuition on income. It especially 
encourages families from the 
lowest income groups. It 
approximates the range of 
income present in greater 
Boston. It does all of this in a 
building that is the most 


exciting physical environment 
for a school I know of. Students 
and teacher — like the gifted 
artist Noboru Matsu — turned a 
huge warehouse space into an 
adventure from the murals and 
the comical telephone booths to 
the assortment of ‘‘private 
spaces’’ built by and for 
students of. various sizes and 
inclinations. 

One original Warehouse goal 
has been partially given up: to 
finance the school from the 
involved families alone. Funding 
became such a serious problem 
this year that a special appeal 
was necessary to fill the gap. 
The Christmas Fair was very 
successful, but the $1,600 profit 
looked small beside the real 
needs of the school. Since the 
school refuses to give preference 
to those able to pay more, 
tuition cannot meet costs. The 
location of the school may have 
kept some families away also, 
and there are fewer students 
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that Warehouse is capable of 
teaching. Warehouse has 
recruited students this year 
through government agencies 
and now they have begun to look 
for funds in foundations and the 
government. 

I hope this new kind of 
funding will not alter the 
cooperative basis which has 
caused so much community and 
creativity. Warehouse has 
managed to produce a rich 
education on just about the 
lowest budget around ($106,000) 
for more than eighty students. 
The cooperative seems to be 
flexible and purposeful enough 
to weather the crisis without 
serious compromise to structure 
and goals, but it does run the 
risk of such a change. 

Some Conclusions 

My look at Boston’s 
alternative high schools leads 
me to some conclusions about 
free high schooling. 

First, those which have 
survived free are the ones which 


did not oppose all structure, but 
set up their own well-planned 
authentic structure. 

Second, the free schools that 
are still alive are modest about 
goals, “You change the world. 
we'll just try to educate 
ourselves and a few kids.” They 
limit themselves to rather 
narrow purposes for specific 
groups of students. They have 
given up any attempt to change 
education through a free schools 
movement. There is little 
discussion about changing 
society itself or ‘‘raising 


- consciousness” in students. 


These schools all have an 
important political impact on 
the students and teachers and in 
fact on everyone they touch. I 
can understand their feeling 
that overt politics is unnecessary 
if what you are doing is right. 
But I believe the refusal to deal 
openly with politics in schools 
will mean their long-run co- 
optation and moderation. I 
think a lack of strategy and 
consciousness in the free schools 
is already leading them toward 
the grasp of those who would 
crush them. 

Third, the source of funding 


very strongly effects the nature 
of the school. Since practically 
all other means of funding have 
not seemed to work, free schools 
are going more and more to 
governments even as these grow 
stingier. I think the future for 
these free schools under such 
funding is bleak. I suspect they 
will go the way of schools like 
Cambridge Community High 
School and give up, or Harlem 
Prep and let the state take over. 
And some may become what the 
other private schools already are 
— reservations for 4 few rich 
liberals. 


I wonder why those of us who 
share the values, hopes, and 
styles of the ‘‘movement’’ 
cannot finance our own 
institutions. Surely by our labor 
and wit we could support free 
schools. All the free schools 
except Palfrey Street hold down 
expenses far below the public 
school per-pupil cost. Yet these 
schools go begging, and many 
are begging from the 
Nixoneaucracy at that. Boston’s 
movement is much spoken 
about. If it is alive it must pay 
its way, and free schools should 
be a first priority.

hooked on drugs like heroin and 
cocaine, drugs they were first 
introduced to during their tour 
in Vietnam. 

The Veterans Administration 
is, among Vietnam vets, 
infamous for its incompetence at 
handling drug addiction. Back 
in 1969, Columnist Jack 
Anderson reported that de- 
addiction programs at Walter 
Reed Army Medical Center 
consisted of telling the vet, 
“That stuff is nasty!’ and 
tapping him on the wrist, then 
turning their backs so he could 
buy the drugs underground from 
the local ward pusher. 

Between 1968 and 1972 some 
22,000 less-than-honorable 
discharges were handed out to 
Vietnam vets because of drug 
abuse and drug habits. (The 
count may be quite a bit higher 
than that, but it could not be 
verified by the Defense 
Department because, as they 
said — no kidding — “Our drug 
man is on a trip.”) That kind of 
discharge makes it very, very 
hard for a vet to get a job. One 
vet who served 15 months in 
Vietnam, and who received an 
honorable discharge from the 
Marines, indicated that 
employers are frightened at the 
prospect of having any vets of 
Vietnam working for them. Such 


is their reputation. Of about 18 
interviews over the past two and 
a half months, the honorably 
discharged vet said, only one 
prospective employer failed to 
question him about whether he 
committed atrocities in 
Vietnam. 

190,000 from Mass. 

Veterans of the Vietnam era 
— and there are 190,000 of them 
from Massachusetts — are 
reluctant to put themselves in 
the hands of such vast 
bureaucracy as the Veterans 
Administration. As a last resort, 
the healthy ones (who can afford 
to stay away from V.A. more 
easily than those who need 
expensive medical care) do come 
to the V.A. Arthur Desroches, 
spokesman for the Division of 
Employment Security, reported 
that in the last fiscal year some 
38,800 local (Vietnam Era) vets 
applied for jobs through his 
agency. They didn’t have much 
luck. Of those nearly 39,000, 
only 4,700 were placed in jobs. 
(Please to note, asks V.A., that 
after applying for jobs, some 
vets change their minds, opting 
instead to go back to school on 
the GI bill.) 

There are, in this area, 2,000 
Vietnam Era vets who are 
collecting V.A.’s equivalent of 
unemployment compensation, 
which is known as UCX — 
Unemployment Compensation 
for Ex-servicemen. 

Vets can always receive 
treatment for psychological

problems, but can only collect 
disability for severe mental 
neurosis if the condition is 
traced back to direct service 
connection within a year after 
they leave the service. This 


system won’t work for Vietnam 
veterans. So say the people who 
are treating Post Vietnam 
Syndrome (PVS) because the 
psychological symptoms often 
don’t begin to surface until 


about two years after combat 
action. It isn’t just a small 
percentage that suffers PVS. 
The V.A. has itself noted that 
one in five vets experience PVS 
to a serious degree, and that 
almost all Vietnam vets 
experience PVS symptoms at 
some time to some degree. The 
suicide rate among today’s new 
vets.is, by the way, twice as high 
as that of WWII vets. 


“There is a similarity between 
suicidal people and Vietnam 
veterans,” Dr. Heitbrink, chief 
of psychological services at West 
Roxbury V.A. Hospital, 
explained. “‘Not in the severity 
of the distress, understand, but 
in the nature. It is this: Because 
suicidal people do feel so 
isolated and uncared for and 
unloved they are suffering 
similarly to Vietnam vets. These 
fellows are too young. They 
should not have been asked to 
do what they did. They weren’t 
ready for it.”” 

Dr. Heitbrink has been 
working with Vietnam vets for 
seven years. ““They were so 
vulnerable to being hurt . . 
their whole generation. The vets 
colleagues were the ones 
storming down deans’ offices, 
you know,”’ he continued. 

“They didn’t think Vietnam 
would happen to them. I’ve 
heard this again and again. ‘I 
just didn’t think I’d end up 
there,’ they say. Even through 
induction, recruit training, and

being on the ship and 
everything, the belief that 
pervaded was ‘It just won't 
happen.’ And when it did 
happen, it was a crushing blow. 
Very much like when a child 
discovers for the very first time 
that sometimes the world is not 
nice, and sometimes Mama and 
Papa are not perfect. It’s really 
horrible for them to behold. At 
that point childhood is over. 
That, unfortunately, is the 
beginning of the hardening. It is 
when you discover evil. 

“In their early years, some of 
these kids — who ended up in 
Nam — hadn’t learned that 
much. Their first discovery of 
evil was in Vietnam. It hurt. It’s 
taking a lot of them a long time 
to try to get over it,” Dr. 
Heitbrink explained. 

“They felt the world didn’t 
measure up anymore. It wasn’t 
shiny or new or beautiful. The 
first swish of dirt goes through, 
you grow older, and then 
somehow find out that the world 
is big enough to accommodate 
both good and evil, both 
beautiful and ugly. They realize 
that, lo and behold, the beauty 
does come back. With maturity, 
and some help, the Vietnam vet 
can come to that realization, 


and will come out of his 
trauma.” 
Brittle Maturity 

It’s an odd maturity that 
young man gleans from his 
Vietnam experience. It’s very 
brittle. It means getting hard 
and having a shell. It means 
donning a facade. This brand ot 
maturity is rammed down their 
throats — they’re tossed out, 
sink or swim — and it enables 
them to survive for a while. But 
it has to be evened up somehow. 
The facade is there, but if the 
blocks behind it aren’t filled in 
to support it, the whole thing 
comes down with the first big 
wind. 

Many a vet finds his 
confidence shaken suddenly and 
unexpectedly by thoroughly 
ordinary situations. John Ford, 
who signed up for the Navy 
when the draft was catching up 
with him (‘‘the handwriting was 
on the wall,” he explained,) is 
now undergoing the ninth 
operation on his neck. A tenth is 
already scheduled. 

Slumped deep into a couch in 
a reception area at Jamaica 
Plain V.A. Hospital, Ford 
recited some of his post-battle 
tensions. 

“These things creep up on 
you. Out of nowhere. I get very 
uncomfortable sitting in a 
Chinese restaurant, unless I can 
see everything that’s going on. If 
I can’t see who’s coming and 
going, and from where, it’s a

losing battle, trying to eat. 
Orientals, you know. They make 
me... uncomfortable. 

“Then one day I was sitting in 
school,’’ Ford continued, 
“‘someone’s books fell off a desk. 
Woom! I hit the floor, flat. I 
have to say to myself, ‘Hey 
stupid, that was two years ago!’ 
Now it’s in the past. I try and 
forget it. Everybody else has. 
Civilians have, anyway.” 

Would they do it again? Some 
vets say they learned things in 
Vietnam, that they matured and 
grew in a way_they wouldn’t 
have at home, or sitting out the 
war in Canada. But this attitude 
is heard only from a few, and 
those few are all vets who 
returned without injuries. As for 
others, the amputees, for 
example, they say they’re the 
lucky ones. 

“This injury, believe it or not, 
has opened up a lot of doors for 
me,’’ leg amputee Tony 
Graziano said. “I was a high 
school drop-out. And I assume 
that many of the most severely 
disabled vets were in the same 
category as me. Because if you 
were a college graduate you 
probably wouldn’t have found 
yourself in a combat field 
situation in the first place. 

“If I had continued to be just a 
high school drop-out,” Graziano 
continued, “I would be driving a 
truck now. That’s what I was 
doing before I went to Nam. But 
this amputation has made for

opportunities for an education, a 
career. It’s given me-a certain 
position in society. To many 
people an envious position. Guys 
will hear about the V.A. benefits 
I’m getting and it’s not 
compassion I'll feel from them, 
for my leg being gone, it’s envy. 
They are envious of that 
disability payment. But only I 
know the pain and suffering I’m 
going through.” 

A 100 percent disability 
benefit for education can 
amount to $495 a month for 
tuition and books, plus a 
monthly stipend of $170. For the 
vet who came through the war 
whole, the GI bill provides $220 
a month. That’s good for 36 
months. The Vietnam Era 
Veterans Education Benefits 
Act, now pending in Congress, 
would add yearly tuition 
subsidies totalling up to $600 for 
vets. The act includes a 
provision which could help vets 
attending graduate, law or 
medical school. The $220 
monthly for 36 months could, 
under this provision, be traded 
for $440 for 18 months. 


Even if they get their raise 
Vietnam vets won’t be provided 
for on the scale their fathers’ 
were, as they enjoyed their post- 
World War II benefits. V.A. 
benefits for those vets of almost 
thirty years ago came to $500 a 
year for tuition and books, and 
$75 a month subsistance. In

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those days and that economy, 
the GI bill allowed the WWII vet 
the opportunity of attending the 
finest and most expensive 
schools’ in the land. Their 


‘benefits were more than enough. 


For a local Ivy League 
example we can focus our eyes 
on Harvard College. In the 1947- 
48 term, of 5,595 
undergraduates, some 3,409 
were vets on the GI bill. Last 
year (the ’72-’73 term) of 6,138 
students, 14 were veterans. This 


year there are 71 Vietnam vets 
among the 6,247 undergrads. 
The plight of the Vietnam 
vets has been documented in 
many and various ways. 
According to psychiatrists, it is a 
badly focused picture, too much 
and too late. The publicity 
amounts to little more than a 
sensationalistic invasion of 
privacy. Typically, patients are 
interviewed by reporters sitting 
at bedside. Pictures are 
snapped, then run on page one 


with a heart-rending caption. 
Then the vet is forgotten. They 
make for bad copy. 


More Stories Then 

The New York Times 
published 16 times more 
“veterans stories” after World 
War II than in the latter years of 
the Vietnam war, according to 
an article by Tim O’Brien 
(Penthouse, March, ’74). 
O’Brien counted 500 articles 
about veterans in popular 


magazines in 1946. In 1972, he 
found, they printed less than 50. 

Thus, the vets remain in 
isolation, misunderstood, and, 
for the most part, forgotten. 
They are candy-asses to World 
War II vets who argue with them 
about the nobility of the Cause. 
They are rebels to parents who 
find it hard to understand why 
and how they’re changed. To 
themselves, they are pawns in a 
great game played out for no 
tangible purpose. They would 
like to be forgotten, if only to 
better integrate themselves into 
a society that fears and 
mistrusts them. On the other 
hand, they need credit and 
respect for some of the battles 
they fought. The vets need to 
believe that some good has come 
of their service and, for many, 
their sacrifices. They need to be 
accepted on personal terms, 
though, not as_ the 
representation of something 
else. 

“If you do nothing else, at 
least accept the Vietnam vet as 
a person and not as a symbol,” 
Dr. Heitbrink counselled. “‘Let’s 
not let our feelings about the war 
get mixed up with our feelings 
about the person. When you do 
that, the people cease to exist in 
their own right. They exist only 
as symbols. 


“And, let’s face it. When you 
treat someone as a symbol, what 
you really do is kill him.” 
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quality education in terms of 
busing, pro and con. 

Flynn’s whole reason for 
existence, as a legislator and 
otherwise, it seems, is to 
sabotage any plans for the 
busing of school children any 
way he can. 

Talk about one issue 
politicians! When Flynn stood 
up last December to testify on 
Gov. Sargent’s emergency 
energy legislation, he proposed, 
of all things, an anti-busing 
amendment. When the House of 
Representatives votes to 
adjourn, or to establish a 
quorum, you almost expect Ray 
Flynn to stand up and offer an 
anti-busing amendment. 

Flynn and others have been 
pushing for some time to get the 
following question on the ballot 
June 4: “Shall Boston public 
school children be assigned to a 
particular school on the basis of 
race, sex or creed without the 
consent of his parent or legal 
guardian?” 

Aside even from the bad 
grammar, it was obvious to 
every knowledgeable observer 
that such a referendum would be 
useless at best and deceiving at 
worst. If binding, the vote would 
have the effect of blocking 


implementation of the Racial 
Imbalance Law in Boston, which 
the courts would never allow. 

And if not binding, such a 
referendum question would only 
falsely raise the hopes of the 
already confused and scared 
Boston parents. They would 
troop to the polls in record 
numbers (just as 25,000 or so 
trooped to the State House two 
weeks ago), the anti-busing 
sentiment would easily prevail, 
the busing foes would celebrate 
a tremendous “victory,” and the 
next morning nothing would 
have changed. 

Still, the busing referendum 
has been treated seriously, 
almost with reverence, by 
wavering politicians who should 
know better. 

It flew through the City 
Council and Mayor White 
signed it, saying that although 
he disapproved of the 
referendum and felt it would not 
be binding, he believes in home 
rule and will not deny the voters 
their chance to be heard. 

Horsefeathers. City 
Corporation Counsel Herbert 
Gleason has felt all along that 
the wording of the referendum 
made it binding (thus assuring 
that it would be disallowed by 
the courts.) But he won’t say if 
he ever apprised the mayor of 
this opinion. He doesn’t have to. 
White signed the referendum 
because, politically, he was 
afraid not to. 
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The busing referendum flew 
through the legislature as well, 
and Gov. Sargent, looking to 
sidestep the issue but not 
willing, as White had been, to 
sign a meaningless or illegal 
piece of paper, sent it off to the 
SJC for an advisory opinion. 


Back .to the City Council, 
which is still afraid, or unable, 
to take any meaningful action to 
reschedule the school reform 
election “with all promptitude.” 

Instead, the council’s 
executive committee, headed by 
Christopher Iannella, meets and 
Iannella launches into one of his 
patented mindless attacks 
against Herb Gleason, blasting 
him for everything from 
speaking before he was 
recognized to ‘‘having the 
audacity” to refuse to inform the 
council that the original home 
rule petition establishing the 
school referendum was never 
properly amended. (It is true, in 
fairness, that Gleason treats the 
council with contempt. And the 
councilors, in their utter 
frustration, rake Gleason over 
the coals every chance they get, 
assuring that he will continue to 
treat them shabbily.) 

Out of left field, meanwhile, 
comes Councilor James 
Connolly’s ‘‘compromise’’ 
proposal to hold the election on 
a Saturday, sparking some 
colorful debate over whether 
Jewish voters would object to an 
election on their Sabbath. And 
every chance he gets, Councilor 
Frederick Langone comes in 
with his admonition against 
taking any “‘speedy action.” 

Finally, the executive 
committee forms a three man 
“sub-committee” which troops 
on over to the courthouse to find 
out when a decision on the 
busing referendum is expected. 
Normally such a request would 
be fruitless, but as luck would 
have it the SJC has just issued 
its opinion that, to no one’s 
surprise, the busing referendum 
is unconstitutional. 

So the sub-committee troops 
into the mayor’s office (followed 
by a battery of TV cameras) and 
is told that White will now sign 
the June 4 school reform 
petition. (The City Council has, 
by the way, taken no active part 
in any of these developments, 
and it all would have happened 
without them. But pictures of 
the sub-committee walking here 
and there still make for good TV 
film footage.) 


The next day Gov. Sargent 
uses the court’s opinion as an 
excuse and vetoes the busing 
referendum, and Ray Flynn 
begins marshalling efforts to 
override the veto, a seemingly 
futile task in view of the court’s 
attitude. And the Boston 
election department begins 
gearing up for a June 4 vote on 
school reform, instead of busing. 

No one is certain now how alii 
the maneuvering and confusion 
will affect that balloting, but it’s 
almost certain that a great many 
more voters will walk into the 
booth expecting to cast a vote 
against busing. Which way they 
will turn when confronted with 
four unfamiliar plans for 
restructuring the school 
department is anyone’s guess. 

Timilty’s office, which 
opposes the mayor’s plan, says, 
naturally, that the controversy 
has fatally injured that plan. 
Black community leaders who 
had been drumming up support 
for plan III had also been urging 
black voters to stay home on 
June 4 — a lot of effort out the 
window. 

But perhaps the most 
significant observation is that 
all meaningful 
developments involving both 
controversies have been the 
result of court actions, not 
legislative actions. What is sadly 
lacking in Boston is the kind of 
courageous political leadership 
that will be necessary when the 
final school integration crunch, 
which has been stalled for the 
better part of a decade, finally 
comes this fall.

“‘enormous and dramatic’”’ 
changes of personality and 
political belief in two months of 
captivity. Referring back to his 
in-depth research into the 
“conversion” of the American 
Gls who refused to return to the 
US after the Korean war, he 
noted that torture and even 
“*technique’’ were often 
unnecessary. The key, he said, 
was a “predisposition”’ to see the 
social realities sympathetically 
through the eyes of one’s captors 
— combined with total isolation 
and immersion into a world of 
sincere dedicated true-believers. 

The context of Patricia 
Hearst’s captivity would seem to 
be sufficiently stressful to cause 
a major character warp, he said. 
One of the worst aspects of the 
Chinese Communists’ technique 
was the ‘‘indeterminate 
sentence” they gave Gls, he 
said, and “if the SLA told her 
‘your're ours for as long as we 
chose to keep you,’ and she came 
to believe them (as the weeks 
slipped into months) that would 
be a powerful force on her “to 
adapt into the SLA mold.” 

The SLA, like the Chinese 
Communists, are absolutely 
devoted to their cause. They 
would not have to be 
manipulative, they would only 
have to be sincere. The Chinese 
Communists won over a lot of 
their war prisoners who accepted 
“conversion” just by being so 
obviously zealous and 
committed, he said. 

“The real question,” he said, 
‘‘is how much of a pre- 
disposition would the girl have 
had: was she a sympathetic 
liberal guilty about her wealth, 
her upper-class status, or her 
family’s history? Her guilt could 
have become the foundation for 
her new revolutionary 
perspective. If she felt absolute 
contempt or hate for their view, 
he said, conversion was unlikely. 

“IT don’t understand Saxbe’s 
shooting off about her being a 
common criminal with this as a 
possibility,” the expert said. If 
she has been put through this 
sort of processing and if now 
society rejects her, “it just helps 
the SLA deepen her conversion 
and makes it more difficult for 
her to come back.” A similar 
technique was used by the 
Chinese, he explained. After 
getting a subject to half- 
believingly sign a confession or 
pro-communist political 
statement, they would take the 
American response and use it to 
bring the subject to believe that 
he would be prosecuted for 
collaborating. With his options 
effectively closed, with no road 
back, the subject would often 
surrender himself completely. 

It has been this possibility 
that has led the FBI to move so 
cautiously in judging Ms. 
Hearst. Even with her 
photographed participation in 
the robbery, they have only 
issued a warrant for her as a 
‘‘material witness.’”’ All the 
other four are wanted for the 
robbery outright. 

The Hearst family has hired 
experts on terrorism and 
brainwashing as consultants — 
one of them was DeFreeze’s 
court-appointed psychiatrist — 
and is well-aware of the dangers 
of the press and public turning 
against Patty. If there is a road 
back, Patricia Hearst may still 
emerge from this experience — 
changed, but not victim; with 
her own personality and mind re- 
emerging from the views 
superimposed upon it. The key 
for the SLA to maintain this sort 
of mind-control is to keep

control of Patty Hearst’s 
environment, to make back- 
sliding punishable by certain 
death. (GIs who had been 
‘“‘converted’’ to Chinese 
Communism — political beliefs 
alien to their former selves and 
alien to their cultural 
background — rapidly re- 
discovered their individuality 
when they returned to America.) 
Thus, the constant taunt that 


the SLA allows the 
‘‘committed’’ Patricia to 
emerge. 


To keep the road back open, 
the Hearst family has been 
pushing a very one-sided image 
of their daughter. News stories 
such as the widely republished 
Sunday New York Times article 


of two weeks ago, in which 
Patricia Hearst was depicted as 
a glassy-eyed apolitical 
debutant interested only in 
picking the crystal for her 
wedding, have been planted by 
the media-conscious Hearst 
family to butress public 
scepticism and leave room for 
their daughter to escape if she 
can and return. Actually 
Patricia was a strong-willed girl 
with at least conventionally 
liberal politics. She was the first 
in a family of girls to refuse to 
debut. She moved in with her 
lover — over strong family 
objections — when she was 18, 
and then began circulating in 
his dope-smoking acid-tripping 
Berkeley circle of radical 
friends. (Police found a pound of 
marijuana and ‘something 
heavier’’ in her Berkeley 
apartment after the kidnap.) 
Her father has described her as a 
“liberal (pensively adding: 
“Aren’t all the kids today?’’) 
and her fiance has described 
how she and her mother would 
argue politics. She thought of 
her father’s newspapers, in 
particularly the local San 
Francisco Examiner, as 
irrelevent scribblings for 
geriatrics. 
She was,

Where Did All the Batters Go?

NEW YORK — It is 
somewhat axiomatic that when 
your whole team starts hitting at 
the rate of .180 you are not going 
to win very many baseball 
games, because the best 
pitching in the world can be of 
little avail if you don’t score any 
runs. 


' And the Red Sox’ pitching, all 
at once, has been very close to 
that. If one chooses to disregard 
the sixth inning of a game in 
New York on Thursday, one 
could proudly point out that the 
Sox’ mound corps had allowed 
an aggregate total of five earned 
runs in four games, three of 
which they lost. Neither the 
Great Scorekeeper in the Sky 
nor the man who keeps track of 
the American League standings, 
of course will choose to disregard 
the aforementioned inning, in 
which the Yankees hammered 
Rick Wise and Diego Segui for 
six runs, but it is fair to point 
out that (a) for the second 
straight time, Wise had pitched 
well up to that point and (b) had 
the right field foul line been 
moved in five feet, he might 
have escaped untarnished. With 
eight lefthanded batters in the 
lineup, the Yanks pulled 
everything in sight right down 
the line, leaving Carl 
Yastrzemski looking like a man 
swatting at gnats, and in 
retrospect Darrell Johnson’s 
only Strategy might have been to 
insert Reggie Cleveland into the

NEW YORK — It was 
actually a defensive move. Don 
Chaney was having his problems 
with Walt Frazier, the game was 
tied at 21 apiece, and Tom 
Heinsohn decided that perhaps 
his Captain might cool off 


Clyde. Finding himself in the. 


backcourt, John Havlicek — 
who had, incidentally, just 
scored a basket for the Boston 
Celtics — proceeded to throw up 
shots from everywhere on the 
court. They all went in. 

The Celts shot ahead to take a 
33-25 lead by the end of the 
quarter, Havlicek scoring each 
and every one of the last 14 
Boston points, and it appeared 
that it was a foregone conclusion 
that they were once again going 
to blow the Knicks right out of 
Madison Square Garden at that 
moment — which, it turned out, 
was not quite true — and, at 
last, defeat New York in the 
Eastern Division Championship 
Series — which is true. 
~ Havlicek’s 19 points in the 
first 12 minutes was not quite a 
record, but it was close enough 
to convince most people. 
Unfortunately, Mendy Rudolph 
and Darrell Garretson persisted 
in calling a sufficient number of 
personal fouls on the Captain 
that Heinsohn was forced to sit 
him down repeatedly. 

How much difference did it 


make? For awhile, plenty. The - 


Knicks came back to tie it at 35. 
Enter Havlicek. The Celtics 
went ahead 42-36, then got cold 
again, leaving the Knicks up by 
seven at the half. Then the Celts 
ran off an 18-4 spurt in the third 
quarter, held a 72-64 lead, and 
the Captain picked up number 
five. 

Time to take him out? “No 
way,” said Heinsohn, whose 
every move has been golden in 
this playoff series. “I want him 
in there — anywhere — in a 
game like this. Earlier I had to 
save him, but if we hold them for 
3 or 4 minutes right there, we 
win the game.” 

“Usually in that situation 
they look to me to score,” said 
the Captain, “but this time 
everybody pulled together. 
We’re a lot more confident 
now.” 

Which is, of course, exactly 
what happened. Boston had 
taken the Knicks out with an 
early-round TKO in Boston on 
Sunday. In New York they 
waited until the third, and even 
with a lame duck, five foul- 
crippled Havlicek, emerged 
from the period with the same 12 
point advantage they held when 
it was over. 

And it is all but over. “I’d 
have to say right now,” said a 
glum Frazier, “‘that they’re the 
better team.” 

“If we win the third game in 
Boston,” said Havlicek, ‘‘we 
should have it. But we can’t be 
too cocky just yet. They’re still a 
great team.” 

“But,” with a sly grin, “‘we’re 
better.” 


— KIMBALL 
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could go 78-4 and the Knicks 
would still beat them in the 
playoffs. Just wait and see. 

The Knicks got blown out in 
the opening game on Easter 
Sunday, you say? And they 
played like they just came out of 
a grueling playoff series in the 
Eastern League? Forget it. Look 
what happened last year. The 
Celtics blow the Knicks out in 
the first game, then the Knicks 
get them in New York and The 
Monster of Madison Square eats 
them just as bad. Same thing 
this dance. Just wait and see. 


We waited. We saw. 

What we saw was a Celtic 
team different from any since 
Bill Russell married Ma Bell, 
ABC and Sam Schulman. We 
saw a Celtic team older and 
wiser and, yes, tougher. We saw 
a Celtic team driven like a 
scorned lover, a team which so 
obviously feels that it was 
cheated out of a deserved 
championship last year when 
Havlicek tore the trapezius 
muscle in his shoulder. We saw a 
Celtic team — in both the 
Buffalo and New York series — 
grimly doing whatever was 
needed to win. 

After the game in New York 
Tuesday night, after Boston had 
destroyed the Knicks by 
outscoring them 33-14 in a third 
period which ended the game for 
all intents and purposes, a New 
York writer kept asking coach 
Tom Heinsohn if the Knicks 
were the same team they were a 
year ago. If they were older. Or 
slower. Or something. Were they 
the same? 

Heinsohn finally looked the 
man down, saying with disgust 
and sarcasm, “Are we?” And 
Heinsohn’s team isn’t, which is 
one of the reasons why the first 
two games of the series looked 
like a euthanasia clinic. 

But what about the New York 
injuries? the writer persisted. 
What about Willis’ knee and 
Dave’s stomach? What about 
that, huh? , 

“You know,” Heinsohn said, 
taking a long, theatrical drag on 
his Winston, “I didn’t hear 
anybody doing any crying for us 
last year when Havlicek was 
hurt,” 

Havlicek is not hurt this year. 
On Tuesday night, despite being 
in foul trouble for almost three 
quarters (he picked up number 
four with 2:36 left in the first 
half), Havlicek scored 27 points 
— including his team’s last 14 in 
the first quarter. He’d scored 25 
on Sunday, even with a long 
vacation in the fourth quarter 
when serious discussion at 
Boston Garden became 
concerned with who was winning 
the Masters. 

Other than that, the Celtic 
Method for winning Tuesday 
night’s important second game 
was easy: just get very good 
games out of your first six 
players. Havlicek was Havlicek. 
Nelson scored his important 
points in the first half. Silas and 
Cowens took turns getting the 
rebounds in the second half. 
White went to the basket all 
night. Don Chaney, coming 
back after a vacation in the 
Buffalo series, made life difficult 
for Walt Frazier, ran the team 
for most of the big third quarter, 
and contributed 13 points. 

“This year’s different,”’ 
Chaney said in the dressing 
room afterward. “There’s more 
desire to win after last year.’’ He 
smiled. “And this year we got 
John. He really controls the 
tempo of the game.” On the

This game was not unlike the 
fifth game in Boston, when the 
Braves. clung to a small lead for 
most of the game, then watched 
the Celtics, through some 
amazing grace, pull it out at the 
very end. The Celtics led twice 
in the first half — 2-0, 53-52 — 
and finally took the lead for good 
with 3:04 left in the third 
quarter on a White jumper. In 
the fourth quarter, of course, the 
Celtics turned out to be almost 
as good as they possibly could on 
Good Friday. 

The game was surely over 
when Cowens made a jump hook 
to make it 97-88 with 6:24 left. 
The Celts had momentum. The 
Celts had poise. The Celts were 
vet-er-ans. Bring on the Knicks. 

The Celts went the next 4:07 
of that fourth quarter without 
scoring so much as a foul shot. 
The Celts let Buffalo finally 
come within two on a McAdoo 
sneakway (off his own steal) 
with :10 left. The Celts let 
McAdoo’s tomahawk stuff tie it 
with :07 left. The Celts finally 
won when White made two foul 
shots after the buzzer when_ 


other side of the room, John was 
controlling the tempo of a 
mammoth jockstrap press 
conference. 

“This is fun,’’ said Paul 
Westphal. “And it’s gonna be 
real fun if we do it again on 
Friday.” 

Assistant coach John Killilea 
overheard Westphal’s remark.

McAdoo tomahawked Jo Jo to 
the floor. 

White summed things up best 
in the locker room. “I am so 
glad,” he said, “to be getting 
away from these goddam 
Braves.”” He said the last two 
words very slowly. 

And so Boston and New York 
fans prepared for what has been, 
over the last three years, one of 
the truly fun confrontations in 
sport, a combination, for the 
true fan, of vintage Palmer- 
Nicklaus, Frazier-Ali and Nixon- 
Sirica rolled into one seven game 
series. So what that both teams 
had just come off grueling series 
(the Knicks took seven games to 
dispose of the Capital Bullets)? 
This was it. 

The first game, of course, 
turned out to be The Great 
Gatsby of playoff basketball, as 
indeed this whole series may 
turn out to be. The Knicks 
played like a Clarence Glover 
highlight film and the Celtics, 
after a scratchy first quarter, 
just did an old-fashioned Boston 
Celtic playoff number on them. 
Suffice it to say about this game 
that the Knicks’ Mel Davis 
played long enough to score ten 


points, answering the question 
of who in hell is Mel. 

“Why is all this happening,” 
Westphal, who followed up his 
16 point Buffalo sixth fame with 
a 12 point New York first game, 
said on the bus to the airport 
after Tuesday’s victory. 
“Because we are a better team 
than they are. We stomped ’em 
in the regular season, and now 
we're up 2-0.” 

“The last two games we 
played super,” Heinsohn said. 
“We play two more super games 
and we beat the Knicks.” 

There is always the suspicion, 
of course, that the Knicks will 
come back, if only because they 
are the Knicks. But there have 
been too many signs of terminal 
illness. Reed is gone. Lucas is 
gone. Dave D., in his final fling, 
is hurt. Clyde’s head often 
appears to be in another place. 

The other night, with three 
minutes left in the game, and 
the Knicks trailing by ten points 
or so, the Knick fans began 
rushing out of Madison Square 
Garden like someone had pulled 
a fire alarm. They knew, 
somehow, that the ship was 
sinking.

novelist Kurt Vonnegut’s protagonist in 
Slaughter-House Five, Billy Pilgrim, 
the hapless time traveller who was 
buffeted like a leaf backwards and 
forwards through history. Consider 
Kleps’ plight. The year is 1965, the 
height of the Psychedelic Age. Kelps, 
the oldest son of a Lutheran minister, 
has proclaimed himself Chief Boo Hoo 
of The Neo-American Church and 
begins dispensing the holy sacrament 
LSD to his first congregation of spaced 
spiritualists gathered with acid guru 
Tim Leary at the notorious Millbrook 
retreat in upstate New York. 
Everything’s fine, hordes of new 
converts are flocking in, and then 
fanning out again to spread the word 
about this new “sacred biochemical” 
when suddenly ... zap! 

It’s 1974. Art Kleps, now in his early 
40’s and still Chief Boo Hoo of The Neo- 
American Church, looks around. What 
happened to the ‘‘turned-on’’ 
generation? Tim Leary’s serving time at 
Vacaville Penitentiary far away in 
California. The headshops are gone, 
too. The light shows have been 
unplugged, streaking’s replaced 
“tripping,” and, worst of all, Art Kleps’ 
turquoise convertible’s been scrapped. 
It’s the kind of thing that would throw 


‘Billy Pilgrim into a caniption fit. 


But not Art Kleps. He’s managed 
somehow to perform the truly 
psychedelic feat of spanning 9 years 
without even breaking stride, more 
convinced than ever that being Boo Hoo 
means being boss of the Counterculture. 

The Boo still reigns after a fashion, 
issuing his pronouncements in wierdly 
irridescent rhetoric to underground 
papers nationwide from his brown one- 
and-a-half story log and clapboard 
cabin, isolated among the potato rows 
on Grand Isle in Lake Champlain. He 
likes living in the wilds, even if Time’s 
vagaries have relocated him now on the 
eastern side of Lake Champlain; across 
the waters from his beloved Millbrook. 
Being a relic of the Pre-Yippie lifestyle, 
spiritual godfather to the Acid 
Anarchists, the Boo Hoo has always 
resided “upstate.’’ Upstate New York, 
upstate Vermont ... always apart from 
the center of the action, and now, more 
than ever, somewhere apart from the 
rest of us, in more than geography. 

But when, like Zen writer Alan 
Watts’ wee creature symbolizing 
Enlightenment, The Boo Hoo decides to

pop his head out and say “Boo” — 
watch out. Don’t say “boo” to the Boo 
Hoo. It’s like looking a street 
panhandler in the eye — once you do, 
you’re lost. 

I first heard of the Boo Hoo in 
December, ’73 from a friend who had 
visited him. “This guy’ll sit you down, 
get you stoned, and show you an Erroll 
Flynn pirate movie while he delivers 
this incredible stream-of-consciousness 
lecture/rap about LSD”, he said. My 
friend described how he’d been 
bewitched by this guru-wizard living on 
an island deep in the heart of Last of the 
Mohicans country. “He had this one 
trick, really neat: he’d be chattering 
away and then suddenly interrupt 
himself. Then he’d pick up a piece of 
paper at random off the top of a big pile 
and say ‘to illustrate my point’ and then 
he’d read it, a quote from Jean-Paul 
Sartre or Tim Leary, or anybody. And 
you know, whatever he read always 
seemed to fit in exactly to what he’d 
been saying.”’ What’s more, my friend 
remembered, Kleps could do this trick, 
too, with the Erroll Flynn movie’s 
dialogue. 

The Boo Hoo Bible 

By way of introduction to the Boo 
Hoo, my friend lent me his copy of The 
Boo Hoo Bible. Written by Kleps, this 
odd book had an arresting cover design: 
two rocket ships closing in with guns 
blazing on an asteroid exploding into 
freako-orange, red, and yellow. It 
symbolizes, according to a Bible article, 
the Neo-American Church’s first 
resolution — The Annihilation and 
Bombardment of The Planet Saturn. 

Vaguely imagining a guy in white 
robes, wearing a conical hat and hurling 
little homemade ligntning bolts at 
Saturn, I immediately wrote to Art 
Kleps/South Hero, Vermont, suggesting 
an interview. ‘““Why not?” was his first 
terse reply. But then began a flood of 
Boo Hoo Bibles and strange 
philosophical papers with titles like: 
“Snazzm, Fazzm, McPozzm,” as the 
U.S. Postal Service struggled to keep 
abreast of Art Kleps’ Boo Hoo muse and 
the seams of my mailbox were literally 


pried open if I didn’t remove his reams 
of correspondence daily. I had a choice: 
either I could, as advertised in The Boo 
Hoo Bible, send my check for $100.00 to 
Art Kleps and receive a certificate 
which stated that the Boo Hoo has 
never heard of you and regards you with 


indifference, or — I could make a 
pilgrimage to his northcountry 
hermitage. So... 


Snazzm... Getting gassed-up in a 
Burlington, Vt. Gulf Station, I asked if 
he knew of the Boo Hoo living nearby. 
“Boo Who?,” he queried, looking 
puzzled. ““The Boo H-o-o”’, I explained. 
“Oh, The Boo Hoo,” he nodded gravely, 
mistakenly thinking he was going along 
with some gag. “Sure, see that guy 
inside by the roadmaps — my boss. He’s 
the only Boo Hoo in these parts...”’ 

Fazzm... Sitting in Glenn MacBeth’s 
3-floor apartment in Burlington, beside 
a stenotype copying machine and 
heaping piles of those orange and yellow 
Boo Hoo manifestos. MacBeth, a 
hulking, softspoken fellow in his mid- 
twenties, is a water purity analyst in 
Burlington and Kleps’ Primate, or 
Bishop, of the Vermont Neo-American 
Church. His task is to print and mail 
The Boo Hoo’s monthly bulletin, Divine 
Toad Sweat to whoever’s currently on 
the mailing list. If anything, he’s overly- 
dedicated, needing constant 
reassurance that he’s been keeping you 
up to date with The Boo Hoo’s Word. 
“Did you get the January issue?’’, he 
asked me, offering up a bundle entitled: 
On the Joys of Solipsistic Nihilism as 
Compared to the Depressed 
Neuroticism of Naive Realism and the 
Paranoid Anxieties of Occultism and 
Supernaturalism... 

McPozzm... ““Hi—Art Kleps,” said 
the burly-blond, blue-eyed Kleps, 
coming down his cabin stairs to greet 
me. Over 6’ tall, husky-voiced, and 
dressed in faded jeans and heavy 
flannel shirt,-he looked more like a 
lumberjack than your classic shriveled- 
up, sniveling little wizard. Kleps wrung 
my hand and said my visit had taken 
him by surprise. He had no phone, you 
see, so MacBeth hadn’t been able to 


contact him. That would explain why 
he wasn’t wearing a white robe, I 
thought to myself — he hadn’t had a 
chance to change. 
The Bee Hee 

Ushered upstairs into Klep’s 3-room 
house, I noticed that, besides the coffee- 
table by the window overlooking Lake 


‘Champlain, the only other standing 


piece of furniture in his freshly painted 
living room was a brand-smacking new 
ping-pong table. “Oh, that’s to help us 
pass the winter,” explained Kleps, 
before introducing me to his attractive 
wife Joan. In official Neo-American 
parlance, she’s The Bee Hee. In her 
middle-twenties, reasonably fresh out of 
college, and currently working, part- 
time as a waitress in Burlington, she 
wasn’t quite certain what powers were 
hers by right as Bee Hee. “I helped Art 
answer questions last month after he 
gave his lecture on the LSD experience 
to The Drug Alternative Group,” she 
said, trying to define her role. But she 
added: “I’m mainly just the Boo Hoo’s 
wife.’’ She and my girlfriend hit it off, 
and sat at the coffee table while I 
interviewed Art. 


“But first, we smoke a little dope,” 
commanded The Boo Hoo. “It’s one of 
my rules for dealing with the media.” 
Forewarned, I had brought along my 
tape-recorder, so that my recollections 
wouldn’t be lost in a haze of smoke. But 
I didn’t realize at the time that you 
have to be looking straight into Art 
Kleps’ cracked-clear eyes while you’re 
hearing his words or the nuances get 
lost. And then, too, you’d have to be as 
stoned as I was that, afternoon; Kleps 
was merely the chaser to as many as 5 
joints he kept circulating around the 
small living-room/dining-room while we 
sat half-facing each other in a couple of 
old lounge chairs. He rapped, while I 
waited for the Flynn movie and the 
random paper trick. 


“Yes, LSD’s fallen out of fashion,” 
admitted the Boo Hoo, licking shut our

Twenty years after the 
execution of Julius and Ethel 
Rosenberg, a movement to re- 
open their case has begun. It has 
grown naturally out of a suit 
filed by the two Rosenberg sons 
against Louis Nizer for 
copyright violations in his best- 
selling book, The Implosion 
Conspiracy. Michael and Robert 
Meeropol had lived quietly for 
years under the name of their 
adopted parents, but with the 
publication of Nizer’s book they 
felt, as Robert said recently, 
“that if we didn’t take legal 
action we couldn’t live with 
ourselves.” In his book, Nizer 
rearranges excerpts from the 
Rosenberg’s Death House 
letters, which he reprinted 
without permission, to support 
his view that the couple were 
political fanatics, eager for 
martyrdom, who neglected their 
two young sons. 

Once the suit was filed, 
anonymity was no longer a 
possibility for the Meeropols, 
who have given interviews and 
accepted speaking dates to talk 
about the case. Last week they 
taped their first national TV 
appearance, on the Mike 
Douglas show; it should be 
broadcast earlyin May. ~ 

Two weeks ago a Committee 
to Re-Open the Rosenberg Case 
was formed, with an office at 156 
Fifth Avenue in New York. 
Foremost among its objectives is 
to open the FBI files on the 
Rosenberg case.

Speaking in Cambridge last 
week, Robert Meeropol said that 
the re-awakening of interest in 
the Rosenberg case has brought 
together people of the Old and 
New Lefts, many of them long 
inactive in politics.

during this period that the 
government developed the 
sophisticated technology of 
political intelligence that has 
since been used against the left, 
and, more recently, against the 
Democratic Party. 

But a successful movement to 
re-open the case will embrace 
more than Old and New Left 
veterans. Watergate-related 


revelations of government 
criminality have made the 
probability of dirty tricks in 
both the Rosenberg and Hiss 
prosecutions credible to a much 
larger section of the population 
than would have even 
entertained such possibilities a 
few years ago. Re-examination 
of these cases in the light of 
Watergate can, in turn, point up 
the connections between early 
Cold War politics and the 
present morass. 


The snowballing interest in 
the Rosenberg case, and 
particularly the widely- 
acclaimed TV documentary, 
“The Unquiet Death of Julius 
and Ethel Rosenberg,” have, not 
surprisingly, inspired a counter- 
offensive. Last month TV 
Guide, the largest-circulation 
magazine in the country (it 
reaches a third. of the adult 
population each week), ran an 
angry polemic in its Newswatch 
column, excoriating ‘‘The 
Unquiet Death’ and a recent 
Stanley Kramer production on 
the Rosenbergs. The author, 
Simon Rifkind, tried to buttress 
the much-discredited Rosenberg 
prosecution by repeating Louis 
Nizer’s litany about how 112 
judges had reviewed the case 
and none had found cause to 
reverse the convictions. (Eighty- 
seven of this “112” were the 
same nine Supreme Court 
justices, who were presented 
with many appeals, but never 
actually reviewed the case.) 


Michael Meeropol submitted 
a rebuttal to Rifkind, but TV 
Guide declined to print it, 
explaining that it preferred not 
to linger over old news. The 
magazine is owned by Triangle 
Publications, the president of 
which is Nixon’s ambassador to 
England.

This is the story of Conrack: a 
Southern white do-gooder 
becomes a schoolteacher on a 
tiny, barely civilized all-black 
Southern island. The 
schoolteacher is handsome, 
urbane and witty, and his name 
is Pat Conroy. The children are 
hard to tell apart and slow to the 
point of near-retardation, so 
they can’t even pronounce. 
Conroy’s name right, hence the 
title. Nonetheless, he teaches 
them to play football, sing folk 
songs, by the campfire, brush 
their teeth, go trick-or-treating 
on Halloween, and swim. He 
also teaches them a little about 
Beethoven, information that 
will surely come in handy if they 
ever escape from this backwards 
little island (and their chances 
of escape are virtually nil). He’s 
so cute he addresses them as 


“gang,” and they don’t even 
seem to mind. (more on the actual Conroy next 
eee The kids seem to like Conroy week). The film Conroy has no 
aa right off, and in fact the only outside life, no sex drive, no 
Ee resistance he meets with comes _ discernible motivation and a 


frightening overload of pep. So 
the fact that Jon Voight’s 
performance is good enough to 
dispel much of the racism and 
monotony inherent in the film’s 
conception is certainly some sort 
of miracle. He is able to convey 
genuine enthusiasm in 


from Mad Billy (Paul Winfield), 
who calls him a honky and 
threatens to kill him. But since 
Billy is the island’s resident 
lunatic, we’re not expected to 
take his threat very seriously.

The difficulty of disposing of a 
spouse in divorceless Italy 
obssessed Pietro Germi in his 
marvelous satirical farce 


Divorce — Italian Style and 
again in Seduced and 
Abandoned. By now, divorce has 
come to Italy, but Germi 
continues to make movies about 
men who are trapped by 


marriage — only now he sets — 


them in the past. There’s 
nothing fresh in Alfredo, Alfredo 
except the skill with which the 
first half hour of the familiar 
material is handled. So when 
the initial episodes are over and 
Germi and his stars, Dustin 
Hoffman and Stefania 
Sandrelli, can’t sustain the 
magic, one begins to wonder why 
Germi hasn’t come up with any 
more comedy ideas since the 
early sixties. 

Alfredo (Hoffman) is a timid, 
mysteriously appealing (to 
women) clerk who falls in love 
with a monster in the 
magnificent disguise of 
Mariarosa (Sandrelli). She is 


beautiful, sexy, doting and 
obviously transported by love, 
but once they are married 
Alfredo sees that her passion is 
vampirical. She screams in 
orgasm and demands enough 
sexual attention to wilt a rabbit 
when she decides to get 
pregnant. Eventually, she drives 
Alfredo out of the house and into 
the arms of another woman 
(Carla Gravina), and the lovers 
spend years (in which they don't 
seem to age) campaigning fo: 
divorce in Italy. 

For as long as Alfredo, Alfredo 
remains funny, what makes it 
funny is Germi’s skilled 
handling of the strange, 
explosive romance (for instance, 
the treasure hunt Mariarosa 
designs for Alfredo, with herself 
as the treasure), Dustin 
Hoffman’s endearing mugging 
(though it’s hard to get over the 
initial shock of hearing someone 
else’s voice coming out of that 
mouth — of all actors to choose 
to be dubbed into Italian, 
Hoffman seems the most 
ridiculous) and, most of all, 
Stefania Sandrelli. Sandrelli is 
an enchanting comedienne, and 
she makes Mariarosa 
menacingly voluptuous, sucking 
out fish heads at table with a 
ghoulish sensuousness. No one 
in the film, least of all Alfredo, is 
a match for her; she towers over 
the first half hour of the film, 
and the more Germi pushes her 
into the background, the more 
ordinary the film becomes. 

Oddly enough, Germi seems 
to share our feelings. When he 
shifts the focus of the film from 
Hoffman and Sandrelli’s 
marriage to Hoffman’s love 
affair with Carla Gravina, he 
seems to be working in low gear.

~The Beatles didn’t have a 
proper organist, you see, nor did 
the Stones, nor the Who. Dave 
Clark was a joke. True, John 
and Paul could bang at a piano, 
but an aspiring rock pianist or 
organist couldn’t really identify 
with them; George Martin 
wasn’t one of the boys, even if he 
was terrific; likewise, Jack 
Nitzsche and Ian Stewart were 
names off record jackets, not 
personages upon whose hands

the Stones 
“Hullaballoo.” 

So Alan Price, the nimble, 
bluesy, stylistically flexible 
keyboard whiz with the 
Animals, filled a real musical 
vacancy in the British invasion, 
especially for a hesitant, 
groping, self-conscious pianist 
like me. Creating more than 
mere harmonic foundations, 
especially in ‘‘House of the 
Rising Sun,” Alan Price was 
always worth listening to, 
whether or not one liked the 
tough, assertive, humorless 
band he was with. Even though 
Eric Burdon’s personality 
dominated, and Hilton 
Valentine’s name attracted 
almost as much as his tartly- 
etched guitar figures, it was 
Alan Price who received my 
attention, for he provided the 
best moments. After he left — 
fear of flying, hectic pace, some 
conflict with Burdon — the 
group was never as potent. 

Alan Price is now back among 
us, thanks largely to his work 
with Lindsay Anderson in the 
latter’s film, O Lucky Man. He 
provided a soundtrack that fit 
snugly, expressed the film’s 
philosophy, such as it was, and 
he even appeared here and there 
in the film, a pleasantly 
necessary variable in Anderson’s 
inappropriately complicated 
equation about life and art. 
Though I found the film 
picaresque, enjoyable and rather 
skillfully done, most people 
thought Price’s unassuming 
demeanor, direct, gravelly 
vocals and strongly felt lyrics to

be the best things about the 
movie. 

Price was back in town a 
couple of week-ends ago to push 
his new Warner Brothers album, 
Between Today and Yesterday, 
with a couple of shows at the 
Performance Center. During the 
day he had been willing to speak 
with a few journalists, and 
though Price has some 
reputation as being difficult or 
aloof, I found him to be perhaps 
the most articulate, informed, 
and intelligent pop figure I’ve 
ever spoken with. I was the first 
interviewer of the day, at eleven 
o’clock on a Sunday morning; 
apparently he had not yet 
become unwilling to suffer fools 
and Price scholars gladly. 

He speaks whole paragraphs, 
and in our conversation he 
ranged over the film world, 
British politics, education (“‘one 
learns everywhere, but least of 
all, it seems, in school; literature 
teachers are the only ones who 
pay attention to you, who make 
you think you have a right to 
speak or write what you feel, 
indeed, that you even have the 
right to feel.’’). He proved 
opinionated (“It simply boils 
down to the fact that the Irish 
are an ignorant, vicious race; 
their situation is sort of our 
white Vietnam.’’); naive 
(“things are pretty bad with 
Nixon and all that?’’); 
psychologically insightful (‘““The 
Animals thing cast a really long 
shadow; I’m still somewhat 
getting over that, ten years 
later”); self-effacing (“I have a 
thin vein of talent’’) and other 
than what one expects from a 
working-class hero. (‘““Yeah, but 
that class isn’t about to save the 
world; they can be fucking 
fascists — recall the soup bum 
scene in O Lucky Man’”’). 

After takling to lots of pop 
musicians one learns that taping 
the conversation isn’t usually 
worth it, that the playback will 
simply be the same excruciating 
experience all over again. 
Needless to say, I kicked myself 
throughout the Price interview 


for having followed my 
prejudices. His best comments 
were on the music scene, not 
surprisingly. Randy Newman, 
whom Price discovered before 
just about anyone else, got 
conveniently placed: “Very wry, 
very lazy. I’m heading to 
California to join my wife and to 
work with Newman, Maybe on a 
musical or something.” Keith 
Moon: “He can’t handle the

but nothing came of it.” 

Price’s own music is utterly 
congruent with his personality. 
Despite the heavy orchestration 
on the new album and in the 
Sunday night performance 
(string and brass section), it 
remains straight-forward, 
without gimmicks. The new 
material is semi-narrative, 


telling tales of the working-class, 
some autobiographical, others 


fame, of course, like most of 
those who went up from lower- 
class, as you in the States would 
say, origins. He’s a lunatic — 
hey, that’s pretty good, Moon, 
lunatic.” Clapton: “What can 
you do after you become divine? 
He’s had it, I fear, he’ll never 
come back.’ Yes: “I hear 
Wakeman’s quite something, 
but don’t they have angels flying 
around the stage? What 
nonsense.” Benjamin Britten: 
“His ‘Young Person’s Guide to 
the Orchestra’ is the best thing 
he’s ever done. I tried to 
duplicate some of that when I 
did a BBC show for kiddies on 
music. But I think his ‘War 
Requiem’ stinks, like his stuff 
with Peter Pears’’. (Price does a 
fair imitation of a high, clear 
tenor.) “‘Sir Michael Tippett got 
in touch with me through an 
intermediary, just like Lindsay 
did, something about doing 
something in one of his operas, 


historical. One side of the album 
is “‘Yesterday,’’ the other, 
“Today’’; ‘‘Yeaterday’’ is 
arranged for the stage, and we 
may yet see an Alan Price 
musical like those early *60s 
English films about the trials of 
people who continually fight 
poverty, bureaucracy, and play 
rugby and mine coal. 


The album’s title cut appears 
on both sides, and is a beautiful, 
stirring, extremely sad _ song, 
sung in a most affecting, slightly 
hoarse manner. Price’s voice is 
infinitely expressive, and 
retrieves even the most common- 
place sentiments. His simplistic 
and maudlin side can be 
appreciated, not rejected, when 
one realizes how Price has 
acquired it, what sorts or 


_ experiences he has endured, 


what he has learned, how it has 
been qualified. 


At the Performance Center he 


was marvelous, his musical gifts 
fully visible. He played and sang 
most winningly, and though the 
orchestra had troubles at the 
beginning, Price’s unaffected art 
came through powerfully. In 
England he has always been a 
star, but not a rock star. He 
never left his origins in quite the 
same way that Jagger or Lennon 
did; he never turned to trends or 
personas; as a result he hasn’t 
any typical problems of stardom 
now. He has no airs no glitter, no 
illusions or fantasies about 
himself; he doesn’t dress fancily 
or sport the requisite long hair. 
He relies only on talent and 
sincerity to carry him. His 
sentimentality still occasionally 
peeks through; but it’s not 
bothersome. I asked him about 
an embarrassingly enthusiastic 
redition of “Hi-Lili, Hi-Lo” on 
his first album (on Parrot, the 
one with the blazing version of 
“I Put a Spell on You”), and 
with characteristic good 
manners he said, ‘‘Well, yes, but 
you see, my mum had just died, 
and that was a favorite of hers.”’ 


It’s not clear whether the 
current pop scene is ready for 
such a low-key artist. Everyone 
today wants manipulation, 
which is all that Price lacks. I 
think the time is ripe for his 
gifts, which range from his 
sizzling organ work to his 
stricking melody-making, to his 
blunt emotionalism, but I could 
be wrong. What is certain is that 
the response he gets won’t much 
bother him. Price doesn’t have 
expectations; after ten years of 
making do but not making it 
big, he in incapable of being too 
disappointed. He enjoys 
immensely the cynicism of 
Newman and Marty Mull, the 
exposure of the fraud in the 
musical world, but I doubt that 
he would become that cynical 
himself. He’ll just keep on 
writing anthems and telling | 
stories of hope, friendship, small ~ 
victories, injustices, stories 
about plain people, for whoever 
wants to accept him on his own 
well-defined level.

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Steeleye Span: NOW WE ARE 
SIX (Chrysalis CHR 1053) 


The score on Steeleye’s sixth 
is: five goodies, three baddies, 
with two undecided. The band 
has now gone fully electric and 
added a drummer. Sometimes it 
doesn’t matter: ‘‘Long-A- 
Growing” (also known as “The 


Trees They Do Grow High,” and © 


Pentangle did it as ‘“Lang-A- 
Growing’’) receives the typical 
hair-raising Steeleye ballad 
treatment. “Two Magicians” 
and “Drink Down the Moon” 
succeed on the basis of humor — 
certain types of songs Steeleye 
can always carry off. Plus three. 

It’s the numbers they couldn’t 
have done in their sleep that 
merit attention. They’ve taken 
an old fragment of rhyme and 
set it to music, but it’s music 
that suits rock palaces more 
than Child ballads. “Thomas 
the Rhymer’’ has a full 
complement of chunky boogie 
chords, but the brief fiddle 
interludes and the wonderstruck 
lilting vocals maintain the 
Steeleye aura. “Seven Hundred 
Elves” demonstrates what will 
hopefully be Steeleye’s next 
phase, full-blown electric 
enhancement of traditional 
melodies — folk-rock, like the 
old Byrds. ‘Elves’ switches 
between major and minor 
modes, with harmonies copped 
from old Jefferson Airplane. 
Two points more. 

“The Mooncoin Jig’ is their 
token dance tune for the album; 
they’ve had at least one per 
album since Peter Knight 
(fiddle, mandolin, piano) joined 
the band. I'd give it full credit 
except that the band play a 
wicked set of reels in concert, 
and this little jig doesn’t match 
up. Another ballad, 
falls victim to all the electric 
abuses that “Long-A-Growing” 


because it was a second-rate 
ballad to start with and needed 
all the help it could get. No 
score. 

Now many people don’t know 
this, but around December, 
when they started working out 
the material for this album, 
Peter and guitarist Bob Johnson 
both became proud fathers. To 
commemorate the joys of 
childhood et al, they put two 
nursery crymes on the record. 
“Now We Are Six” deserves 
minimal credit for the 
authenticity of the riddles that 
make up its text: “Thirty white 
horses on a red hill: now they 
stamp, now they champ, now 
they stand still.’”’ (Answer: 
teeth.) But “Twinkle Twinkle 
Little Star” only gives Peter an 
unparalleled chance to make a 
falsetto fool of himself. What 
could be worse? 

Well, when I last saw the 
band, they were performing a 
witty version of the Four 
Seasons’ “Rag Doll.”” Now they 
do a halfwitty version of ‘To 
Know Him is to Love Him,” 
with David Bowie guesting on 
alto sax. Down three. Buy it only 
if you already own Parcel of 
Rogues.

Ron Carter: ALL BLUES (C1. 
6037) 

This album was made in the 
old studio session manner. A 
popular instrumentalist, 
without a permanent group of 
his own to fall back on, 
assembled a small contingent of 
cohorts, chosen in part on the 
producer’s preference and public 
popularity (drummer Billy 
Cobham) but also including 
men that you won’t hear on 
every other contemporary 
recording (tenor saxophonist Joe 
Henderson and especially 
pianist Roland Hanna). The 
compositions are mostly 
originals (four of Carter’s own), 
with a touch of jazz and pop 
music standards (Miles Davis’ 
Blues” and “Will You Still 
Be Mine?” respectively) for 
variety — none of the currently 
obligatory borrowing from 
Stevie Wonder, the various ex- 
Beatles or transfigured classical. 
I would welcome more albums 
made in this mid-fifties style 
(the engineer then, as now, was 
Rudy Van Gelder, and the style 


New Jersey studios as much as 
to a specific producer or record 
company); yet for all of its 
promise on paper, and several 
quite pleasant moments, All 
Blues is very much what the 
industry would call ‘‘now 
product.’ very 
disappointing. 

Bassist Carter must aie a 
dozen of those new-formula 
sessions per week; he and 
Henderson, in fact, participate 
in a spunkier-than-most recent 
example, Johnny Hammond’s 
Higher Ground (Kudu KU-16). 
By choosing to work with a 
quartet of acoustic instruments, 
Ron has clearly opted for the 
environment he became 
accustomed to while a member 
of the Miles Davis Quintet, but 
what is the end result? Two 
broken-field melodies in tenor- 
bass unison, “A Feeling” and 
“Rufus,” that sound like pieces 
of the same cloth; .a saccharine 
ballad for the piano, “Light 
Blue”; “117 Special” and the 
title piece, two blues that 
proceed slowly and softly so as 
not to wake the neighbors; and a 
short self-accompanied bass 
feature. Carter sounds warm, 
correct and complacent; 
Cobham fires off occasional 
reports but sounds fairly 
ordinary as a straight time 
player; Hanna chips in sunny 
pleasantries, an Oscar Peterson 
without the flourishes; and 
Henderson manages to preserve 
his melodic resources while 
delivering what must be his 
most constrained recorded 
performance. These men 
couldn’t play badly if they tried, 
but the record should have been 
twice as compelling as it is.

NOTHING THRILLED US HALF 
AS MUCH: FRED ASTAIRE 
SINGS AND DANCES HIS 
GREATEST HITS (Epie FLS 
15103) 


Fred Astaire is as agile with a 
song lyric as he is on the dance 
floor. The wildly romantic 


dreams and notions of the 1930’s" 


become immediate and real on 
this fine collection of songs from 
Astaire’s original movie 
soundtracks. The songs span his 
early Hollywood days, from 
“Cheek to Cheek” (Top Hat, 
1935) to “I Ain’t Hep To That 
Step But I'll Dig It” (Second 
Chorus, 1940). And one can only 
imagine Mr. Astaire crooning 
these ditties, not in a recording 
studio, but inside the frothy, 
tinsel world of his films. 

The majority of the songs are 
written by the Gershwin 
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brothers: Ira Gershwin’s lyrics 
can reach the height of 
nightclub wit, (You say 
tomaatoe, I say tomotoe. Let’s 
call the whole thing off!) or 
wallow in the most delightfully 
soppy Hollywood romanticism 
imaginable (I’m happy as a pup 
since love looked up at me). The 
record transcends camp, 
however, because Astaire sings 
as if he believes every word. 
When he warbles that he’s been 
“looking the landscape over, and 
it’s coming up four leaf clover” 
he actually does sound like the 
happiest soul alive. He can soar 
with a bemused and 
sophisticated weightlessness or 
fall into deep, fluffy layers of 
sentimentality. His tap-dancing 
is heard sporadically during the 
instrumental passages, and it 
acts as a complementary 
instrument. The musicians, 
though nameless, are a truly 
excellent swing band, more alive 
than most. In the late °30’s 
Hollywood had the money to 
buy the best. 

Throughout his career Astaire 
demonstrated unflagging 
elegance and grace, and they are 
very much in evidence here. 
Even more than sophistication 
and polish, however, there is an 
enthusiasm about living that he 
communicates so well to his 
audience. He sings from a 
simplicity and an innocence 
that was fading then and seems 
amazingly alien and distant 
today, but there is such happy 
energy to the man that, for me, 
the hokum becomes real. This 
collection is the type of record 
that makes me want to tap- 
dance down the street. It is 
joyful. As Mr. Astaire sings, 
‘Happiness is not a riddle, when 
I’m listening to that big bass 
fiddle.”

Harry Partch: THE 
BEWITCHED. The University of 
Illinois Musical Ensemble. John 
Garvey, conductor. (CRI SD 
304). 

Harry Partch is, with John 
Cage, preeminent among our 
musical iconoclasts. Their fates, 
however, have been dissimilar. 
Playing the role of mischief- 
maker has been a natural for the 
garrulous Cage, and he has 
become a one-man counter- 
institution. Ironically, Cage’s 
baiting stance and 
championship of aleatory 
procedures have gradually been 
appropriated by the academics 
he has consistently opposed. 
Partch, on the other hand, has 
remained a prophet without 
honor. For nearly forty years, he 


has blithely ignored 
contemporary musical 
precedent, practice, and theory. 
Instead, he has searched in the 
past and in the traditions of 
other cultures for formal models, 
and has fashioned new 
instruments to present his own 
eclectic style of musical theater. 

It is therefore a pleasure to 
welcome back The Bewitched, 
Partch’s satirical ritual opera 
now attractively reissued by 
CRI. Composed during 1952-55 
in the explosive experimental 
atmosphere of San Francisco, 
The Bewitched is more than an 
historical curiosity today. Its 
dramatic structure possesses an 
antic surrealist logic based on 
the picaresque adventures of 
three “undergrads” transformed 
by a witch. Beginning with their 
transfiguration in a Hong Kong 
music hall, they pass through 
the shower room of a defeated 
basketball team en route to a 
“daemonic descent while at 
cocktails.” The satire of mid- 
American preoccupations exists 
just below the burlesque surface, 
which mixes sheer zaniness with 
the trappings of primitive 
ritualized theater. Musically, 
The Bewitched is an inspired 
hodgepodge of transformed 
African and American Indian 
rhythms and contrapuntal 
ideas. There is more than a hint 
of irony and contrariness, and 
Partch even includes a madcap 
little quotation from “Ten Little 
Indians” to make fun of his more 
staid Americana-hunting 
colleagues. 


His instruments are the real 
stars of the piece. Fashioned 
into striking graphic shapes, 
Partch’s glass bells and 
“harmonic canons” are made to 
share the theatrical space with 
the actors and dancers. All are 
constructed to be plucked or 
bonked — made for the hands of 
man more than for his brain. 
Amidst the wealth of timbral 
resource, the human voice seems 
deindividualized, confined to 
episodes of chanting, 
whispering, moaning, and 
coughing. By universalizing the 
voice, Partch transforms the 
performers into communicants 
of some half-remembered, 
passionately believed ritual. 
Elevating The Bewitched into a 
ritual, however, exaggerates 
Partch’s seriousness and slights 
his sense of humor. It is, in fact, 
the tension between showman 
and shaman which generates his 
unique creative energies and 
makes The Bewitched 
consistently appealing.

mechanized units which will put 
these kids in the midst of their 
white light for the rest of their 
lives with continual orgasms if 
that’s what they want — I'll be 
glad to give it to them, but it’s 
not what I’m selling.”” What’s 
that, I asked. ““The Way,” Kleps 
replied. “‘What Way,” I asked 
suspiciously, having 
encountered mystic one-ups- 
manship before. 

“I’m selling the realization 
that life’s a dream. Your dream, 
or ... my dream. Everything else 
is an illusion — there’s nothing 
‘out there’ ’’, he explained. 
“That’s why I say ‘I deny the 
externality of relations.’ ” I'd 
been mailed that message the 
week before in the form of a 
yellow-and-gold bumper sticker, 
but I still hadn’t grasped its 
meaning. “You mean I’m having 
a dream I can’t wake-up from?” 
I asked. “‘No”, he explained, 
“there’s nothing out there, just 
your dreaming is real. 
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The Bee Hee Herself 


manifest certain useful forms of 
psychopathic behavior,”” Kleps 
continued. “It’s what I call Neo- 
Psychopathic behavior — an 
example nowadays would be a 
happy-go-lucky attitude 
towards economic stability.”’ 
Isn’t that what Yippies Abbie 
Hoffman and Jerry Rubin were 
trying to demonstrate, I asked, 
having read somewhere that 
Kleps had ordained them years 
ago as the Joint Boo Hoos of 
New York City, and that they 
had, as their first and final 
official Boo Hoo act, thrown 
money on the floor of the New 
York Stock Exchange. ‘Oh, I 
excommunicated them long ago 
— you don’t politicize a dream; 
they simply ripped-off the Neo- 
American style.” 

So they should have followed 
The Way, those upstart Anti- 
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Christs. “‘Un-huh, un-huh,” I 
nodded. Flaitened by the dope 
and wired by the coffee Joan had 
brought me, I found the gap 
narrowing between Neo-Psyche 
and Psyche the way Kleps 
explained it. Sure, 
schizophrenics, mere 
psychopaths, are ‘tripping’ all 
the time, they just interpret 
their ‘trip’ badly, that’s all. 
They realize life’s a dream, 
yeah, but then they start 


- panicking, trying to repress all 


those incredible connections 
they’re getting that prove it’s a 
dream. It’s the repression of 
course that’s making them so 
paranoid — insanity means 
you’re lying to yourself — they 
aren’t able to stand up to the 
truth, so they start reaching for 
something ‘out there,’ grabbing 
the first duality that comes 
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along: life as a struggle between 
good and evil; God vs. Devil, 
““Spacemen”’ vs. us, you vs. me, 
or... hmmmm 

Art Kleps vs. 1974. Art Kleps 
vs. an underground press that’s 
never heard of him and/or 
regards him with indifference. 
Or, more immediately: The Boo 
Hoo, once Tim Leary’s “not 
wholly Holy funny man” who 
used to say funny, crazy things 
like dope’s a sacrament if you’re 
using it to get your girlfriend 
horny at a drive-in vs. Art 
Kleps, a not wholly funny Holy 
man, who sits at my left, arguing 
gloomily that life’s a dream. The 
saturnine cast of the man who 
would annihilate Saturn... 

“You get paranoid,” Kleps 
said, continuing his analysis of 
just-plain-Psychopaths, 
‘because there’s got to be some 
reason why you alone are getting 
all these unusual messages — 
someone must have picked you 
out for a special job — then you 
hijack a TWA flight to go save 
Jerusalem or...” 

Art Kleps goes off to 
Millbrook in 1963 to save the 
pacifistic Leary acid-heads from 
police harrassment. But not 
before taking his first half-gram 
of mescaline, and getting 
“incredible vision flashes” for 10 
hours running. Shortly 
thereafter, losing his school 
psychologist job — fired by the 
New York City School Board for 
some ‘‘adolescent prank.’’ 
Finally, in 1965, officially 
launching his Neo-American 
Church and Bible fantasies. 

The Neo-American Church 

What was, what is The Neo- 
American Church. In reality it 
has no temples — _ just the 
mailboxes of its 40 dues-paying 
members nationwide which 
Kleps bombards with his latest 
Encyclicals. The Church’s 
avowed aim is the free use of the 
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psychedelic sacraments, 
everybody should get stoned, 
etc. That’s about it. But the way 
Kleps presents it in The Boo 
Hoo Bible, you’d think he 
liberated every asylum in the 
country and transformed the 
inmates into a psychedelic 
church militant army of at least 
80 crack divisions of deranged 
‘tripping’ troopers. ‘‘A 
monstrous growth pulsating in 
every tentacle” is how Kleps 
describes his phantom network. 
Leary, on the other hand, called 
Kleps’ inspiration “pure-essence 
paranoid.” But at Millbrook in 
1967, it still made sense — even 
paranoia, so long as it was pure. 
By 1966, 10,000 copies of The 
Boo Hoo Bible had hit the 
streets. 8,000 copies sold. It was 
an acid revelation, offering 


madcap scriptural commen- ~ 


taries on the psychedelic divine. 
Gospels according to Art Kleps 
included: Witchcraft Test for 
Determining Genuine Ideas 
from Naughty-Naughties and 
Karmic Drainage and the 
Evaporation of Bad Zen; Kleps, 
still partly in spirit a high school 
psychologist, even threw in 
assorted tips for ‘trippers’ like: 
“There is nothing ‘pathological’ 
about fear in the face of Purple 
Gobblers from outer-space. Just 
restrain motion until it is over.” 
Everyone’s eyes popped out 
when they read, and passed 
around, this kooky, Neo- 
Psychotic stuff. That was 
obligatory — then. Nowadays, 
well ... The Boo Hoo Bible is to 
the brain what streaking is to 
the body. Even Leary called it 
original, unashamed 
unveiling of a man’s mind.” 

With phantom church and 
Boo Hoo Bible, Kleps was 
dueling with Millbrook’s arch- 
enemies, the Millbrook County 
Police, who were continously 
raiding the retreat, upsetting 
the tranquil atmosphere of 
Leary’s cult. “Rigid paranoid 
types hate ambiguity,” wrote 
Kleps in The Bible. So 
ambiguity became his game. To 
outwit his adversaries, Kleps 
conjured up fantasies inspired 
by his own paranoia. LSD- 
induced, euphoric, but with 
hostile undercurrents, Kleps’ 
glittering form conveyed one of 
the Acid Age’s main messages: if 
you aren’t in on the joke, the 
joke’s on you. 

In The Boo Hoo Bible, Kleps 
confided that he had at his side 
a fully-equipped terrorist army, 
the SPIN Knights, “young men 


of fanatical and paranoid 
dispositions.”” Their first task: 
Operation Judas: to infiltrate 
and sabotage those government 
agencies who were persecuting 
the Faithful. So convincingly 
conniving were Kleps blueprints 
for SPIN, so alike in tone to 
dead-serious leftist tracts was 
his rhetoric, that the police 
began compiling dossiers on 
SPIN, before finding out the 
organization existed only in Art 
Kleps’ mind. 

The Federial Judiciary had 
similar difficulties in 
determining whether Kleps was 
a visionary with a madness to 
his method, or whether he was 
just a megalomaniacal crank, 
pursuing his oddball cause with 
a methodical madness. In a test 
case before Washington, D.C. 
District Judge Gerhard Gesell, 
Kleps argued his legal right to 
use LSD as a religious 
sacrament. His petition was 
brusquely denied, but Kleps had 


succeeded at least in baffling the 
judge. Using the Church 
Catechism, The Boo Hoo Bible, 
as his guide, Gesell quickly got 
lost. He didn’t catch the joke. 
The official church key was, of 
course, a beer bottle-opener, 
“Row, Row, Row Your Boat” 
was a hymn, and the Symbol of 
the Church was a three-eyed 
toad.

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Theatre: Superlatives for ‘Seesaw’ |

1 When I like a musical I love it, 
so you will forgive me if there is 
an abundance of superlatives in 
this review. Seesaw is so right as 
a musical love story about New 
York City that it practically 
redeems the genre. 

Michael Bennett has created 
a book completely faithful to the 
intent of the William Gibson 
play. He has found the comedy 
and the sadness in this 
archetypal story and fashioned 
performances as memorable as 
those of Anne Bancroft and 
Henry Fonda in the original Two 
For The Seesaw. And Mr. 
Bennett’s direction is never slick 
which is a rarity for him and this 
“kind” of show. He gets a real 
sense of sexuality out of the 
chorus and is able to suggest the 
hard edged life of struggling 
New Yorkers. The ensemble 
couldn’t be better. 

Not since Larry Kert and 
Carol Lawrence in West Side 
Story have I seen two more 
agreeable star-crossed lovers in a 
musical. John Gavin is gorgeous 
and wonderfully endearing as 
the man from Nebraska. Lucie 
Arnaz is very effective as the 
tough-soft-and-tough-again 
Gittel Mosca from the Bronx. 
These two seem to genuinely 
care about each other and it will 
take a hardened heart not to be 
moved by their inevitable break- 
up. And as for Tommy Tune, 
well, he is simply the warmest 
talent to hit the Broadway scene 
in years. His unassuming ways 
are captivating, and I hope 
thousands will try and imitate 
him. 

Ann Roth’s costumes add 
greatly to the sense of fun. Robin 
Wagner’s scenic designs and 
Jules Fisher’s lighting are 
expertly functional. The 
production numbers are nothing 


less than arousing and were 
flawlessly executed on opening 
night. Yes, this play 
demonstrates the best of 
America’s contribution to the 
theatre. 

I had better stop here, before 
we all get a little nauseous from 
the praise, but I hope you will 
understand that sometimes a 
reviewer falls in love with a show 
and welcomes the chance to 
celebrate the occasion. The 
opportunity may not present 
itself again for quite a while. 


FOCUS ON ME. Written and 
directed by Bobbi Ausubel.

Focus On Me is an honest 
play. The writing is concrete and 
the acting is direct. I expect that 
many people will be very much 
moved by it. 

A woman film maker is trying 
to “realize” an ideal woman on 
the screen. She wants this 
woman (and I am simplifying 
here) to be both strong and 
compassionate. She also wants 
the celluloid woman to be a real 
model for herslef and, I assume, 
other women. The going is tough 
because “‘strong’’ has many 
faces and some of them 
unfortunately look like nasty 
men. Compassionate too often 
means giving up as mothers did. 
Neither wanting to be a man nor 
her mother, the film maker 
gathers her visions to show the 
struggle as a work of art. And 
though we never see the final 
film we appreciate the soul 
searching and organizational 
work that went into it. 

Bobbi Ausubel’s story is well 
served by her loose, almost 
slack, direction. The characters 
are slowly revealed through 
everyday incidents. A mother 
playing and singing with her 
child for a longer period than she 
cares to, tells us more about 
“her time” than any obvious 
theatrical confrontation might. 
A mother wants her daughter to

put on a sweater and gradually 
we come to learn what this 
seemingly minor suggestion 
means to the pair. Paying close 
attention to the everyday world 
and finding drama in the 
contradictions inherent in our 
simple expectations, Ms. 
Ausubel exposes a rich vein of 
conflict in what would naturally 
pass for the untheatrical. 

I do have a few criticisms of 
the piece. The entire play seems 
to be somewhat hastily 
organized or perhaps some of the 
emotional associations that 
unite one scene with the next are 
not yet fully felt by the 
actresses. Certain scenes seemed 


to strain themselves in an effort 
to jerk some tears. Yes, there 
were many wet cheeks in the 
opening night audience, but 
some were probably created 
more by an indulgence in theme 
and a feeling of “‘mee too” than 
an insight into the true nature of 
the despair. It took me a while to 
get used to the low-key quality 
of the acting, and I never did 
appreciate the lack of both 
spontaneity and responsiveness. 
But Ms. Ausubel is interested in 
the untheatrical woman and | 
soon was listening that much 
more attentively to the 
seemingly undramatic 
performers. 


I should mention that Cynthia 
Whitham as the child who called 
attention to herself was 
particularly in tune with the 
needs of her character and that 
the music by Robin Walsh was a 
considerable help in clearing the 
air from time to time. 

Focus On Me reminded me 
very much of the work of Arthur 
Sainer in its cinematic quality 
and emphasis on the creative 
endeavor as theme. Perhaps an 
interest in the artist as object is 
returning to our stages. I’m not 
sure if this is for good or evil, but 
as Norman Mailer might say, it 
certainly interests me.

“The middle class are just like 
pigs,” screams a character in 
Jacques Brel Is Alive and Well 
and Living In Paris. Whatever 
its veracity, this sentiment 
always seemed absurdly out of 
place when it was expressed two 
years ago beneath the imposing 
chandeliers of the Somerset 
Hotel. But now the musical 
philosophy of Jacques Brel has 
achieved a glorious harmony in 
the modest and intimate setting 
of the Charles Playhouse 
Cabaret. 

A year ago Judy Lander, star 
of the original Somerset 
production, journeyed from 
Boston to Broadway with a Kurt 
Weill revue. She has finally 
returned to adorn Boston’s 
latest Jacques Brel revival with 
a marvelous performance well 
worth the wait. Ms. Lander 
captures the controlled 
desperation so much the essence 
of Brel’s haunting compositions. 
She grabs and releases her 
audience at will as she sings of 
sons and lovers and the passing 


time. And she hurls each 
devastating lyric out of a 
cavernous mouth which would 
terrify even an accredited 
orthodontist. Her original 
interpretations of ‘‘Marieke,”’ 
“Sons Of’’, and “Carousel” offer 
persuasive proof that Jacques 
Brel is indeed alive and well at 
the Charles Playhouse Cabaret. 

In fact, Ms. Lander so 
dominates this production that 
its three other actors — Joseph 
Neal, Shawn Elliot, and 
Annette Pirrone — must play 
the role of a supporting cast. 
That is not to say, of course, that 
this triumvirate does not 
provide musical bouquets of its 
own. The versatile Mr. Neal, for 
example, brings a pleasing 
resonance to every song he sings. 
He combines well with Shawn 
Elliot in “‘Middle Class”, and 
together they manhandle an 
adorable Annette Pirrone in 
“Timid Frieda”. But Mr. Elliot 
and Ms. Pirrone do not always 
summon the vocal strength 
required by Brel’s demanding 
songs. 

Under the inspired direction 
of Frank Sugrue and Jonh 
Dobbins, the graceful cast 
moves through a series of 
expressionistic tableaux which 
powerfully enhance the play’s 
musical philosophy. They flesh 
out the portrait of the artist, 
Jacques Brel. 
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Art: Who Owns The Masterpieces?

THE GRAND ACQUISITORS by 
John L. Hess, Boston: Houghton 
Mifflin. 178 pp., $5.95. 


The business operations of 
large museums are as obscure to 
most of us as the operations of 
big government were before 
Watergate. The opening chapter 
in John Hess’s new book, “The 
Grand Acquisitors,” is called, 
appropriately, “A Watergate in 
Art.”’ The subject of Hess’s book 
is wheeling and dealing at New 
York’s Metropolitan Museum of 
Art, the largest and probably the 
most famous museum in the 
Western Hemisphere. 

Hess is a New York Times 
reporter who first made public 
much of the information in this 
book in the columns of the 
paper. He told me that he got 
started in his investigation as a 
result of an assignment, but that 
the subject appealed to his 
natural impulse to find out what 
really goes on behind the scrim 
of institutional public relations. 
This must have called into play 
all of Hess’s journalistic skills, 
for it involved penetrating a 
powerful and somewhat 
paranoid social sphere at whose 
center are the museum trustees. 

As in the case of most such 
institutions, the power in the 
Metropolitan Museum rests 
with the trustees. But because 
they each have interests, even if 
only social, that keeps them 
from taking their trusteeship 
seriously, and I suspect, because 
they are all wealthy, they tend 
to delegate their power to their 
most ambitious and highly 
placed curators. Hess writes: 
‘*‘Perhaps the key to 
understanding the art world, if it 
can be understood at all, is 
pretension. Like the rest of the 
public, the typical trustee is 


reluctant to admit how little he 
really knows about art, or to 
suspect how limited is the 
expertise of his director and 
curators. In this kingdom of the 
blind, the one-eyed man is 
king.” 

The one-eyed man in Hess's 
story is Thomas Hoving, the 
Metropolitan’s Director. Hoving 
comes across in the book as a 
pathological liar, a man who will 
color the truth to suit his needs 
of the moment, even if they are 
not very pressing. In Hess’s 
account, Hoving regards the 
Metropolitan’s collections as if 
they were the private holdings of 
the trustees, while legally they 
are supposed to belong to the 
public whose taxes go toward 
maintaining the institution. 
Hoving is not alone among 
museum bureaucrats in having a 
deeply competitive attitude 
toward his colleagues and 
toward other institutions. Hess 
recounts several cases of 
Hoving’s trying and sometimes 
succeeding in selling some of the 
Metropolitan’s highly regarded 
holdings at a huge loss in order 
to acquire something 
“sensational” at a sensationally 
high price whose quality and 
authenticity prove to be dubious 
in the opinion of specialists. The 
trustees, not wanting to appear 
foolish or negligent, come to the 
defense of their Director, no 
matter what he does. 

Why, other than for aesthetic 
reasons, is the mismanagement 
of an institution like the 
Metropolitan significant? Hess 
explains that the taxpayers take 
a loss not only when a museum 
sells cheap and buys dear, but 
even when a museum accepts 
donations of works of art from 
people rich enough to use gifts as 
tax deductions. ‘When art is 


given to museums the donors 
deduct its value from their 
income for tax purposes so that 
in effect the taxpaying public 
helps pay for the gifts.” The 
internal workings of the art 
market continue to drive prices 
upward meanwhile to the point 
where it is inconceivable that a 
single object could be worth the 
price paid for it. There simply is 
no aesthetic experience that is 
worth even a million dollars to 
the overwhelming majority of 
New Yorkers and other citizens 
who patronize the Metropolitan 
Museum. Anyone who works for 
a living can only be outraged at 
a museum’s role (which Hess 
shows to be prominent) in 
driving up prices on art. Either 
that or he will attribute his 
failure to understand how a 
work of art could be worth 
millions to his own ignorance or 
insensitivity about art, and 
come away from the art feeling 
guilty and cheated. There 
should be a point where 
sensitivity to economics 
suspends aesthetic questions, if 
not for the ordinary museum 
patron, at least for people like 
Hoving who control a museum’s 
acquisitions. But Hoving is not 
responsible to anyone but the 
trustees, though Hess’s “Times” 
articles raised a certain amount 
of public outcry that the 
Metropolitan had to answer. 
Hess told me that if he had set 
out to investigate the energy 
crisis, for example, he would 
have encountered the same 
people at or near the top of the 
power pyramid who presently sit 


on the Metropolitan’s board of 


trustees, people powerful 
enough that they do not have to 
be responsible to the public if 
they don’t feel like it. And who 
feels like it? 


Hess’s book makes brisk 
exciting reading. Paradoxically, 
though, it is not likely to stir 
outrage, though many of its 
revelations are outrageous. Five 
years ago it would have, but, as 
Hess says, five years ago he 
wouldn’t have been able to find 
a publisher for it. The climate of 
suspicion and the appetite for 
expose engendered by the 
Watergate scandals made 
publication. of the book a good 
commercial risk. At least the 
book may help to bring about a 
demystification of institutions 
like big city museums and 
provoke a call for closer scrutiny 
of their activities. Hess’s 
interest is less in art than in 
helping us all to keep from 
getting ripped off at every level 
without our even knowing about 
it. Anoble and timely ambition. 


Institute of Contemporary Art 


The Institute of 
Contemporary Art is to be 
commended for inviting Cecile 
Abish to do a show, knowing 
that she works in a mode that is 
inimical to the physical niceties 
typical of art institutions. 
Abish, who teaches at the 
University of Massachusetts at 
Amherst, is well aware of the 
political implications of her 
work. She is involved with the 
aesthetic appropriation of given 
surfaces, areas of institutional 
property, in this case, the ICA’s 
floor. 

Her aim in the ICA 
installation was to make us 
experience the existing gallery 
floor as something quite 
circumstantial, as something 
that could equally well have 


‘been a forest floor or somebody’s 


living space or a purely fictional 
construct. Since institutions 


tend to identify themselves more 
ahd more with their physical 
housing, the real target of 
Abish’s ambition is our 
willingness to accept that kind 
of reification, that 
bureaucratically determined 


structure of space and of 


thought. 

The key part of the show 
occupied almost half of the 
ICA’s existing gallery. In order 
to get the sculptural effect she 
needed, Abish had to dust the 
wall-to-wall carpet with baking 
soda. For her purposes, the 
neutral gray carpet was 
anything but neutral. On the 
whitened surface she spread a 
loose distribution of colored 
marbles around a row of aligned 
sections of four by four foot 
particle board. The particle 
board sheets were then removed, 
leaving a series of empty spaces, 
“‘clearances,”’ as she calls them 
on the floor. The boards rest on 
the marbles between the 
openings left by their 
displacement. The overall result 
of this procedure is that one no 
longer perceives the floor as a 
floor but as a porous, almost soft 
surface whose depth, density, 
and friction are altogether 
different from that of the surface 
one stands on to look at it. 

The marbles are a 
metaphorical equivalent of the 
matter that composes the floor, 
they behave like what the old 
public school science textbooks 
used to call ‘‘an artist’s 
conception’’ of molecular 
structure. The ‘‘clearances”’ 
read almost as openings in the 
floor itself, openings that stand 
for the artist’s interest in 
providing us with a way out of 
the given way of perceiving 
existing physical and social 
circumstances. 
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Opera: Butterfly Different Color

Consider for a moment the 
nightmarish image of hundreds 
of Toscas leaping to their deaths 
all across the country and you’ll 
have a good idea of where the 
coming Puccini anniversary is 
about to take us. In fact it seems 
to have arrived already, what 
with Sarah Caldwell’s recent 
production of Madama 
Butterfly and performances at 
‘the Boston Conservatory of Suor 
Angelica and Gianni Schicchi, 
and there’s still the Met Tour to 
come and God knows what else 
before the year is over. In case 
you’ve forgotten it will be fifty 
years ago this November that 
Puccini succumbed to a throat 
cancer brought on by too many 
years of chain-smoking (as a boy 
in Lucca the future perpetrator 
of Musetta’s Waltz began to 
finance his lust for nicotine by 
selling off the Cathedral’s organ 
pipes as scrap metal!), and to 
mark the occasion, it looks as 
though 1974 has been designated 
the year of the Puccini-fest, at 
least judging by the avalanche of 
his operas I see scheduled coast 
to coast. Ordinarily this sort of 
anniversary can be useful in 
giving us a chance to rediscover 
a composer’s work, but frankly I 
can’t think of anyone who needs 
it less. In the intervening years 
since 1924, Puccini’s music has 
become such an integral part of 
our culture (even people who 
wouldn’t dream of attending an 
opera seem to know all his best 
tunes!) that there’s almost 
nothing new to say about, much 
less listen to, in the Puccini 


canon. 

Still, what with all the 
expected fuss, one can’t help 
asking just why audiences 
continue to find his operas so 
irresistible. The reasons, I 
suspect, can probably be 
summed up best by Sir Thomas 
Beecham’s remark, “‘He doesn’t 
keep us waiting. He gets on with 
it.”’ We all recognize the 
operaphile who will happily 
wallow forever in the splendor of 
Wagner’s orchestral sound or 
keep Lucia alive out of devotion 
to some cultish soprano, but Mr. 
and Mrs. Average who fill the 
house whenever Tosca or 
Boheme is on buy their seats 
simply because they want to be 
entertained, and no one does 
that more skillfully or succinctly 


than Puccini. Unfortunately too 
many conductors and stage 
directors allow the operas to 
play themselves on the 
assumption (which is always 
wrong) that their very 
familiarity will compensate for 
whatever deficiencies exist in 
the production. The typical 
comment is: ‘‘Why bother? 
They only came to hear Un bel 
di anyway!”’ — so all too often 
those masterfully contrived 
effects go down the drain in the 
form of simple-minded stagings 
that play havoc with the 
composer’s intentions. 


Fortunately for Puccini Sarah 
Caldwell is far from typical. In 
fact, if there’s something new to 
discover in a warhorse like 
Madama Butterfly, she’ll find 
it. Her production at the 
Orpheum two weeks ago was 
marked with an attention to 
detail that almost convinced me 
I was seeing the opera for the 
first time. And in a way I was, at 
least as Puccini first presented it 
at La Scala in 1904. That 
occasion was one of the greatest 
fiascos in operatic history for 
reasons still difficult to explain, 
and not long thereafter Puccini 
revised the score cutting some of 
the music for the marriage 
ceremony, adding an extra aria 
for the tenor, and dividing the 
opera into three instead of two 
acts. Obviously this year’s 
anniversary provides a logical 
moment to take another look at 
the original version which, to 
anyone familiar with 
Caldwellian tactics, is exactly 
what The Opera Company gave 
us for its second offering of the 
season. To call it some kind of 
revelation would probably be 
excessive, but the initial two 
act format (retaining in these 
performances the tenor’s “‘Addio 
fiorito asil”) does add an extra 
dimension of poignancy to 
Butterfly’s long vigil awaiting 
Pinkerton that the familiar 
break between acts two and 
three somehow softens — and in 
a work so thoroughly heart-on- 
sleeve, maybe that’s not so bad. 
But where the production’s real 
strength lay was its absolute 
break with routine. I can’t 
remember seeing a more obtuse 
or caddish Pinkerton than the 
one Caldwell created, a Jack 


Armstrong all-American nitwit 
who richly deserved all the 
hisses he got the Friday I saw the 
production. Perhaps it was 
beating a dead horse to have 
him toss a football around with 
Sharpless, but what after all is 


boils down to its singers. All the 
cherry blossoms in the world 
won’t save an indifferently sung 
performance, so it was good to 
see some expertise up on the 
stage. In the title part Maralin 
Niska brought us her well- 


Puccini 


Butterfly about if not the clash 
of two cultures, and sadly most 
productions never come near to 
suggesting this underlying 
theme. There was moreover the 
smell of oriental authenticity to 
everything on stage right down 
to the incense burned for Cio- 
Cio San’s wedding ceremony. 
(Trust Sarah to add the final 
olfactory touch!) And what 
could have been more apt — or 
more rarely seen — than those 
classic Japanese floral 
arrangements contrived by 
Suzuki and Butterfly for 
Pinkerton’s return? Probably 
much of this business was 
suggested to Caldwell by Onoe 
Kuroeman, a member of 
Tokyo’s National Kabuki 
Theater who acted as adviser for 
the production, but it was all 
welcome, all refreshing, and all 
long overdue. 


Inevitably though Butterfly 


schooled reading from heaven 
knows how many performances 
at the New York City Opera. 
Frankly, Niska’s is not the silk 
‘n satin Cio-Cio San one 
ordinarily expects; an 
“edginess” to the voice that 
makes her Tosca or Medea so 
electrifying turns out to be a 
weakness in portraying this 
most fragile of Puccini heroines. 
But Niska is persuasive in other 
ways equally important, in her 
girlish charm and ability to color 
a phrase that at once suggests 
wide-eyed innoncence. John 
Alexander was her ‘Yankee 
vagabondo,”’ honeyed voiced 
and obviously enjoying his 
chance to be — for once — rotten 
to the core. Together they made 
a winning team. But from there 
it really was down hill all the 
way. Ralph Griffin sang a 
blandish Sharpless, and Eunice 
Alberts turned on her fog-horn 
as Suzuki. Still it would have 


been a special event had Sarah 
stayed out of the pit. This was 
absolutely the worst conducted 
performance of any opera I have 
ever heard, though to judge by 
the standard Sarah set next 
month’s War and Peace may be 
infinitely more painful. Most of 
Puccini’s big climaxes were 
hopelessly disfigured, and often 
it took a moment to recognize 
some particularly famous 
passage. Considering the care 
lavished on the production as a 
whole, one could only despair — 
not just for Puccini whose 
operas, after all, are frequently 
mauled by conductors — but for 
The Opera Company itself 
which lurches after mediocrity 
in the midst of genius. 


With all this said, I suppose, 
some mention should be also 
made of The Boston 
Conservatory’s double-bill of 
Suor Angelica and Gianni 
Schicchi, if only to remind 
Puccini’s sentiment-soaked 
devotees that there are other 
aspects to his musical character; 
not perhaps in Suor Angelica, 
one of the most maudlin pieces 
ever inflicted on an audience, 
but surely in Schicchi, that 
almost perfect gem of opera- 
buffa. It would probably be 
unfair to quibble over 
performances that are in essence 


‘designed to be vehicles for 


student talent, though in fact an 
appearance in the Schicchi by 
that admirable tenor Wayne 
Rivera did lift the proceedings 
into something special, but it is 
worth rejoicing over the staging, 
in fact any staging at all, of 
Puccini’s only comic opera 
which even the Met hasn’t 
touched for sixteen years. The 
work for those who don’t know it 
is pure quick-silver, the final 
flowering of the great Commedia 
dell’ Arte tradition in Italian 
opera, and a laurel of some sort 
really should go to conductor 
John Moriarty for reviving it 
with such loving care. 


For those however not so 
smitten with this Puccinian 
presence, take heart.

TUPAMAROS! Directed and 
written by Jan Lindquist. At the 
Orson Welles. 

Here in the heart of the beast, 
romantic mystery surrounds 
mention of the National 
Liberation Movement (MLN) 
— the ‘l'upamaros, the urban 
guerrilas of Uruguay. Even their 
name, referring to Tupac 
Amaru, Inca hero of the 18th 
century Peruvian resistance, 
excites curiosity. And so Jan

Lindquist begins and ends his 50 
minute documentary in seeming 
mystery, interviewing an 
unnamed Tupamaro seen in 
shadow against a red and yellow 
background. 

“‘Any one of us can be 
captured, tortured, or killed,” 
explains the Tupa. “That’s why 
our movement no longer has an 
outward face. But behind every 
face there is a Tupamaro.”’ 


Unfortunately, this statement 
remains unproven in the film. 
Tupamaros! moves nowhere, in 
part because there is no room to 
explain enough of the politics of 
Uruguay or even the history of 
the Tupamaros. Repeated shots 
of the lone guerrila become less 
exciting and more rhetorical. “A 
Tupamaro,” he tells us, “is 
anyone not content with mere 
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protest.” 

In July, 1973, eleven months 
after the filming, the MLN 
issued a statement analyzing 
both the present situation 
(including Pres. Bordaberry’s 
dissolving Congress, imposing 
censorship, giving the military 
more power) and their own past 
mistakes. They ‘‘underes- 
timated the enemy” and largely 
ignored the mass of the people. 
“Without the participation and 
the direction of the working 
class,’’ they admitted, 
“revolution is impossible.”’ 
Nowhere does Lindquist explain 
who these guerrilas were — 
about 5000, mostly young people 
from middle-class families 
suddenly gone broke. 


The oddest and yet most 
telling sequences are two inside 
la Carcel del Pueblo — the 
People’s Prison. Lindquist has 
shot an interview with the twice- 
kidnapped Pereira Reverbel — 
lawyer, landholder, director of 
the state-owned Power and 
Telephone Enterprise, and 
fanatically anti-labor. He is

is part of a film by the 
Tupamaros of British 
ambassador Geoffrey Jackson, 
puttering around in a book-and 
paper-filled room, admitting 
that he found his captors 
intelligent, moral, and 
unmotivated by personal 
ambition. 

Perhaps the film’s ultimate 
rhetoric and idolization of the 
Tupamaros is Lindquist’s 
apology for his methods of — 
filming. End credits admit that 
neither the film crew nor the 
people interviewed knew what 
the film was about. Had they 
known, the response might have 
been different. Perhaps one 
woman would not have 
admitted that she suspects 
bombs have been planted in her 
home three times because her 
daughter is an underground 
Tupamaro. The father of Ibero 
Gutierrez might have been more 
reluctant to tell of the card left 
on his son’s corpse: “Bullet for 
bullet; death for death,” signed 
by the CCT, Commando of 
Tupamaros Killers (the police 
death squad). 


Even assuming that the end 
justifies the means, Lindquist 
did not put together a good 
enough documentary to risk 
government repression of the 
individuals shown. AID police 
advisor Dan Mitrione taught his 
lessons too well for outsiders to 
fool around in Uruguay. 

“I mention no names, real or 
assumed,” goes a song about the 
Tupamaros. “I just call them 
comrades.’’ Song lyrics, 
Lindquist should be told, don’t 
include close-up shots of faces.

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MOVIE OF THE WEEK: Two English Girls. 
Truffaut's 1972 version of the problematic 
menage a trois is in may ways superior to Jules 
and Jim, making up in wisdom, sensitivity and 
visual elegance what it may lack in youthful 
energy. Certainly one of his most interesting 
works (and there are those of us who'd call it his 
best), it appears as part of the Harvard Square 
Theater's Janus Films Series, to be repeated next 
week. Other titles, playing for one day apiece, 
include Bergman's Smiles of a Summer Night, 
Wild Strawberries, and The Seventh Seal, plus 
Truffaut's Jules and Jim and Shoot The Piano 
Player. Two English Girls is billed with Mon 
Oncle Antoine, this Monday (22) and next (29), 


DAISY MILLER. First preview screening of 
Peter Bogdanovich's latest will reportedly be 
hosted by Peter himself and his leading lady, 
Cybill Shepherd. Wednesday afternoon, at the 
Orson Welles, where a limited number of tickets 
will be available — free — at the door. Check 
with the Welles forexact showtime. 


GEORGE CUKOR. The Welles series includes 
Romeo and Juliet with A Double Life (Sunday 
through Tuesday), then /t Should Happen To You 
and A Star Is Bom (Wednesday through 
Saturday). In A Double Life. Ronald Colman 
plays an actor who becomes so engrossed with 
the role of Othello that he contemplates 
murdering his own Desdemona. And in /t Should 
Happen To You, Judy Holliday takes out a Times 
Square billboard to make herself a star (the same 
thing happened to Grand Funk Railroad and it 
worked, too). 


THE CONVERSATION. A ‘timely’ 
melodrama about electronic surveillance that 
owes its topicality more to luck than anything 
else. Slow, tepid and improbable, as well as 
manupulative of its audience, as Gene 
Hackman’s Moysey spy plays and replays a 
conversation that he’s bugged gradually realizing 
that an imminent murder. Sort of a sound man’s 
Blow-Up, with shades of Last Tango in its cheaply 
evocative closing shot, and the murder plot 
makes no sense atallif you think about it. Cheri. 


RICO. We haven't seen this yet, and we certainly 
don’t want to, but the coming attractions are 
unforgettable: two minutes of people getting 
their foreheads spattered all over the screen, 
followed by a disclaimer that these were only the 


Perverts 
only, we suspect. Savoy. 

JEZEBEL. Bette Davis’ famous Southern belle 
performance in William Wyler’s 1938 film hasn't 
played here in several years, to our knowledge.

THE SUGARLAND EXPRESS. Fine, generally 
lighthearted, very well photographed (by Vilmos 
Zsigmond) and always entertaining debut feature 
by Steven Spielberg, who is a mere tad of 26. A 
highly improbable (but true) story about a young 
woman's breaking her husband out of jail, then 
kidnaping a state trooper in a mad scheme to 
regain custody of her baby. Heavy-handed at 
times, but beautifully acted throughout, 
especially by Goldie Hawn. At the Paris and 
suburban theaters. 

HUCKLEBERRY FINN. A _ new musical 
adaptation, from the people who brought you 
Tom Sawyer (and also bring you the Reader's 
Digest). Starring Paul Winfield and Jeff East, 
with music by Richard and Robert Sherman, 
who also scored Mary Poppins. Su- 
percalifragilisticexpialidocious, we're sure. 
Savoy. 

THE HARDER THEY COME. The Welles’ 
staple returns ona bill with A Well Spent Life, a 
44-minute documentary about the 75-year-old 
Texas bluesman Mance Lipscomb. All week, at 
the Welles. 

THE STING. Two hours and fifteen minutes is 2 
long time to be leading into just one cute con. But 
the production is lavish, very Hollywoodritzy. 
and the soundtrack is fun. All in all, almost as 
nice to look at as the two leading men. Ain't 


worth ten Oscars, but then neither is The 
Exorcist. Atthe Gary. 


THE GREAT GATSBY. Sad but true, this is 
what all the fuss was about: a sterile, tedious 
“romance” that in no way captures the spirit of 
what Fitzgerald intended, however heavily it 
relies on quotes from the book. Jack Clayton's 
direction is astonishingly flat, and the screenplay 
(by Francis Ford Coppola) makes the mistake of 
adding all the love scenes we were never meant to 
see. Redford’s Gatsby might have seemed more 
effective against a better backdrop: as it is, he 
tries valiantly but still drowns in a wash of 
coordinated pastels, like the rest of the cast does. 
Bruce Dern and Sam Waterston do well in 
supporting roles, but Mia Farrow is a disaster 
area. At the Circle. 

THE LAST DETAIL. There’s the seed of an 

interesting idea here: Place machismo within a 

context of complete emasculation and the 

machismo really looks like self-defense. Jack 

Nicholson's sailor makes an interesting study in 

the dynamics of masculine bluster, but the 

picture as a whole is too static and too cute. At 

the Abbey . 


BLAZING SADDLES. Mel Brooks’ new 
comedy doesn’t measure up to The Producers, 
but.neither does it reek like The Twelve Chairs. 
And there are more than enough highs on this 
uneven, chaotic landscape to make this easily the 
best new comedy around. Cleavon Little, as a 
black sheriff in a white prairie town, is 
thoroughly upstaged by the sly, sexy and 
-eternally droll Gene Wilder, who really ought to 

be a leading man by now. Cheri. :

“Oh, the Orwellian world holds no 
particular terrors for me.” 

— Glenn Gould 

Since last fall the 41-year-old 
Canadian pianist and Columbia records 
classical star, Glenn Gould, has released 
to the world some half-dozen recordings 
and several provocative pieces of writing. 
Furthermore, this month marks the tenth 
anniversary of his rejection of the concert 
stage and his permanent entry into the 
recording studio. It seems a good time, 
then, to take a look at the man for whom 
the most frequently used adjective is 
“eccentric,” yet one whom everyone 
acknowledges as a major pianist, whose 
influence on young pianists is evident 
and one in whom the relationships among 
personality, intellect, and musicianship 
are especially intriguing. 

The recordings are of Grieg, Bizet, 
Beethoven, Bach, Mozart, Wagner 
(Gould’s own transcriptions) and 
Hindemith. Gould’s playing on all is as it 
has always been: clear, clean, usually dry 
(staccato touch, little pedaling), and 
generally either faster or slower than 
anyone else’s. It makes lots of points 
about interior voices, as usual; it is 
almost never passionate. I find most of it 
pretty convincing, with the following 
exceptions. The Siegfried Idyll slow at 
moments that critic David Hamilton 
stated that entire bagatelles could be 
played in some of the pauses. The Mozart 
sonatas are generally hostile, brittle,

faster or slower than one would expect. 
One critic called the performance of K. 
533 loathesome. The opus 31 sonatas of 
Beethoven are more conventional, though 
brusque and unloving; the Bach I find 
exhilarating in its regularity, lucidity, 
and forward-moving rhythms; the 
Hindemith, Grieg and Bizet pieces are 
rather more caressed, at moments, than 
is usual, and fill catalog gaps. 

Why Gould plays as he does we shall 
explore. But first, some history. As an 
adolescent, Gould studied at the Royal 
Conservatory of Music in Toronto, where 
he still resides. As far as I know, he had 
no famous teacher; he has labeled at least 
one “a misguided pedagogue.” He made 
his debut in this country in January of 
1955, when he was only 22, and received 
truly spectacular notices. He played in 
Washington and New York; within six 
months, he had made his debut recording 
for Columbia, the now-famous reading of 
Bach’s- Goldberg Variations — quick, 
exuberant, transparent, technically 
astounding, a whirlwind of a reading. (In 
retrospect it seems rather orthodox 
compared to some of his other discs.) 
This was Bach as virtually no one had 
heard or even conceived of him before, 
and on the piano, no less. 

Gould’s reputation spread rapidly. The 
dazzling and novel nature of his 
interpretations attracted musicians and 
critics, not to say the general public. 
Columbia began to market not only his 
unusual pianism, but his non-musical 
qualities as well. (They’re trying to 
repeat their luck with a superficially 
similar and speedy but really much 
inferior keyboard _ performer, Anthony 
Newman.) These qualities include 
Gould’s now-famous hypochondria, his 
exaggerated gesturing and humming 
during performance, and his attachment 
to his unique, specially adjustable piano 
stool. So from the first, everyone began to 
make much of this nimble-fingered 
youngster who took lots of pills 
(sedatives, pain-relievers), drank spring 

- water, wore gloves and a scarf even in 
warm weather, monitored the studio air 
conditioning, and soaked his hands in 
tepid water for twenty minutes before 
playing. It was good copy, and was of a 
piece with the unusualness of the 
interpretations. 

Over the next several years Gould 
became an item. He recorded much more 
Bach, as well as Schoenberg, early and 
late Beethoven, Mozart, Scriabin and 
others. He wrote dense, quirky, but 
cogent and occasionally witty, highly self- 
conscious liner notes. He joined chamber 
groups for concerts and began to perform 
some of the major concerti with the 
important orchestras. His solo recitals 
remain vivid memories for some listeners. 
Globe critic Michael Steinberg recalls a 
Beethoven opus 110 that was 
‘“‘marvelous, with real beauty of tone” 
(Gould’s records, on the other hand, often 
have a hard, shallow, colorless sound to 
them, depending on repertory —~ this 
presumably by choice). ‘ 

Gould also became highly 
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controversial, and had disputes. George 
Szell eventually refused to engage him for 
concertos with the Cleveland orchestra, 
and declared, “THat’ rut ‘is’ a’ genius.” 
Gould apparently seldom bothered to 
defend his decisions, or to confront his 
critics. He departed from textual 
indications frequently, intuition 
apparently being his only guide. Before a 
performance of the Brahms Ist concerto 
the conductor, Leonard Bernstein, came 
onstage to disavow the slowness of the 
tempi Gould had demanded. Finally, in 
the spring of 1964, Gould decided not to 
play any more in concert situations. 
Though Gould’s interpretative ideas 


still offer problems, it seems to me that 
even in this day where speed and 


accuracy are taken for granted, Glenn . 


Gould’s playing is technically infallible. 
(Harold Schonberg’s speculation that 
Gould played the Brahms Ist concerto 
slowly because his tehnique is dificient 
goes against all evidence.) I have never 
seen Gould play in person, but those who 
are skeptical of the digital miracles heard 
on records may verify my contention with 
a look at two CBS television. specials 
featuring Gould’s playing. One consists of 
a rather perversely accented reading of 
Beethoven — the Emperor concerto and 
several bagatelles and variations. The

other shows Gould at the harpsichord, 
playing several preludes and fugues from 
the Well-tempered Clavier, with Norman 
McLaren’s misunderstanding light show 
~as accompaniment. (Gould’s disc of 
Handel harpsichord suites illustrate 
further his ability on that instrument; 
one wishes he would record a harpsichord 
version of the WTC. He is also a good 
organist.) 

In each of these shows, Gould’s 
marksmanship, precision, economy of 
movement, velocity and graduation of 
touch are like nothing I have ever seen or 
heard, and that includes all the old- 
timers’ records that archivists are fond of 
citing as the ultimate in pianistic 
technique. Perhpas Horowitz or Richter 
equal Gould in some areas — certainly it 
is only their versions of Prokofiev’s 
fearsome 7th sonata that approaches 
Gould’s awe-insipiring, effortless one. 
Perhaps Arthur Loesser’s Bach is nearly 
as pellucid, lively, and steady (though 
Gould does employ the most tasteful and 
supple of rubatos). Perhaps Godowsky or 
Rachmaninoff could play as many notes 
in as short a time. But nobody is more 
skilled in the mechanics of keyboard 
playing. 

Today, Gould seems a perfect 
incarnation of media man, a brilliant 
individual full to the brim with the 
thinking of fellow-Canadian Marshall 
McLuhan. He has said he considers 
performing in halls to be involvement 
with the past, wheregas record-making is 
involvement with the future. He dislikes 
the hierarchy of artist-audience and all of 
the concomitant politics — he doesn’t 
attend recitals, either. He prefers instead 
the distant and chilly intimacy that 
recording provides. From his fingers 
controlling the piano, to the microphone, 
.to the tape, to the headphone snugly 
against the listener’s ears, with minimal 
human interference. Gould’s 
communication is a technological dream, 
a product of the manipulation of media. 
Nothing enters the chain to contaminate. 
He has said that Walter Carlos’s Moog- 
synthesizer fourth Brandenbury concerto 
is the most perfectly realized one he’s 
heard or, indeed, intuited. I too admire 
its clarity and pulse, but I wonder if 
Gould is not also attracted to its 
electronic origin. 

Gould’s own. ideal would. probably 
place the headphones against. his own 
ears, and any:,other audience would. be 
more or less eavesdropping. In that sense, 
Gould wishes not to communicate in any 
ordinary manner, but wishes to play for 
himself, to be at least a self-contained 
musical object, to be listened to or not, as 
we wish. The narcissism is striking, and 
the technology serves it: he presents, we 
choose. A friend remarks, ~‘‘Gould 
probably wishes he were a recording.” 

Gould is extremely shy, and doesn’t 
even like to shake hands. But he always 
was more nervotis about the public than 
most musicians, reported one who 
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Jackson Browne 
Opens the Gate

Jackson Browne’s two albums, 
Saturate Before Using and For 
Everyman, have established him as one 
of our finest song craftsmen, a writer with 
patience enough to avoid cliches and 
energy enough to avoid the easiest lyric 
and melodic avenues. His songs are 
almost poetic in their economy, and his 
onstage demeanor is reticent, though he’s 
now striving to make his live 
presentations more upbeat. 

When interviewed, though, the verbal 
floodgates are opened for opinion, 
philosophy and anecdote; the same 
sublimation that makes his writing and 
playing tight and tense causes the 
relaxed, conversational Browne to say all 
kinds of things, most of which he later 
regrets. 

He vowed to me that he would not do 
any interviews after this one, at least for a

long while; that he wasn’t even sure how 
he’d gotten roped into talking with me at 
all. He had been’ asked too many times 
about Nico and the Nitty Gritty Dirt 
Band and the meanings of his songs. 
Knowing this, and respecting his privacy, 
I tried to ask questions he wouldn’t be 
bored or offended by. 


TBP: Have you been doing as well 
commercially as you want to do? 

JB: Oh yeah. I’ve done much better than I 
thought I would do. The new record is 
still selling well. It sold about twice as 
much as the first one, which sold a lot 
more than I thought it would sell. I’m real 
happy with the way I was received on the 
last concert tour. Just the amount of 


freedom I had to do what I wanted. It was 
the first time I headlined an organized 
tour, and it was real fun. 

TBP: Did the tour benefit you 
financially? 

JB: Well, I teil you, man, | think I’m 
going to come away from that tour, which 
was roughly two months of playing, not 
counting what it cost me to keep my band 
together between October and January, 
that’s three months... I’m really about 
breaking even, to tell you the truth. I 
think the tour made me about ten 
thousand dollars and when the hotels and 
travel expenses are tabulated I think I 
came away with ten thousand dollars, 
maybe less, but that doesn’t really cover 
what it cost me to retain a band for three 
months. 

TBP: You keep them on salary when 
you're not working? 

Yeah. 

TBP: So how do you make a living? 

JB: Well, I have some publishing 
royalties. Also I get an advance. I think 
I’m getting an advance for the same 
thing, keeping the band together. Cause I 
really prefer to play with the same band, 
you know, over a long period of timé, and 
gradually great things, really exciting 
things happen where they just don’t 
happen in three hours or with something 
you put together in a week to go on tour. I 
mean there are people you can call up a 
week in advance and they’ll learn your 


stuff and go out and play with you and it - 


might be okay. Matter of fact it could be 
incredible, you know, I mean they put 
together Joe Cocker’s thing in a week. 
But those cats had been playing together 
for ten years, since they were all buying 
Silvertone guitars in Tulsa. 

TBP: How did you meet up with David 
Lindley?

JB: Well, he was in a band called 
Kaleidoscope which played Boston quite 
a few times, I think. They were a Los 
Angeles-based group. David Lindley was 
in that group and their first album killed 
me. I thought they were really fine. I’m 
trying to remember, I think the first time 
I formally met David was, Jimmie 
Fadden brought him into my dressing 
room, the very first gig I did at the 
Troubadour, and he pulled out a fiddle 
and played a couple of tunes and he just 


-immediately inspired so much feeling in 


the song I happened to be singing, I think 
it was “These Days,” and it was an old 
song even then. 

TBP: When did you write it? - 

JB: In 1966.

TBP: How did you like Greg Allman’s 
version of that song? 


JB: That’s my favorite one. I think Greg’s 


just one of the best singers there is. 

TBP: How do you react to other people’s 
versions of your songs? 

JB: Most of them I like. There are a few I 
don’t feel one way or another about. 
Some people have not really done them 
very well. There’s no usually about it. It’s 
not a usual thing that they get recorded. 
Of the ones that have been recorded a few 
stand out. Bonnie’s version of “Under the 
Falling Sky.”’ For the most part people do 
them better than I do, the ones other 
people can do. I mean, no one’s going to 
record “Song For Adam.” But “Under 
the Falling Sky,” Bonnie’s version of that 
is just incredible. I kept thinking ‘why 
the fuck didn’t I do that?’ Or Greg’s 
version of “These Days.” I did hear him 
sing it about a year before it came out. I 
hadn’t even known he knew that song. 
When he told me he liked that song I just 
thought he was being nice to me. And 
then I heard it the way he cut it, and 
basically the way he remembered it was 
very different from the way it was 
originally written, although I must have 
wanted it to sound something like that 
when I was writing it. So I changed my 
version quite a bit after I heard his. I 
thought ‘God. That’s a little more like it.’ 
I turned mine around, although it doesn’t 
sound anything like his. I mean, there’s a 
good reason it doesn’t sound like his. I 
can’t possibly sing like that. I really 
admire him though. 

TBP: Did you think Bonnie Raitt’s 
version of “I Thought I Was A Child” 
measured up to her version of “Falling 
Skies?”’ 

JB: No, not the recorded version. She 
does that song quite a bit differently than 
she does on that album. I don’t think it 
was a fully realized version of the song. 
When I went to go try and follow her in 
Boston, I think it was in October of last 
year, I made the mistake of watching her 
set. God, she did that song so well it just 
embarrassed me. I wasn’t doing it at all, I 
mean I wasn’t doing the song, and she 
asked me if it was okay to do it and I told 
her I really hoped she would. And, as a 
matter of fact her whole set was so great 
that I was real uncomfortable trying to go 
out there after that. 

TBP: She probably wouldn’t believe that. 
JB: Oh, listen, I told her and she believed 
me. She knew she blew me off stage. 
When she walked off stage she was

It was the fondest dream of 1967. An 


outlaw marriage of music and radical 
politics was going to transform the 
country, or at least provide sustenance 
for a generation of rural utopians and 
street fighting men. That particular idyll 
has paled, of course, especially after 
major record companies began selling 
their product with slogans like, ““But the 
man can’t bust our music.” No, but he 
can market it.

“anti-business. Besides their own records, 


the Rounders are New England wholesale 
distributors for 90 other record labels — 
companies like Oblivion, Boogie Disease 
and Yazoo. They are the first non- 
government group to get distribution 
rights to Library of Congress recordings. 
They do a weekly show on MIT radio, 
book performers at the Orson Welles 
Restaurant, and manage to miy music 
and anarchy into a steady stream of 
lecture appearances. 

Over midday zuchinni and rice, they 
reflect on a success that would be the 
envy of work ethic fugituve: modest, but 


very much on their own, very personal 
terms. 

“There was a time when we were very 
self-righteous,” says Marion Leighton, 
who, when not Rounder-ing, teaches a 
course on women and music at the 
Goddard College women’s studies’ center 
in Cambridge. “We know which side 
we’re on, but it just irritates people to 
harp on it. We can’t be purists.” 

Bill Nowlin, both rounder and political 
science teacher at Lowell Tech, agrees.

The cluttered white corner house on a 


Somerville side street hardly seems part - 


of that grandiose musical-political vision. 
And Rounder Records is considerably less 
messianic than Woodstock Nation. 
Nevertheless, in the personnae of the four 
“rounders” of Willow Avenue and their 
anti-profit, non-commercial record 
company collective, the music dream of 
the past decade has survived, in a small 
way, the rude awakenings of this one. In 
its three and a half years together in All- 
America Somerville, the Rounder 
collective has managed to record and 
distribute 50’s exclusively composed of 
the kinds of American voices shunned by 
commerical microphones. Their catalog 
ranges from old-timey string band music, 
Cajun fiddling and Mississippi blues to 
the New York and New Haven Women’s 
Liberation Rock Band. The Rounders 
supply a patchwork nationwide network 
of mail order collectors and some major 
record chains with what can be called 
“popular music” only in the most literal 
sense: a music of the people. 

Marion Leighton, Ken Irwin, Bill 
Nowlin and Marcia Deihl — the 
Rounders — aren’t wont to make too 
many idealistic claims, however. In their 
living room, near-filled with record 
covers, invoices and the monthly 
Rounder Newsletter, they dwell on the 
mundane. Who will make the daily trip 
to the Post Office? Who will work this 
week for the neighborhood food co-op? 
What began, in a way, when Irwin and 
Nowlin met as Tufts University 
dormmates twelve years ago and 
discovered the ongoing “folk music 
revival,” has become a $200,000 annual 


My Favorite Underdog 


Gentle Giant

Since Steeleye Span are now 
recognized by anyone interested in the 
ways of English and Irish traditional 
music, they no longer count as 
underdogs. In which case, I choose Gentle 
Giant, a group so obscure that even their 
fans are unaware of half their albums, 
but so good that it’s a pleasure to seek out 
their work. 

Gentle Giant is the product of Ray 
Shulman, on bass and violin, his brothers 
Derek and Philip on vocals and 
occasional saxes, Kerry Minnear on all 
manner of keyboards and vibraphone, 
Gary Green on guitar, and an ever 
changing drummer. Because of their 
instrumentation and their consistently 
high great-melodies-per-unit-time 
quotient, the band is often regarded as an 
idiot son of the Yes/ELP school, which 
they are not. For one thing, they can do 
mvre with rhythms than any other rock 
band. They can and do change the 
character of a theme by hair’s-breadth 
variation in the placement of a grace 
note. They also possess the knack of 
modulating so artfully from one theme to 
another that one doesn’t notice the 
change until it’s over — it sounds 
inevitable. 

But mostly I like their academic 
quality. They get weird as an exercise in 
weirdness, and they have to pull it off. 
They pay close attention to the dramatic 


flow of a song for the song’s own sake, 
which sometimes I like better than Yes’ 
convolutions for God’s sake or Emerson’s 


cyborg ethos. I can walk away from 
Gentle Giant and always return to them 
fresh.

stuck in. If we sold only to radical 
bookstores or something, we’d have no 
sales.” 

Their detente with capitalism notwith- 
standing, the Rounders are hardly 


- shattering the Billboard Hot 100. Their 


best selling record (the bluegrass 
“Country Cookin’ ”), has sold 7000 
copies, primarily in Boston and San 
Francisco, their top markets (The 
Harvard Coop carries virtually the whole 
Rounder stock). 

“If we really had a hit, we wouldn’t be 
able to handle it,” says Marcia Deihl, 
and the group’s rounder-about way of 
working bears her out. They often record 
out of a VW van, send their tapes to 
Phoenix to become records, their 
drawings to California to become album 
covers. ,Of course, they’re not geared for 
commercial success because they’re not 
really after it. 

“Our success,” says Marion Leighton, 
“is keeping the records coming.” They 
know well that if they didn’t record 
Georgie Pegram, an elderly Tennessee 
banjo frailer, or the Golden Echoes of 
Durham, N.C. or Connie and Babe and 
the Backwoods Boys — well, Columbia 
probably wouldn’t send a producer back 
into the hills or across the tracks. 

In keeping with their name — folk 
vernacular for a broke but contented 
rambler — the Rounders take no salary, 
preferring to reinvest any ‘“‘surplus’’ 
(“don’t say profit”) into new recordings. 
Their financial support, then, comes, by 


. choice, from non-Rounder jobs, at least 


‘at this point in what they confidently call 
their life’s work. Bill is a teacher, 


Marion’s been a typist. 

_ “We make things very plain to the 
people we record. We’re not going to 
make them stars — just give them a 
chance to be heard. Lots of times they 
have more money than we do.” 

Marion once chipped in her secretary’s 
income, but has given that up in favor of 
her non-paying position at the 
Cambridge-Goddard school. Her musical 
tastes which lean strongly toward country- 
western — have required some explaining 
to fellow feminists. 

“T used to hear country music when I 
was growing up (in Maine),”’ she says. 
“And I thought I hated it. I went to 
college (Clark U.) and listened to rock 
because I thought I was supposed to like 
it. But then I realized that women have. 
no voices in most rock music. Country 
music is reactionary, in some ways, but 
singers like Kitty Wells, Tammy 
Wynette and Dolly Parton at least have a 
chance to tell their side of things, they 
have a forum, even if it’s only their 
feelings about sitting at a bar or 
something.” 

The Rounders haven’t cracked the big- 
time Nashville market yet, but do record 
some of the best old-time women 
mountain singers, like Kentucky’s Aunt 
Molly Jackson, whose high and lonesome 
mine union organizing songs especially fit 
the Rounder musical-political amalgam. 

But despite the image conjured by 
words like “collective” and “‘anti-profit,” 
it’s difficcult to pass some hours in the 
Rounder living room and think of them as 
radicals. What they do, after all, is record 
the voices of the American past, a 
musical tradition among the world’s most 
varied and emotional. Those in the 
Rounder catalog have originated styles 
translated internationally into 
commercial success, while the bluesmen 
and banjoists wait in the bayous, hollers 
and ghettoes for “discovery.”’ In Japan, a 
nation for whom the past is not 
something merely to be forgotten, 
counterparts to Aunt Molly Jackson are 
designated as “national treasures” by the 
government. But in a country whose 
main dealing with the past is to pave it 
over, the Rounders are indeed radical. 
They may not save the world, but they 
are saving parts of a culture.

Next Monday, April 29, is the seventy- 
fifth birthday of Edward Kennedy 
“Duke” Ellington, a nonpareil in the 
world of jazz and American music in 
general. Pianist, composer, arranger, 
lyricist, orchestra leader and 
extraordinary personality, Ellington has 
functioned over almost the whole of jazz 
history with astounding productivity,

creating in the process many of the 
undisputed works of musical genius of 
this century. He has persisted as one of 


music’s central creators for longer than . 


any other jazzman, yet he quite obviously 
stands apart from his creative peers Louis 
Armstrong and Charlie Parker, perhaps 
the only two figures who would be ranked 
by consensus as Ellington’s historic 
equals, were brilliant soloists, as were 
most of the other jazz immortals. An 
important but largely underrated soloist, 
Duke has left his major mark as a writer; 
but even here he remains apart from the 


giving rise to an identifiable “school.” 
His music has always possessed that 
rarest of qualities, timelessness, 
constantly sounding a little traditional 
and a little strange. The jazz giants who 
were both influential and then continued 
to evolve have been rare (Coleman 
Hawkins, Miles Davis, John Coltrane); 
Ellington was the rarest of all, for his 
music was able to remain contemporary 
without adjustment to current trends. 
One of Duke’’s most amazing 
accomplishments has been more of a 
physical than a creative triumph. For 
close to five decades, he has continually 
maintained a jazz orchestra. His ability 
to keep his organization intact through 
the entire dinosaur existence of the big 
bands is an act of strength and stamina 
surpassing the combined efforts of Hank 
Aaron and OJ Simpson; even Count 
Basie and Woody Herman, two other 
leaders of amazing longevity, were forced 
to cut back to combo-sized groups in the 
depths of the big band slump. Not only 
has Ellington persisted, but has done so 
via an endless series of one-nighters that 
criss-crossed the globe, simultaneously 
proving him to be one of the most prolific 


pack, inspiring his successors without composers in the history of music. Could 


Stravinsky or Picasso have survived “the 
road”? Ah, but they were European 
artists while Ellington (as the Pulitzer 
Prize Committee reminded us a few years 
back) is just a black jazz musician. 

Any attempt to summarize Ellington’s 
achievement immediately runs into two 
gigantic obstacles. The first is the sheer 
volume of music — Ellington has been 
recording with regularity since 1926, and 
I would be foolish to suggest that I have 
digested an adequate sampling of his 
work. Then there is the intense affection 
in which Duke is held by his countless 
admirers. Numerous people who never 
pay much attention to any other jazz 
(including one of this paper’s esteemed 
Ear Trumpeters) will amass enormous 
Ellington record collections, while 
otherwise objective critics can be reduced 
to the state of premies in the presence of 
the Maharaj Ji. This problem lessens the 
value of Stanley Dance’s The World of 
Duke Ellington (Scribners, 1970, in 


paperback), a book otherwise crammed | 


with information on Ellington associates. 
Dance is not only a critic but an Ellington 
employee, and as Duke says in the 
Forword ‘‘He has not revealed more than 
he ought” — too bad. What follows is 


surely not the last, or even my last word, 
and other sources should be consulted; 
but beware the hypercritical as well as 
the overtly fawning. In addition to Dance 
and Duke’s own Music is My Mistress 
(Doubleday, 1973), see “The Ellington 
Style” in Gunther Schuller’s Early Jazz 
(Oxford, 1968) and “A Masterpiece: 
‘Concerto for Cootie’ ” in Andre Hodeir’s 
Jazz: Its Evolution and Essence (Grove, 
1956, paper). Barry Ulanov’s out-of-print 
1946 biography, Duke Ellington, is worth 
a search, while the April Schwann 
Catalogue has both a tribute by Schuller 
and a well-annotated discography of 
currently available records, by Rich 
Seidel. (My thanks, by the way, to Rich 
and Jim Miller for various loans and 
conversations that led to the following. 

As a popular tunesmith, with a list of 
hits including ‘‘Mood Indigo,”’ 
“Solitude,” “It Don’t Mean a Thing (If It 
Ain’t Got That Swing),” “Caravan” and 
“Satin Doll,’’ Ellington possesses 
melodic grace and sophistication on a par 
with Gershwin and Porter. Yet he is 
something more, in Ralph Gleason’s 
words ‘“‘the greatest composer this 
American society has produced.” That 
Gleason’s assessment is accurate I have 
no doubts; whether the key to that 
greatness can be found by easy deduction 
is another matter. Ellington’s stature 


_ does not turn merely on an ability to 


write appealing melodies, nor on the use 
of certain instrumental trademarks such 
as the plunger trombone. The mere 
attempt at extended composition in a 
jazz context did not assure quality; and 
even Duke’s rejection of rigid 12 and 32- 
bar forms for shifting structures was not 
unheard of, having been developed to a 
fine art by Jelly Roll Morton. All of these 
traits are important, but Ellington’s 
brilliance and uniqueness rest on two 
other qualities, which can be reduced to 
two words: voicings and sidemen. 

Andre Previn is responsible for the 
perfect summation of Ellington’s 
arranging brilliance: ‘‘Another 
bandleader can stand in front of a 
thousand fiddles and a thousand brass, 
give the down beat, and every studio 
arranger can nod his head and say, ‘Oh, 
yes, that’s done like this.’ But Duke 
merely lifts his finger, three horns make a 
sound, and nobody knows what it is.” 
Ellington has simply refused to accept 
the restriction of big arranging, 
developed by Fletcher Henderson and 
pursued by countless others, which 
defines the orchestra by sections 
(trumpets, trombones, reeds, rhythm) 
and then pits them against each other 
antiphonally. Instead, each instrument is 
capable of-combining with any of the 
others. The result is usually 
mesmerizing, never more so than in the 
lead voicing of “Mood Indigo” (trumpet, 
trombone, clarinet; the last replaced in 
recent years by bass clarinet). What 
makes Duke’s voicings even more 
remarkable is the fact that he has 
generally avoided the introduction of new 
instruments. Soprano sax was abandoned 
by 1940, flugelhorn and bass clarinet 
have made sporadic appearances, and 


‘Ray Nance’s violin did receive several 


calls; but Ellington made no room for 
French horns or (after 1927) tuba, and 
flute didn’t enter the orchestra until 
‘Norris Turney joined in 1969. Instead, 
Ellington has relied on the most 
traditional of instrumental sounds, the 
New Orleans-spawned growls of muted 
brass and the cry of the clarinet. Were it 
not for Duke, in fact, jazz clarinet might 
have become extinct in recent years. 

An added dimension of Ellington’s 
voicings is the men who play them. It is 
by now the most familiar of cliches to say 
that Duke’s real instrument is his 
orchestra, but many see this statement as 
a mere acknowledgement that Duke’s 
writing is superior to his piano playing. 
But Duke does in fact ‘“‘play’’ the 
orchestra — he knows every nuance to be 


‘drawn from every man as well as Bird 


knew every key on his alto. Ellington did 
not merely assemble brass and reed 
sections; beginning in the late twenties 
he began to build an ensemble of 
personalities, each with a totally personal 
instrumental sound and a refined — if 
often limited — area of expression. It 
became second nature to write, not for an 
annonymous collection of horns, but for 
Cootie Williams’ growling trumpet and 
Rex Stewart’s coronet, the plunger 
trombone of Joe “Tricky Sam” Nanton,’ 
and the lucid reeds of Johnny Hodges 
(alto and soprano), Barney Bigard 
(Clarinet), and Harry Carney (baritone, 
sax). Throughout the thirties Ellington 
was able to keep discovering new sources 
to tap in the sidemen, and the music got 
better and better: hear The Ellington 
Era, 1927-1940, Volume One (Columbia

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Closet Composers 
In Our Midst

The advanced contemporary composer 
is “one who expends an enormous 
amount of time and energy — and 
usually, considerable money — on the 
creation of a commodity which has little, 
or no, or negative commodity value,” 
serialist Milton Babbitt writes in an 
outrageously iconoclastic and, I think, 
deliberately provoking article called 
“Who Cares if You Listen?” 

“The general public is largely unaware 
of and uninterested in his music,” he 
continues, “the majority lof performers

shun it and resent it, and consequently, 
the music is little performed and then 
primarily at poorly attended concerts 
before an audience consisting in the main 
of fellow professionals.” 

Babbitt, who sees advanced 
composition as necessarily inaccessible to 
the layman, like advanced physics or 
mathematics, proposes that the societal 
and musical isolation experienced by 
such composers is not undesirable and 
probably should be cultivated. He thinks 
composers should withdraw from the 
public scene and not try to kid 
themselves any longer that their music is 
for everyone. 

Obviously, not many composers are 
listening. 


In the Boston area, there are great 
numbers of composers working under the 
conditions of relative obscurity that 
Babbitt describes, almost none able to 
live off their composing, few hearing their 
works performed, most having only 
random pieces of time to devote to 
composition, but almost all committed to 
the idea of adding to the long tradition of 
performed, public, art music. 


“IT would love to take part in the 
tradition, but it’s hard to feel like you’re 
contributing when you don’t feel that you 
even exist,” commented Robert Di 
Domenica, whose most public 
manifestation has been as Associate 
Dean of Students at the New England 
Conservatory. A passionate composer 
when he can make time for it, Di 
Domenica is one of many (we choose five 
for the profiles which follow) who write 
consistently professional, finished, well- 
crafted music that is infrequently heard 
or written about. 

Typically, he holds down a respectable 
and often satisfying job in academia, 
resigning himself to the fact that he 
spends a large part of his days doing 
things ‘‘that have little to do with what 
he really wants to do.” 

He is completing an opera right now, of 
which several scenes may be performed 
by the Conservatory next year. It is 
unlikely a professional opera company

Big John 


Oldie But Goodie 


By Joe McEwen 

When I was younger, a hip teenager in 
Philadelphia, | used to buy records at the 
Empire Record Shop in West Philly. It 
was a small place, but well stocked with 
everything new that was out (that I knew 
about anyway). I spent hours in there, 
poking through the album bins, reading 
liner notes, making note of exotic covers 
that I hoped to buy one day arid, most of 
all, starting at the rows of new 45’s (most 
of which I hadn’t heard). Every once in a 
while I got up enough courage to hear 
one or two, usually ending up with the 
new Marvin Gaye or James Brown single. 
One day, when the store was unusually 
quiet, the woman who ran the place told 
me she had some records to play for me I 
might like. I spent two hours there 
listening to records I had no idea even 
existed, by people like Bobby Bland, 
Little Milton, Etta James and on a 
different level, Little Jimmy Scott. | 
bought ten dollars worth of singles, she 


gave me three free, and I was hooked. 


Everytime I went back she had things for 
me, old and new, great records that I 
probably never would have heard. I spent 


a lot of money in that little place, but my 


primary schooling in the college of 
musical knowledge was worth it. 

When I left Philadelphia to go to school 
in Boston, I doubted that I'd ever find 
anything close to some of the stores at 
home. That is, until I walked into Big 
John’s Oldies But Goodies Land on 
Washington St. about two weeks after my 
arrival. A store even smaller than Empire 
Records, crammed with more records 
than even the Record Museum, and each 
with a specially colored card over the box 
identifying the single. I could have stared 
for hours at those cards but there was 
more. Crazy signs all over, alluding to 


God knows what, antique photos of '50's 
RB groups, a notebook with listings of RB 
records back to the late 40’s (I used to 
stand there trying to memorize the damn 
thing), an outrageous window display, 
and then Big John (or whom I correctly 
assumed was Big John), a stoop 
shouldered, big bellied man who never 
talked. He was a little frightening at first 
and took some getting used to, but, 
needless to say, I came back. It was 
obvious that the people who ran the shop 
were into music in a way that I had never 
seen, even in Philadelphia. 

Big John Belmonte has been a friend to 
Boston music for almost twenty years, 
often at times when it had few friends. 
Aside from being one of the first RB

collectors and owning a massive record 
collection (neatly and fastidiously 
catalogued, as is everything John does), 
he’s been responsible for turning many 
local bands onto records (the type of 
things they could incorporate as 
material) and, of course, passing on some 
of his incredible musical knowledge and 
lore to the likes of Little Walter, Uncle T, 
Freddy Blue, Peter Wolfe and others. 
John’s almost fanatic involvement with 
music began as a teenager in Cambridge. 
“T used to go to the dances at the 
Cambridge Y and I suppose I had the 
usual tastes for a kid my age — “Cry” by 
Johnny Ray, “Cold, Cold Heart” by Tony 
Bennett, things like that. One day while 
we were playing records at the dance a 
black kid came up and asked if we would 
play a few of his 78’s. One of the records 
was Edna McGriff’s ‘“‘Heavenly Father,” 
which really knocked me out. I had never 


My Favorite Underdog 


Dixie Hummingbirds 


By Howard Husock 

Asking me to list musicians deserving 
of greater attention is akin to asking an 
oil company executive to name his 
favorite superhighway. We are both at a 
loss to discriminate, the genre itself is so 
dear to us. From folk music to the 
bazouki sound, I have long wallowed, a 
perverse elitist, in the musically obscure. 

Pressed for a choice, however, I have 
chosen, mainly on the basis of reality: 
there is, through strange coincidence, a 
rather real chance that the Dixie 


Hummingbirds, in their fortieth vear of 


existence, may find the mass audience 
that so many of their unconscious 
imitators have garnered. By 
classification, the ‘Birds’ ’’ genre is the 


gospel quartet, a bedrock institution of 


the American black church and the 
training ground for the best vocalists ever 
to grace pop radio: Sam Cooke, Wilson 
Pickett, Ray Charles, Bobby Bland, 
Little Richard. Not one of them, though, 
can rival Hummingbirds’ leader- 
producer Ira Tucker for range or emotion, 
just as not one of the much-ballyhooed 
blues guitarists recent to mass popularity 
can rival Birds’ guitarist Howard Carroll 
(a mentor, by the way, of B.B. King). In 
25 years with Peacock records, the Birds 
have continually pointed new directions 
for black pop music, just as they have 
drawn on other influences themselves — 
you can hear rural blues, up-tempo swing 
and even hillbilly harmonies in their 
music. They are the gospel singers’ gospel 
singers, elder statesmen who continue to 
innovate, successfully incorporating 
Stevie Wonder compositions, 
electric pianos and brass sections into 
their latest record, the stunningly- 
produced ‘“‘We Love You Like a Rock.” 


The LP marked an unlikely turning point 


for the Hummingbirds, some 40 years 
after their founding in Spartanburg, 
South Carolina (they now live in 
Philadelphia). It’s named for Paul 
Simon’s hit,” Love Me Like a Rock” — a 
song whose success is in no small part due 


to the background harmonies of the 
Birds. A coincidental bit of good fortune 
came to the Birds when their label — 
Peacock — was bought out by ABC, thus 
affording them their first non-ghetto or 
Deep South distribution. 

Perhaps you think you’re not religious 
and therefore not interested in gospel 
music. I find it hard to believe that any 
who’ve heard Ira Tucker’s swooping 
falsetto and pensive bass, or Howard 
Carroll’s flying syncopations, can’t 
recognize here a music of depth, 
innovation and far-reaching influence. 
You can find them easily at the Skippy 
White stores. Especially good are the 
LP’s In the Morning and We Love You 


Like a Rock. 
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even heard music like that, he called it 
rhythm and blues. We went to his house 
and he played songs by Johnny Ace, Ruth 
Brown and a whole lot of others. I 
couldn’t believe what I was hearing. It 
wasn’t called soul music then but it was 
soulful, a feeling that I didn’t get from 
pop records. I wanted this stuff for 
myself. I went to the grocery store across 
the street from my house. They had a 
nickel pile of juke box records. I went 
through the pile trying to figure out what 
was an R&B record. I had a feeling if it 
wasn’t on Columbia or RCA it must be 
rhythm and blues. Here I am buying 
records without a record player. My 
mother’s going crazy, ‘Why are you 
buying records when you don’t have 
anything to play them on.’ I didn’t care. 
Every week I put money aside for a record 
player, but I always ended up buying 
records. Pretty soon I had 400 records and 
nothing to play them on. Finally I got a 
job with Ward Baking Co. and earned 
enough to buy a record player. Up to then 
I had been buying only nickel records. 
Now I was ready to buy my first new 
record. I used to listen to Symphony Sid 
on WBMS and on this particular day he 
premiered a new record by the Robins, 
“Riot In Cell Block No. 9.” It was great. I 
took my dollar and ran around the corner 
to the Music Box. When I asked for the 
record the guy who was behind the 
counter just stared. In those days it was 
unheard of for a white person to buy a 
black. record, other than, say, Billy 
Eckstine. Pretty soon I was spending 
almost my whole paycheck on records.” 

“T was still playing records at the Y 
dances too. Only now I was bringing all 
my stuff. People had never heard this 
type of music before and kids started 
coming up to me and asking where you 
could buy this music, what was it called. 
It was a thrill to be at the beginning of 
something nobody else was into. To say 
that was an RB record, black people’s 
music. It was like when you guys had your 
soul kick. When Freddy Blue and Wolfe 
used to come into the store. Everybody 
else still don’t know what’s going on while 
your digging early Otis Redding, Wilson 
Pickett. I got the same feeling watching 
them that I used to have. I loved it. It was 
like the old days. ‘What’s new man, 
what’s new!’ I saw a lot of myself in 
them.” 

John decided that since he was 
spending so much money on records, it 
might be a good idea to try and get a job 
working in a record store. Since a lot of 
that money had been going to Smiling 
.Jack’s store in Boston, John asked him 
for a job. 

‘“‘He looked me over (of course he knew 
who I was since I was spending all my 
money there) and asked when I wanted to 


start. I said as soon as I can and he gave_ 


me the keys and told me to start 
tomorrow. Of course Jack was late and I 
had to open the store myself. I was 
‘petrified that a customer would come in. 
I didn’t even know how to ring up the 
register. It was lot of fun then though. A 
lot of record sales were done by word of 
mouth and you could sell records you 
liked by playing them for people, creating 
minor hits. Also when a white person 
came in the store you knew he wasn’t 
there to buy Pat Boone, you knew you 
had another convert.” 

John wasn’t one of those sniveling 
collectors who hoarded records and whose} 
only joy was the collecting and not the 
record. He loved the music for dancing 
and romancing, and soon became 
involved in the whole R&B scene around 
Boston. 

“The first time I went to the Rollaway 
dance in Revere was one of the great 
moments in my life. Seeing Faye Adams 
in person on stage with the Joe Morris 
Orchestra singing ‘““Shake A Hand” blew 
my mind. The Orioles were also on that 
show but I didn’t like them then, they 
sounded too white to me. I used to go to 
dances in Roxbury from 8 to 11, then out 
to the Rollaway shows from 12 to 4. We 
used to hang out on the Hill (Blue Hill 
Ave.), sitting in doorways listening to 
groups sing. It was a whole different scene 
then. There were mixed dances without 
any trouble, people just having a good 
time.” 

When Symphony Sid left Boston for 
New York, the R&B era ended in Boston. 
John felt there was still an audience for 
the type of music that he had been 
partying to. He convinced a pop DJ, Joe 
Smith, that people might want to hear 
old records. John supplied the music and 
Joe played the records, probably the first 
oldies show in the country (the records 
were only three or four years old but 
oldies were a concept that was unheard of 
at the time). Occassionally John slipped 
in a new record that he liked, telling 
Smith it was an obscure oldies. In the 
case of two of those records, “I’m So 
Young” by the Students and “Train 
Keep A Rollin” by Johnny Burnette, 
Johri was directly responsible for their 
becoming national hits. 

Skippy White was one of several 
collectors around Boston that John 
befriended when he was still on the run. 
Skippy had opened Home Of The Blues 
at 1820 Washington St., and wanted John 
to be a partner in an oldies store he 
wanted to open downtown. John refused 
the partnership (“I didn’t want the 
responsibility. I was still interested in 
clubbing, going to the Palace on 
Washington St. to see Shotgun Kelly, 
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Big John

and didn’t want to be bothered with 
worrying about the store”) but Skippy 
convinced him to run the store. It was 
Skippy who gave John the nickname “Big 
John’? when they were looking for 
something catchy to put on the store 
marquis. 


“For the first year I had girls working 
for me. They would take care of the 
customers who wanted current records 
while I catered to the oldies crowd. But it 
got too rough so | hired Walter to take 
their place. Around 1962, when we 
opened, was when raunchy R&B started 
to come back. Ike and Tina were 
happening, the Isley’s, Garnett Mims, 
and-it seemed to me that the R&B era 
was going to start over again.That stuff 
broke into soul and the whole soul craze 
started. Then right behind that was the 
English explosion. We were the first to 
carry the English stuff. Odd English 
group lp’s and 45’s by the Yardbirds, 
Them, and all those other groups. I used 
to look through Billboard for new releases 
and order all the raunchy stuff. Other 
stores weren’t into it at all. In fact they 
used to buy the English stuff from us. It 
really got confusing. I had an English 
trade, a soul trade, oldies people and then 
pop people who wanted the pop records 
other stores didn’t carry. I still liked a lot 
of the R&B things coming out, except for 
the clean records, Motown, which I didn’t 
care for. But in those days you could 
always find things that nobody knew 
about. I'll never forget coming across 
“Some Kind Of Wonderful”’ by the Soul 
Brothers Six. I couldn’t believe it, how 
great it was. And then playing it for 
Wolfe and others and watching their 
reaction. That stuff don’t happen 
anymore. In those days we used to get 
DJ’s and you’d always find things you 
knew other people would like. But that 
stopped. Now everybody’s into albums, 
and even when you do find some good 
things people don’t care. There’s no more 
selling. Everybody knows what they want 
and they don’t care what you think. It 
started around 1970, people stopped

coming in off the street for the new stuff. 
No more ‘Hey man what’s new!’ The 
closest thing to that now are the 
discotheque crowd but what I still get a 
kick from are the 14 and 15 year olds who 
come and ask for Little Richard, Bill 
Haley or Otis. I guess they hear it on 
oldies radio but they ask if those people 
made other things and you start to get 
into it again. It’s one of the few enjoyable 
things left here.” 


The store on Washington St. is gone. 
Skippy moved it to Cambridge in 1972 
and took John’s name off the front, and 
his face off the bag. Although John 
doesn’t like to admit it, much of the 
mystique that the old place had was 
created by himself and Walter, just by 
their presence. The closing of that store 
was itself an end of an era, part of ’60’s 


Boston folklore along with names like the 
Remains, the Hallucinations, ‘‘Early” 


Byrd and Louies Lounge. Right now he 
rarely even works the counter at the 
Cambridge store, forced to take care of all 
the paper work in the back. John’s mind 
is in perpetual motion when it comes to 
records; right now it’s scheming on the 


— record store of the future — a new type of 


store (a series of concepts he refuses to 
disclose to anybody). But as long as 
there’s a 45 to be had, Big John will be 
around. We need him.

Of Jaki Byard

On Friday evening, May 3. New 
England Life Hall will house the 
centerpiece of the second annual Boston 
Jazz Week: Jaki Byard’s Boston. The 
concert will examine the thirty-five year 
musical carreer of John Arthur Byard Jr. 
(“Somebody misspelled my first name 
once and I decided to use it’’)! composer, 
arranger, teacher, stellar sideman, jack.of 
all axes and monster pianist. Currently 
an Instructor at the New England 
Conservatory where he conducts 
ensemble and arranging classes as well as 
working with individual students, Jaki 
will surface from “‘semi-retirement”’ for 
occasional gigs like his recent successful 
two weeks atthe Charles Cabaret. 

I had originally planned to focus the 
interview on Jaki’s long and varied years 
on the Boston jazz scene, as you shall see, 
however, we also get into such subjects as 
life on the road, hassles with leaders and 
the ways of record companies. A 
raconteur of Mr. Byard’s talents is not to 
be stopped, and Jaki’s words follow: 

There ain’t too much I can say for 
Worcester, where I was born; my whole 
family left except my cousins. But I’m 
going back to get Howie Jefferson and 
Ronnie Price for the concert. They were 
very instrumental in starting me off. 
Howie was always my chaperone. We 
used to go on the road - Springfield, 
Holyoke, Hartford. We’d play Elk 
conventions. Big time road band! 


Occasionally we’d get to Boston . . . but 
they were the two cats who started me 
off. There are a lot of musicains in a lot of 
small towns who can play, you know. 

I’'ve-been playing since I was sixteen; 
I'm fifty-one now. Much of those early 
years were spent around here. I started on 
piano, but my first gig was on trumpet, 
playing in a section for six months; then I 
got the piano chair in that band. I learned 
the trombone when I entered the army, to 
get out of soldiering, and I was successful. 
Professionally right now, I just play alto, 
tenor and piano but I also play some 
guitar. I would just pick up instruments 
as I went along for arranging purposes. If 
you don’t know the instruments, you find 
yourself writing difficult passages that 
musicians can’t make. Many composers 
study several horns in school just for that 
reason. 

Most producers, impressarios, call 
them what you will, don’t seem to care for 
multi-instrumentalists. You have to do 
one thing, and do it in a set pattern, or 
they aren’t interested. I had a trio at 
Birdland once, opposite Dinah 
.Washington. Now at the time I had 
recorded several things on alto, under my 
own name and with Don Ellis. But when I 
went to play my horns, the owner came 
up and stopped me —- “I hired you to play 
piano!” That discouraged me for a while. 
Finally in the last few years I decided the 
hell with it, I’m going to play them 
anyway. On the other hand, when I go to

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Europe the producers always ask when 
I’m going to bring my saxes; they seem to 
dig it. A lot of guys can play entire sets‘on 
tenor and Tony would play piano. You'd. 
have to come by a couple of nights to get 
everything we were doing... 

The first chance I had to go to New 
York my mother said no. I was still a 
minor, so that ended that. When I 
decided to go again I ended up around 
Third Avenue, beside the elevated. I'd 
hang around 52nd Street — this was 
around 1944, °45. Musically a lot, was 
going on, but otherwise there were typical 
things that go on.all the time, and I just 
didn’t dig it. So I came back to Boston. In 
some respects you still have to go New 
York to make it — most jazz artists get 
booked out of there — but if'a person has 
money, and the right producers, it’s no 
problem. He can live ‘in Iceland and 
promote himself. 

Upon my return to Boston I formed my 
rehearsal band with Joe Gordon and Sam 
Rivers in ’47-’48. We used to hang out in 
the park; most of us had just come out of 
the service. There were only two major 
bebop bands, Dizzy and Billy Eckstine, 
and we were primarily beboppers — we 
dug Bird. So I encouraged the formation 
of the band. We put a singer in front of it 
who had assimilated Eckstine. The 
writers were myself, Sam Rivers and a 
fellow named Hampton Reese, who 
writes for B.B. King now. I think we 
made about two gigs, we mainly 
rehearsed. We'd do the standards, 
‘“Woody’n You,” “Jelly Jelly Jelly” 
Hampton wrote a suite and I had a couple 
of experimental things. We dug bands 
like Boyd Raeburn because Dizzy had 
been with that band, so we were on that 
experimental kick. There was another 
band at the time in town composed of 
white fellas; Nat Pierce led that band, 
and he had guys like Charlie Mariano. 
Yeah, we had two gigs, a dance and a 
mucisians’ ball for Local 535. That’s 
when we had segregated locals; Local 9 
was the white local. 

The two locals remained until a few 
years back, when the Civil Rights Act 
came in, but during the Herb Pomeroy 
Workshop days (mid-fifties) the 
integrated thing started to happen. The 
only time I became involved in segrated 
scenes it was the community situation. 


Or the army, which was segregated. Even 
the unions back then would have merged 
but the respective officers didn’t want to 
lose their positions. 

Jazz musicians have definitely been in 
the forefront of integration. I remember 
when I was in the army, guys in my outfit 
would take a bass and drums, and we 
would go into the woods and jam with 
white musicians from Texas and Georgia. 
We could only get together on weekends, 
and we'd have to find clearings. We'd 
bring drinks and have a ball jamming all 
day long. It wasn’t accepted by the blacks 
or the whites, and yet we got together. I 
remember the tenor player used to play 
like Lester Young, ’cause everybody was 
crazy about Lester. A white fellow named 
Jim Pate. And the white trumpeter used 
to play like Roy Eldridge. I was jamming 
trombone. 

Herb Pomeroy’s Jazz Workshop band 
started in the mid-fifties with Herb, Dick 
Twardzick and Varty Haroutoonian, who 
once managd the Jazz Workshop club. 
Originally the musicians donated fifty 
cents every session so they'd have a place 
to play. John Neves, who was trying out 
for major league baseball at the time, was 
on bass, and Ray Santisi took the piano 
chair when Twardzick went with Chet 
Baker. I was at the Melody Lounge 
playing tenor and when we got off at 
twelve we’d fall by Herb’s sessions. 

Herb was at The Stables in the S.S. 
Pierce Building, which is now a patch of 
green grass in front of the Copley Plaza. I 
started playing intermission piano, then 
Herb said “Jaki, I’m trying to expand 
into a big band. Got any arrangements? 
And will you play tenor?”’ What a band! 
Dave Chapman - he’s a big banker now - 
alto; Varty and me, tenors; Serge 
Chaloff, baritone; Lennie Johnson, Joe 
Gordon, Chet Fereti, Everett Longsford, 
trumpets; Gene DiStacio and Joe 
Shevidone, trombones; John Neves, 
Jimmy Zitano, Ray Santisi and Alan 
Dawson in the rhythm section. We’d play 
on Tuesday and Thursday nights and 
rehearse on Satuday. Later we got big 
time - five saxes, another trombone. The 
Stables was always packed and the guys 
got paid. I think I was making $75 a week 
by then.

Experienced?, and don’t miss the fade- 
out surprise. He is reportedly now 
wasted. 

2) Stevie Winwood, at the age when 
American kids take drivers’ ed., had the 
voice every other white blues singer 
wanted, and played all keyboards with 
technique, taste, and drive. In other 
words, he was a Xerox copy of Ray 
Charles. “‘Georgia”, “‘Drown In My Own 
Tears’, ‘““Nobody Knows You When 
You’re Down and Out’, and his own 
“Good-bye Stevie,” all recorded when he 
was with the Spencer Davis Group, are 
incredible. (Exceptional guitarist and 
bassist, too, of course.) 

3) John Sebastian is known mostly for 
having turned hippie after his joyous song- 
writing for the Spoonful cheered the 
youth of this country in the mid-’60s. A 
fine guitarist, Sebastian also was or is one 
of the dozen best harmonica players ever, 
in all styles. The cut that still gets played 
in my cranial juke-box is Judy Collins’s 
“Thirsty Boots;” Sebastian’s backing 
contains, among other soaring or mellow 
thrills, a tongue-blocked octave toward 
the end. 

4) Jack Casady did for white bass 
playing what Mitchell did for drumming. 
Currently, of course, he’s dogging it with 
Hot Tuna, but recall the almost 
inaudible, loping work beneath the 
Airplane’s ‘“‘“Somebody To Love.”’ Among 
other thunderous delights, there are 
partial scales by half-step, right after 
Grace’s closing throb. 

5) Finally, Keith Richard, in his late 
teens, was the outstanding British 
guitarist, Clapton and all those other hot- 
shots notwithstanding. Catch the lickety- 
split imitative riffs, barely 
audible, on England’s Newest Hit 
Makers (the Stones’ first album), notably 
‘Route 66’’ and ‘“‘Carol;’’ also, the 
incredibly sour punctuation across from 
Brian Jones’s filthy chords on ‘Miss 
Amanda Jones,’’ form Between the

Across the Sea

My crony Dave used to pride himself 
on being first on the block to own and 
hear certain valued records. He even 
skipped his senior prom to rush to the 
record store and buy a copy of the new 
Procol Harum album, A Salty Dog, as 
soon as it came out. A personality like 
that is not long to be thwarted. When he 
found out how long a delay there was to 
have been in the release of Thick as a 
Brick in America, he ran out, without a 
moment’s hesitation, and bought the 
English import. 

Lest you think this is an isolated 
occurrence, note that Thick as a Brick 

was listed by WRKO as one of Boston’s 
15 best-selling albums before Warner 
Bros. released it here. 

A rapidly increasing percentage of the 
two billion dollar annual record market is 
directed toward European recording, 
directly imported from Europe. Records 
which would have been considered 
impossible to obtain or collector’s items 
are now available for sale in most of the 
major Boston record outlets. Imports, in 
short, are happening. 

One of the organizations behind the 
current import boom is Jem Imports. 
Jem was formed by a handful of 
Americans who went to Europe and 
heard the music they were missing at 
home. They established channels to buy 
British releases and have them shipped 
across the Atlantic. Today they publish a 


catalog of the 1001 top selling imports, 
and stock most of them, ready to ship, at 
their offices in South Plainfield, New 
Jersey. Any import in this country is 
more likely than not to sport Jem’s 
sticker with the Union Jack logo. 

One of Jem’s biggest customers is Jim 
Kozlowski, who tends the import bins at 
New England Music City in Kenmore 
Square. Jim noted several of the 
advantages of the imported records: 
European discs are still pressed on virgin 
vinyl, and packed in plastic liners for 
their protection, and English pressers 
mold fewer copies on a master than their 
American counterparts, resulting in a 
much lower incidence of defects. But the

main thing that hooks the serious import 
buyer is the higher percentage of quality 
music, according to Jim. All of the 
releases on the Virgin label have been 
excellent, and labels like Island, 
Charisma, Ohr and Bacillus have track 
records nearly as good. The music is more 
varied, stemming from many more roots 
than American stuff. But the Europeans 
don’t recreate their influences either — 
the German bands in particular change 
sounds and techniques drastically. 


Europe is more attuned to the avant- 


guard in music, and it shows up in their 


records. “Import buyers tend to get sick 
of groups that get too popular, and 
appreciate the bigger field of imports.” 

Curt Naihersey, his opposite number 
at Discount Records in Harvard Square, 
amplified — “Import buyers are always 
looking for good new music. They tend to 
be more acute in their knowledge of 
music. Europe is less commercial, and 
more interesting music gets out.”’ The 
best selling imports these days at 
Discount are Roxy Music’s Stranded, 
Genesis Live, Morris On (an album of 
traditional tunes from the Morris 
dancing tradition in England, recorded 
by old Fairport Conventioneers and 
friends), all Steeleye Span records, and a 
spate of records by former members and 
friends of Soft Machine. His favorite 
albums from the current crop are Peter 
Hammill’s The Silent Corner and the 
Empty Stage and Brian (ex-Roxy Music) 
Eno’s Here Come the Warm Jets; Jim’s 
latest fave is Hatfield and the North. 

The reasons for buying imports are as 
varied as the music. Many modern jazz 
enthusiasts turn to labels like Actuel, 
BYG and ECM for the latest works of 
several influential musicians. Polydor is 
slowly bringing the ECM catalog out in 
domestic issue, but items like the Keith 
Jarrett Solo Concerts must still be 
purchased as imports. Classical listeners

labels, in addition to the fact that 
Deutsche Grammophone probably has 
the best recording quality of any label in 
the world. European labels generally do 
not boost the high and low ends of a 
signal to achieve artificial ‘high fidelity” 
as the American labels have been known 
to do; hence import fidelity is generally 
really high. 

The material available on imports 
ranges from unreleased old Rolling 
Stones tracks to old albums by artists 
who were biggies in England before they 
made it big over here (such as Empty Sky 
by Elton John) to albums by artists who 
have never been well known in America 
and probably never will be: Which class 
one buys depends on how deep one is into 
it — and imports become habit-forming. 
One may start out innocently buying 
Fleetwood Mac’s Greatest Hits or some 
such oddity, and find oneself idly 
thumbing through the import bin 
every chance one gets. In advanced cases 
one buys Melody Maker (the world’s 
biggest music weekly, published in 
England, which can be had at Discount 
or Nini’s Corner) to find out what new 
imports there are to buy. 

But the auditioning of new imports 
should soon become much easier. 
Kozlowski has been producing a radio 
show in association with Music Designers 
called “Rock Around the World.” The 
show will consist of two hours of nothing 
but imports, often arranged around a 
theme. His next show, hopefully to be 
aired on WNTN the day this article 
appears, will be subtitled ‘Where Are 
They Now?” and will include recordings 
by former members of Soft Machine, 
Pink Floyd, and Van de Graaf Generator, 
to name but a few. Since his first show on 
March 17, several of the albums he 
featured have been released, notably 
Caravan’s For Girls who Grow Plump in 
the Night, Golden Earring’s Moontan, 
and Roxy’s Stranded, but he hopes never 
again to play a track that will become 
domestic so soon. Interested readers can 
drop a line to Music Designers, 1126 
Boylston Street, Boston.

My Favorite Underdog 


Ralph McTell

I found an interesting letter lying 
around our office around two years ago. 
The letter had been addressed to no one 
in particular and so it had been passed 
around from desk to desk for a while, 
then eventually bunched up in a corner 
somewhere. It had been written by a 
singer who’d been playing for a week at 
the extremely undistinguished little 
bistro downstairs, and it requested most 
persuasively and politely that somebody 
come see him. I found the letter the day 
after his engagement ended, so the best I 
could do was take home his record and 
give it a spin. It turned out to be so good 
that I’ve never quite gotten over my guilt 
about the reception Ralph McTell got in 
Boston. (As far as I know, he hasn’t been 


._ back here since.) 


Ralph is an English singer-songwriter 
in what you'd still have to call the folk 
genre, although his subjects and melodies 


are anything but traditional. His first 
album here, You Well Meaning Brought 
Me Here (Paramount), used sources- 
ranging from the Bible (‘‘Genesis”) to 
everyday situations (‘‘Streets of 
London,” his best known song), and it 
spanned an enormous emotional range — 
much of the album had a delicate tone, 
but it also included a rough music-hall 
drinking song (“‘Lay Your Money Down’’) 
for good measure. It was a wonderful 
album, far better than his second, which 
made the mistake trying to appeal to an 
American audience (Ralph is already 
fairly well known in England) by taking 
on topics like the evils of New York City. 
The Second album, on Warner Bros., was 
called Not Till Tomorrow, and if it didn’t 
quite fulfill the promise of its 
predecessor, it was still good enough to 
leave Ralph’s fans (I am assuming, for 
the sake of argument, that there are 
others) eagerly awaiting his next effort. 


Meanwhile, Ralph hangs around with 
Tony Visconti and friends, which means 
his marvelous guitar work can be heard 
backing up various Visconti-produced 
albums. He most recently helped out on 
Mary Hopkins’ Earth Song Ocean Song, 
which also included Mary’s renditions of 
some of his songs, and he accompanied 
Tom Paxton on New Songs For Old 
Friends, By the way, I think Tom 
Paxton’s last two albums (Since Visconti 
got hold of him) fall into the deserving 
underdog category too.

worked with him in the late ’50’s. He 
occasionally cancelled concerts because 
of sudden illness (which is how Andre 
Watts got his start); when he did 
perform, he would come into town, stay 
in his room, and communicate only by 
telephone. (One wonders if he requested 
rooms with no windows.) 

In fact, Gould’s calls became 
somewhat legendary. One recipient 
recalls, “He would just talk and talk for 
hours.”” The image is. not inconsistent, 
since the phone at once brings together, 
preserves autonomy, makes intimacy 
easier, separates people, and it affords 
some measure of control over one’s 
relationship with others. But phones and 
recording equipment are not the only 
media he likes to manipulate. He has 
been the subject of several television 
documentaries, and has made several 
radio ones of his own for the CBS. He also 
chose the music — Bach — for the film of 
Kurt Vonnegut’s Slaughterhouse Five. 
It’s no surprise Gould got together with 
the shy Vonnegut and his characters such 
as Billy Pilgrim. And Vonnegut is not just 
shy, but seem to find it difficult in his 
works to handle the strongest feelings, a 
characteristic Gould shares. 

Gould’s writing is thick and wordy, but 
articulate and always apparently precise. 
He is fond of constructing large systems 
that serve to make sense of musical 
history or developments in our culture. 
His writing serves always to distance the 
subject, codify it, to put it into a box. It is 
most manipulative, of the reader as well 
as the subject. He seems uncomfortable 
about sentiment. In one revealing 
interview, to be found inside the recent 
Wagner recording, Gould critizes Liszt’s 
piano transcriptions of Wagner. They’re 
authentic enough, but they’re muddy, 
and worse, the reliance on tremolandos 
always sounds “like the worst excesses of 
Aunt Sadie at the parlor upright .. .” “In 
a moment of rapture,’’ adds the 
interviewer. “‘Exactly,’’ Gould replies. 

Gould solves the problem of such 
corniness by looking to Wagner’s 
polyphony, and where Wagner is weak in 
that respect, Gould adds his own (by over- 
dubbing) or redistributes Wagner's 
accents. At parties, Gould notes, he used 
to play the Meistersinger prelude, and at 
the end, where Wagner brings in all three 
themes, Gould would play two and sing 
the third. Here, more serious and less 
exuberant, he plays along with himself. 
In any conflict between clean playing and 
affekt, the former wins, and 
emotionalism is contained. Wagner’s 
themes work very well on the piano, “but 
the accompaniment figures sound like 
the proverbial oom-cha-chas at a church 
social .. . .”” Transcribing is a way of 
bringing music written for other 
instrument” into the domain of one’s own 
instrument, but why should one choose to 
transcribe. or want to control, such 
sensuous, highiy romantic music, when 
those qualities must be either 
exaggerated or reduced? A perverse 
choice, but a unique opportunity for 
Gould’s manipulative skills. 

Bethany Beardslee, the great singer, 
offered some comments about the young 
Glenn Gould: “He was just a nice, shy, 
opinionated, eccentric guy, with a very 
impressive ability at the piano, and a lot 
of interest in early music and all its 
polyphony; John Blow, Orlando 
Gibbions, William Byrd. He was a loner 
and didn’t seem to have much respect for 
or understanding of music in a scholarly 
sense, really. I do remember a beautiful 
playing of the Berg sonata. I recorded 
Schoenberg’s ‘Ode to Napoleon’ with him 
and he just sort of took over, and was 
rather hard for the other performers to 
work with. He disliked Mozart — many of 
his dislikes seemed rather childish — and 
I remember that my husband, who 
composes and is a very logical man, once 
backed him into a corner about some 
interpretation of Mozart. Gould’s 
reasoning wasn’t very cogent. 

“Tt’s sad in a way, the direction his 
career has taken, because he was so very 
promising and could play so beautifully. 
Perhaps Columbia is partly to blame for 
the way it has encouraged him; it’s 
almost a form of exploitation of all of his 


_ oddities, though it’s true that Glenn 


certainly invited it.” 

And Russell Sherman, the outstanding 
pianist at the New England 
Conservatory, had these insights: “His 
contradictions are so apparent, almost 
too easily explained, the cold reason so 
distant from the warmth, the occasional 
fire. Gould is always trying to find the 


limits; he seizes ideas, and is seized by 
them in turn. His playing is doctrinaire — 
after six bars you know what it’s going to 
be like. I enjoy even the worst of it, such 
as his Mozart, as doctrine, but that’s all. 
There’s no sense of mystery in it, it’s all 
obvious, with an a priori rationale. 
There are none of the off-handed yet 
inevitable moments you get with 
Schnabel, nothing bubbling up from 
beneath the surface. He’s a little like 
Bobby Fisher, you know, the hermit-like 
quality, the self-contained world, the 
reclusive, protected posture.” 

Another local musician has stated that 
Gould’s playing is either pop-pop-pop or 
moaning, jaunty or pathetic; I mentioned 
this to Sherman, and he agreed: “I 
conceive of Gould as essentially an 
Englishman, and there are two things the 
English love: parades, and low-downs, 
occasions of great sentimentality.” 

Gould has a strong didactic impulse 
that must be hard to reconcile with his 
desire for privacy. Both his playing and 
writing are highly pedantic, always 
pointing things out — in the former, he 
often wants you to know that this is 
where you are supposed to hear this line, 
and this is where you are supposed to 
respond (not the same thing as making 
you respond). Several years ago one of the 
coups at the New England Conservatory 
was going to be getting Gould to come 
and teach. But Gould, who has never 
officially taught or taken students as far 
as anyone knows, refused the invitation 
with the statement that teaching for him 
would be like telling a centipede which 
foot to move, that is, where does one 
begin? Gould used to give lecture- 
recitals, reportedly tricky, confusing and 
abstruse, but now he channels this 
didactic, lecturing impulse into his 
records or notes. 


There’s one final bit of Gouldian prose 
that deserves our scrutiny. He writes: 


Now, as it happens, I love Tristan. I 
was 15 when I heard it first, and wept. 
These days, needless to say, the tear 
ducts are out of practice — the 
psychologically meddlesome, and 
medically unsound, prohibitions 
respecting approved emotive patterns 
for the Occidental male have seen to 
that. Yet, given a hard day, a late 
night, and a sequence or two from the 
“‘Liebestod,” the spine tingles and the 
throat is seized by a catch. that no 
other music, this side of Orlando 
Gibbons’ anthems, can elicit with 
equivalent intensity and 
predictability. 


This occurs in the midst of cleverly 
systematizing notes to that nice 
recording of Grieg and Bizet. Let’s parse 
its meaning. It states a fact; it describes a 
current condition and ascribes it to 
society, and then implies that society 
threatens the mind and the body. It 
would be better if I wept, but it’s not my 
fault that I don’t or can’t. Yet when other 
elements are introduced — fatigue, 
solitudey‘and then the music, why, I no 
longer contain myself. But Gould has 
disembodied himself, i.e. the spine 
tingles, the throat catches, the body is 
responding, out of the control of the 
person, and hence able to be excused or 
explained. Further, the process is 
mechanical, in actuality: a few other 
pieces have the same effect, and though 


intense, the entire matter predictable. I . 


can control it even now, by speaking 
about it, describing it, by predicting 
those conditions under which it will 
occur. 

Why it is this particular work, with its 
central vision of love, that has this effect, 
and why not, say, late Beethoven, or 
Brahms chamber music, or Schubert 
lieder or the blues, would be a side issue 
worth exploring if there were space. 

The theme running through all of the 
public data of Gould’s life is that of 
control. He controls the piano perfectly, 
even creates music for it. He controls all 
expression of verbal or musical emotion. 
He avoids conflict by avoiding people; as 
in rare interviews, he gives chilly answers 
or ducks the issue when he feels like it. 
He even does this in the self-interview. 
He was determined as a youth, he has 
stated, to be different, and so he can 
control the world’s responses to him. If he 
is rejected he can claim he is 
misunderstood, or that he really knows 
better, or that he didn’t really mean it 
(e.g. “I know that that was not musically 
sound Mozart playing,” he inight say). If 
he is accepted he can bask in praise, or 
alone know whether he was sincere or 
tongue-in-cheek. On his record jackets he 
even writes tongue-in-cheek cautions to 
critics that are so charming and 
disarming that he can’t help but win, 
whatever the response. He wants to

Dyke and the Blazers

It came to me in the Overbrook High 
School playground. Walter and I were in 
the middle of one of our brutal one-on- 
one battles when the flash came. Who 
else. Of all the many known and 
unknown I’ve seen, the great and near 
great, the legends and semi-legends, it 
was always Dyke and the Blazers (along 
with King JB) whose name was 
whispered through the schoolyards 
(everybody had a favorite story to tell 
about Dyke on stage at the Nixon or 
Uptown) and whose records were played

in burned out basements, under the bare 
bulb, while Thunderbird was consumed 
and diddyboppin’ street battles were 
planned. It was Dyke, alias Arlester 
Christian, who persuaded me to travel 
with the Blazers for six months or so. As. 
he put it, ““You can gather some material 
for your soul, through mine.” And it was 
Dyke who inspired my search, eventually 
culminating in the Drivers, to carry on 
what my good friend Mr. C. calls the 
Funkadelic Sound tradition. But while 
King James reaped fame and fortune (in 
those years he was at his mightiest, 
singing “Cold Sweat” and “‘Let Yourself 
Go”’), Dyke’s story is a sad one, but one 
that needs to be told while his records are 
still available, even though the man is 
gone. 

Even those close to Dyke know little of 
his background. He grew up in Buffalo, 
N.Y. where he formed the Blazers, 
aspiring to be the ‘“‘raunchiest soul band 
in the land.”” He wanted a band that 
would play original songs, the things that 
he wrote and the type of sound he had in 
mind, a sound heard nowhere else 
around. The band went on the road and 
while the people clamored for ““Knock On 
Wood” and “Cool Jerk,” the Blazers 
refused to give in and perfected the Dyke 
sound playing ‘‘City Dump’’ and 
‘‘Wobble”’ for hostile audiences. By 
January of 1967 things had gotten so bad 
that the Blazers were about to give it up. 
Stuck in Phoenix, broke and hungry, it 
looked like the end had come. Dyke had 


been working on a new song and wanted 
to try it at the club that night. Art LeBoe, 
owner of Original Sound Records, 
primarily an oldies label, happened to be 
in the audience, dragged to the club by a 
member of the small but growing Dyke 
and the Blazers cult. The song that Dyke 
had written was “Funky Broadway,” and 
at its first performance Dyke ripped off 
his jacket and shirt and got up on the bar 
to show the people the new dance. The 
audience went berserk, Art signed Dyke 
to a lifetime contract immediately and by 
June of ’67, “Funky Broadway” (the DJ’s 
refused to play the record at first because 
of the implications of funky, but word 
had spread far and wide until the 
pressure became too great) was sweeping 
the nation. Even though Wilson Pickett 
tried to cover the song. Dyke still 
sold close to a million. There was never 
any question on the school yards what 


version was going to get played at the. 


parties that night. 

Dyke’s career lasted three years. The 
first album was called Funky Broadway 
and contained some of Dyke’s earliest 
compositions, including “City Dump,”’ 
“So Sharp” (later done by your own J. 
Geils Band), and, of course, one of the all 
time University of Soul classics, the ten 
minute epic version of ‘Wrong House”’ 
(the story of the big giant came to Dyke 


‘in his sleep one night). Single followed 


single. There was “Funky Walk,” “Funky 
Bull,” and as Dyke got more prolific and 
more inspired, classics like “‘We Got 
More Soul” and “Let A Woman Be a 
Woman (And A Man Be A Man),” But 
the road began to take its toll on Dyke. 
They played six shows a day at the 
Uptown or Howard, Dyke and the band 
never failing to upstage the Five 
Stairsteps, the Intruders or whoever else 
was topping the bill that week. It was an 
amazing live show that had to be seen to 
be believed and will live on in legend, 
passed from the mouths of those who saw 
him. There were rumors Dyke was on 
stuff. Art saw the end coming and put out 
Dyke and the Blazers Greatest Hits, an 
album that I’ve worn through three 
copies of and still keep playing. Even into 
1970 Dyke was on the road continually 
and we all knew it couldn’t last. He was a 
compulsive performer and creator. It was 
that last record, the one never included 
on either of his albums, that showed what 
Dyke wanted to get the band into — 
avant garde R&B. “Runaway People” 
was a change of direction for Dyke, a 
record that I didn’t care for when it was 
out, but now see it as Dyke’s finest work 
and only an indication of what Dyke 
would have given us had he still lived: 
Dyke died that summer, when “Runaway 
People’’ was at its peak, under 
circumstances I’m not at liberty to 
disclose. Arlester Christian was King Of 
Raunchy Soul, a schoolyard legend whose 
music will never grow old. 
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remain invulnerable, neither to touch or 
be touched. 

His environmental control is legend, 
the air-conditioning, bottled water, and 
so on. He uses media perfectly, whether 


electronic or complicated thought and- 


verbal processes, to distance himself from 
people and still communicate, on his own 
terms. He does the same thing 
systematizing troublesome ideas, messy 
notions, historical facts, in other words, 
reality. His.shyness, his hermit-like 
identity, his hothouse career keep threats 
from him; his fantasies about a world of 
properly behaved people or about being 
incarcerated by choice (in the latter he is 
the adult controling himself and the child 
being controled) are all rationalized 
visions of constraint. His desire to play 
music with a minimum of 19th-century 
sentiment, or to impose on more 
traditional repertory his own peculiar 
flavor of expressivity, which usually 
sounds fraudulent and is against the text 
in any case, indicate a fear of release, I 
think. And his dreams, in whatever 
versions, of flawless, dirt-free, mistake- 
free, passion-free realms, really require 
no commentary. 

Those interested in psychology, and in 
seeing how closely all of this data 
corresponds to certain character 
parameters, are referred to the 
discussions of anal fixation and 
autonomy in Erik Erikson’s Childhood 
and Society, and to the discussions of 
organ neuroses and obsession and 
compulsion in Otto Fenichel’s The 
Psychoanalytic Theory of Neuroses. 

What place psychology has in music 


criticism is impossible to answer 
generally. In an extreme instance, such as 
the patterns I think I recognize in Gould’s 
career, it helps to explain the 
performances one hears in terms of the 
entire individual and all of his activity. It 
enables me to understand the 
phenomenon of this most influential 
musician. And it makes one realize to 
what extent the making of music is 
subject to the same habits and 
conditioings that all human endeavours 
are, and that an individual’s psychology 
is rather like an ecosystem, in which 
everything is related. 

Much of what others complain about in 
Gould’s manner doesn’t bother me. His 
humming I can ignore, and I often enjoy 
his pedantry. Like Gould I am no great 
fan of Mozart’s sonatas, but there is other 
repertory he hates — such as Beethoven’s 
Pathetique sonata — where his 
deliberately brittle or portentous 
approach ruins the piece. In early music 
he is glorious, and his Bach especially is 
about as pleasurable for me as anything 
else in music. In Beethoven or 
Schoenberg there is always something to 
be learned too, though more fidelity to 
the text is really necessary with those 
composers. Gould does have a recording 
of the Liszt transcription of Beethoven’s 
5th symphony that is something 
astonishing, almost an ideal hearing of 
that economical yet complicated 
warhorse. 

But it is a major irritation to hear a 
passage that asks to be movingly 
rendered treated brusquely, with Gould’s

rude detachment, or to hear a passage of 
no great integral interest given the 
bathetic, ultra-slow inspection. One is 
reminded of a young student who, 
reading great dramatic poetry, rushes 
over what he perceives as embarrassing, 
choosing instead to emphasize something 
of lesser importance. The reading 
consequently become the student’s own, 
absolutely like no one else’s, and he must 
be indulged accordingly. 


Columbia records and the CBS are not 
the only institutions to indulge Gould, to 
market his playing, ideas and personality 
as one unit. High Fidelity magazine has 

larly published his writings over 
tha@years. One concerned a student recital 
in which Gould played Beethoven’s 4th 
concerto with the same slowdowns and 
breaks that were to be found at the side- 
ends of the Schnabel 78’s he’d been 
listening to — talk about being seized by 
a technological idea! Another discussed 
the sociology of northern Canada, Petula 
Clark’s singing, and the clarity of AM 
reception on an auto trip through upper 
Ontario. And the most recent, in the 
March issue of the magazine, is an 
interview of Glenn Gould by (who else?) 


himself. It is a tribute to the quasi- 
dialectic of his ostensibly fictional 
schizophrenia that one finds one’s self 
reading and understanding this as two 


persons, and begins to take sides. 
In this arch, self-cherishing, self- 
indulgent “interview”? — even self- 


mocking at times, another way to 
distance authentic criticism — Gould 
argues several ideological points, pro and 
con. He rehashes some of his notions that 
the modern artist should adopt a 
medieval anonymity, becoming divorced 
from competition, conquering the 
calendar. He states that music should be 
in the service of hearers and not vice- 
versa. Just as Gould fiddled with his 
favorite recording of Sibelius’s 5th 
symphony in his documentary, ““The Idea 
of North,’’ in the interest of his 
momentary needs unique to the project 
at hand, so “every listener has a ‘project 
at hand’, simply in terms of making his 
experience of music relate to his life 
style.” It’s okay if people do that to his 
recordings; in fact, it’s intended, and he 
did, it to them in the film of 
Slaughterhouse Five. (Gould has said 
elsewhere that consumers should have 
the equipment to bring up or down 
whatever particular channel of a multi- 
track recording interests them.) 

Gould also feels people should try to 
apply moral and not aesthetic judgments 
— at least he does, except to his own 


work. Critics he feels, represent a morally 
endangered species. If a man in an all- 
gray town were to paint his house bright 
red, one’s responsibility would be to 
persuade him that his aesthetic 
indulgence represented a moral danger to 
the community, but not by employing a 


: vocabulary of aesthetic standards. 


Accusing himself of desiring 
censorship, Gould says that hostile word 
and deed are inseparable, that even art is 
potentially destructive, that therefore we 
should give it the chance to phase itself 
out. We should try to make every 
aesthetic decision correlative with a 
moral one. Gould repeats that he is a last 
puritan, and it appears to me that he 
wants as much-as anything for people to 
be good. His perfect world requires that 
condition; good people have nothing to 
fear in it. 

He adds that he has never understood 
the occidental preoccupation with 
freedom; to be imprisoned would be for 
him an ideal test of one’s creativity, inner 
mobility, and strength. He admires a 
younger generation willing to submerge 
their individuality in cooperative tasks, 
thereby doing away with competition. He 
ends his article by accusing himself of 
wanting to be a martyr and then denying 
it, saying he’s not ready. It is altogether a 
stunning exercise — literally that — with 
several more-than-faint hints of a benign 
fascism.

grinning from ear to ear and she was 
trying to say she was sorry, but you know 
it’s not a matter of that. I was also 
grinning from ear to ear, she was so good. 
There’s no competition between Bonnie 
and me. But I started saying to myself 
‘Boy you’re really a jerk. You got nerve 
going on after Bonnie, in Boston. What is 
this?’ I'd really like to open for Bonnie in 
Boston sometime. I felt embarrassed, you 
know, I don’t think I did very well that 
show. But I think I did all right the last 
time we were there. 

TBP: Oh yeah. That was one of the nicest 
concerts I’ve seen this year. Linda 
especially. I’d never seen her so 
emotional on stage. 

JB: I didn’t see her that show but as far as 
I’m concerned she hits it all the time. 
TBP: How come you play “Sweet Little 
Sixteen” at the end of your set? 

JB: That evolved from just feeling like 
playing it, after playing ‘‘Redneck 
Friend.” It’s for want of one of my own 
songs where we hit that spot. If the 
audience is real excited at that point, if 
they’re up, you know, it’s a good feeling 
song (he sings the first lines). They know 
the words, they know the whole thing. I 
got some more numbers that would go 
well in that spot for future concerts. 
There aren’t many of the things we did on 
that tour we’ll ever do again. It sort of 
capped off a section. But the whole tour’s 
a blur now. I mean I remember the walk 
from the gig to the hotel more than I 
remember the concert. 

TBP: What was it like seeing yourself on 
In Concert? 

JB: That particular time it was a drag 
because I was really looking forward to 
seeing it, in spite of the fact that when I 
went to mix it it didn’t sound the way I 
would have liked it to. It wasn’t recorded 
well and one song was recorded so badly, 
and it was the opening song. Also, it 
wasn’t a particularly good performance. 
TBP: Which songs did you play on it? 

JB: We did ‘‘Redneck Friend’’ and 
“Ready or Not.” I also did “Song for 
Adam” and “For Everyman,” and those 
were the best we did. They took those 
out. We also did “Doctor My Eyes.” So 
they left on “Ready or Not,” “Redneck 
Friend” and “Doctor My Eyes,” which 
were the safe ones to play, except that 
“Redneck Friend” was very bad. I was 
really pissed off because if they’d told 
me, ‘Look, we have to use it’ I would have 
gone in and mixed it, but I didn’t even 
mix it: And there were things I would 
have mixed out, fuck-ups. I won’t ever do 
that kind of show again. There’s too 
many good TV shows that are just 
coming up now, too many good people 
who are working with TV, to fuck around 
with networks who don’t know the 
difference between a well recorded thing 
and a badly recorded one. 

Not only that. They added a bunch o! 
handclapping on the songs. See, like they 
might be cutting from seven in the 
evening to four in the morning. No 
audience in the world is going to stay 
there that long and listen to some asshole 
announce them 85 times till they get it 
right, and then give applause for each 
one. So they have some shows that just go 
very smoothly, some are incredibly 
responsive to people, and they have this 
canned audience response. It reminds me 
of the Hitler youth. Show the people 
images of individuals similarly dressed 
and of the same age group and the same 
basic caste enjoying themselves and the 
people sitting at home in their little 
chairs will enjoy themselves too. It’s a 
stupid idea. 

It’s very unreal. I suppose I’m just 
unhappy because my show didn’t work 
out as well as I could do, but that was 
why. They just added a lot of bullshit, 
people clapping along. Now I know why, 
when they show people like Deliverance, 
they show the audience clapping along. I 
thought they were just idiots clapping 
along, but they were probably people 
clapping along to some whole different 
song. No wonder it was out of time. The 
guy’s adding a clap track to a sixteen 
track so he’s probably looking at their 
hands instead of listening to the tune. 

In contrast I saw, just this afternoon, a 
pilot for a show called Speakeasy, a 
national show, and they’re just starting 
to tape these things now. Chip Monck 
will be hosting it. For just a pilot it was 
really good. I mean they have a lot of 
development to do in their idea of what 
the show can be. But they showed Dr. 
John sitting around playing with James 
Taylor. They did a Jimmy Reed number

and they did one of James’ tunes, and Dr. 
John was an incredible speaker. For all 
his, how can I say, his character, the 
person he is, for all of that he came across 
so well. It wasn’t a matter of how he 
pronounced his words, it was just that 
what he had to say was so appropriate. 
TBP: Was this just an interview 
program? 

JB: Well, they also sat down and played, 
and that’s a little more real than 
jamming everybody onto a stage with a 
false audience. 

TV can be anything you want to do. 
The thing is that most of it’s run more by 
business than by what people really want 
to do or say. The other people working in 
TV are, like Leon Russell who’s got a 
videotape truck. 

TBP: He’s a real media buff. 

JB: Yeah, he’s a freak for it. And he 
knows that after four or five hours people 
forget the cameras are running and are 
quite likely to suddenly become 
themselves, and something real will 
escape, and that’s when you want to have 
the cameras running. And so he’s going to 
start making a TV program as well. And 
the problem is that you have to market it 
and have a format and a character who 
hosts it, but the thing he wants to do is 
show people playing in their homes and 
stuff. And he’s got the truck to do it and 
he’s got the recording technique, sixteen 
track,- you know, or eight track if you 
want. 

TBP: But the big problem is that it comes 
over TV and TV is really limited. 

JB: No it’s not. I mean I listen to a little 
orange cassette speaker all the time. You 
can get it sounding really good on a little 
speaker. I mean everybody mixes for 
little speakers. I don’t think it’s limited 
at all. For that matter you’ll be able to 
hook up cassettes, when they’re 
available, to your whole stereo. system, 
quite easily. You'll be able to listen to a 
whole sixteen track recording with the 
same quality as a cassette recorder and 
see the picture too. That’s what’s exciting 
about it. 

TBP: Are there a lot of people in L.A. you

like who haven't been heard from yet? 

JB: Yeah. There’s this guy named Jack 
Tempchin whose gonna be coming out 
with an album on Asylum real soon. He’s 
about to cut. We just found out the other 
day he’s gonna start making this album 
real soon. You have no idea how long I’ve 
waited. I don’t play any records at home, 
I have a Tempchin tape and a Zevon 
tape. This guy Warren Zevon is the other 
end of the spectrum from Jack Tempchin 
but he’s just a monster. He can write very 
beautiful love songs but there’s 


something very penetrating behind the 
intention of his songs. Jack is very 
simple, very open and warm and honest. 
Zevon is also very honest but it’s 


‘disguised, you know, I’m sure there are 


two or three words that would explain 
this but I just don’t know them. The 
thing that Randy Newman has, that’s. 
apparently so simple, but there’s 
something lying behind everything he 
says that’s devastating, the scope of 
which you can’t see with one look. 
Zevon’s got that kind of thing. 
Tempchin’s just enjoyable. 

TBP: Is he a good performer? 

JB: Oh, he’s an exceptional performer. 


TBP: Why hasn't he been in the public 
eye up to this point? 

JB: It’s like junior formula racers or 
something. I used to feel funny man, 
cause you're supposed to get started real 
young, have an album when you're 
nineteen but some people will always 
make incredible music and it doesn’t 
have much to do with the shape their 
thighs are in or whether they still look 
good in stretch sequined pants. 

TBP: What do you think of glitter, 
Rodney Bingenheimer’s? 

JB: I’ve been by there but I haven’t been 
in there. I’m a little fascinated by that. I 
feel so old, man, I can’t tell you. I fell so 
out of touch and all. I feel like an English 
professor. 

TBP: How old are you? 

JB: I’m twenty-five. I feel like I should go 
back to my Byron and Shelley. I mean I 
never read those people but I feel so 
removed. If that’s youth, I’ve been old all 
my life. I don’t mean to make fun of those 
people. I just think that the people who 
will endure have begun with what 
endures. Ry Cooder. I love Ry Cooder, it 
just tickles me to listen to him, makes me 
smile. There isn’t a great deal of music, I 
mean everyone knows who the great 
people are. I shouldn’t say everyone 
knows, because more people know about 
Black Oak Arkansas than know about 
Joni Mitchell. Last year I was down in 
Virginia and I was talking to somebody 
and I was talking about Joni Mitchell 
and they said “Johnny who?” I blew my 
mind. Even the Stones are not known in 
some places. It’s great that Joni’s album 
is doing so well. It enables you to do so 
much more. 


TBP: Why? 

JB: Well, you can carry a band. To be 
able to play with a band is another 
number, I don’t know why exactly. I 
think it comes down to the drums. Cause 
you can play with a bass and electric 
piano but when you have the drums you 
need cross stage monitors. You have more 
colors in your palate, more technical 
ability. 

TBP: It must have been strange to play 
for an audience that was there just to see 
her. 

JB: No, no. It was incredible. It was the 
best... I mean, that was what they call a 
break, because I don’t think I could have 
attempted to play for a better audience, 
you know, more suited to me. In the first 
place they would’ve listened to anybody 
for half an hour before they listened to 
her. I just felt suited to her audience. 
TBP: Was Joni as terrified then as she 
looked? 

JB: I don’t ever remember her being 
scared. I don’t think it’s fear you’re 
talking about, I think it’s a real 
earnestness, a real desire to get across. I 
don’t think it’s a matter of fear, I think 
it’s a matter of really wanting to make 
sure you're not misunderstood. 


TBP: I’ve been hearing recently that 
Dylan has become jealous of Joni’s 
songwriting ability. 

JB: There are only a few people who've 
done what they’ve done. There’s Dylan 
and then there’s her. There are only a few 
people who have changed, transformed 
themselves in the public eye, you know. I 
mean while the spotlight was on them 
they changed. She’s changed as we’ve all 
changed, and she’s documented her 
changes. I thought Van Morrison was 
doing that for a while, three albums 
there, but he sort of settled down into 
where he always wanted to be all the 
time. He’s probably not interested. It 
doesn’t matter, he’s great. But there’s 
Dylan and there’s Joni. 

TBP: Do you aspire to that? 

JB: I don’t think you can do it 


consciously. I think that’s really what’s 


enduring. That’s what endures to me. 
Sure, I’d say that I aspire to do that, but 
you can’t try to do it. If you try you really 
fuck up, there you are trying to. You can’t 
try to do something like that. You just 
have to have done it.

idonny Osmond is our gauge of success, 
everyone in jazz history can qualify as 
underdog. A mere list of deceased artists 
never accorded their measure of 
recognition would more than fill this 
space. The most challenging and 
uncompromising new muégic players 
surely deserve more public attention, but 
they have at least gained accolades from 
a small and vocal group of writers. I 
finally arrived at a definition otf 
underdog which applies to living 
musicians and connotes the lack of 
proper audience and critical recognition, 
plus an absence of recording and 
performing opportunities. And on those 
terms, my favorite is alto saxophonist 
Jackie McLean. 

Jackie was born in New York in 1931. 
He is of that generation of Harlem 
musicians who came to age as bebop 
flowered. Bird was their deity, Bud 
Powell their local-boy-made-good (a 
more celebrated member of this Harlem 
contingent is Sonny Rollins). McLean 


when not sidetracked by a herion habit, 
in the groundbreaking bands of Charles 
Mingus and Art Blakey. Many critics 
found it easy to dismiss Jackie’s work in 
the fifties as merely another Parker 
imitation, and while he was clearly under 
Bird’s wing (and one of the best Parker- 
inspired altoists) his stark, acidic sound 
and inclination for writing unusually- 
contoured tunes suggested that untapped 
forces were straining to be unleashed. 


The breakthrough came in the early 
sixties. Jackie names Ornette Coleman as 
the liberating influence (Ornette made a 
rare sideman appearance, playing 
trumpet, on a now-deleted McLean 
album), and the freer-structured 
performances which followed on a series 
of Blue Note albums are the most 
consistent and exciting syntheses of bop 
and the “new thing.” Three of the best 
are still-listed in Schwann: Let Freedom 
Ring (84106), the breakthrough album 
and a personal all-time favorite; One 
Step Beyond (84137) and Destination 


Our (84165), both with the great McLean 
quintet that included Grachan Moncur 
and Bobby Hutcherson, and the former 
being Tony Williams’ recording debut. 
That McLean can be just as eloquent 
verbally is demonstrated in A.B. 
Spellman’s Black Music: Four Lives 
(Schocken paperback, 1966). 

After several years of inactivity, Jackie 
is back on the scene, teaching and living 
in Hartford and playing with a young 
sextet that features his son Rene on 
tenor. This group will be appearing in the 
all-night concert of Boston jazz week, 
Saturday, May 4, at Emmanuel Church.

major fault in playing with any group ‘is 
that you end up playing only six or seven 
tunes. That’s what I did all the time I was 
with Mingus. And I was just recently 
with Duke, for two weeks, and I ended up 
playing only six or seven tunes. I played 
electric piano for Duke — he’s quite ill 
you know. Johnny Coles called just 
yesterday and said the band had to come 
off the road because he’s ill again. I'd 
start the concerts, then he’d come out 
and do his bit; then the same thing after 
intermission, instead of him being out all 
the time. Pretty much what Billy 
Strayhorn used to do. 


That was a fascinating two weeks, 
playing with Duke. I had studied Duke’s 
voicings a long time ago — he’s got 
everything down — but what I learned 
from playing in the band is that when 
they cook, boy you can’t take the place of 
it. They’d do these old numbers, 
“Perdido,” ““C Jam Blues,” and the way 
-those cats played them felt so good. It felt 
good to be part of that organization, just 
to sit up there looking at the four 
generations of the band. It’s going to be a 
sorry thing when that band dissolves; like 
those marching bands in New Orleans... . 


Two of my albums really identify me, 
Out Front (Prestige 7397) and Freedom 
Together (7463). And On the Spot (7524), 
I even play a little guitar on that. Those 
three identify me musically, but those 
volumes at Lennie’s (7419, 7477) seem to 
be the favorites of a lot of people. And the 
last solo album, There’ll Be Some 
Changes Made (Muse 5007) has some 
nice things on it. I’ve made so many solo 
albums I’m running out of ideas. I’ve 
made three since Changes, one in Japan 
and two in France. 

A recording career is exploitation, but 
‘it’s a necessity. It’s ballyhoo. Prestige 
was all right; for a company that was 
recording jazz when nobody else was, 
they did pretty well. Now, of course, 
they’re going through the reissue thing — 
that’s exploitation because the guys don’t 
get paid while the company makes 
money. As a sideman, you never see any 


money; maybe the leader sees some 
bread, or maybe the producer. But if 
you’re a sideman, the only thing you'll 
see is possibly a royalty from a tune you 
wrote. Sooner or later Congress will have 
to step in, because the companies are 
making a good fast buck. And guys who 
played in the thirties, with Benny 
Goodman and bands like that, many of 
them aren’t even receiving proper social 
security payments today. 

That’s why I got into this teaching 
thing; it’s music anyway, it’s good/ 
quality music. I’m an instructor — | 
think that’s the right title — Carl Atkins 
is chairman of the department, and 
George Russell and I are instructors. I’m 
in what they call semi-retirement; I 
chose this mode of life. I work at the 
school three days a week, and then I have 
four days to do anything I want. If I want 
to play, I get a gig. I’ve been working in 
New York one night a week, and that’s 
enough. The rest of the nights I just cool 
it, relax, write. 

Being a teacher is very educational, 
and I’ve picked up on a lot of the 
terminology I missed by not being in 
school. I have the freedom at the 
Conservatory to teach what I want to 
teach and do what I want to do, so I’m 
very active musically. Every summer, I 
take my eight week paid vacation, go to 
Europe and do concerts. Since I started 
teaching I’ve been around the world three 
times: where else could you do that? 

I wrote a musical for my own kicks, and 
the inability to get it produced doesn’t 
bother me. You have to be either a Lerner 
or a Bacharach, and I’m neither one of 
those. I was just fascinated to find out if I 
could do it. I'll stay in for three or four 
weeks of the summer, and during that 
time I'll get a project. I might say, ““Let 
me write a string quartet,” and one year | 
said, ““Let me write a musical.” One year 
I wrote an opera; last year I wrote a 
contata and the first movement of a 
symphony. I’ve heard a lot of my 
writing at the Conservatory that I’d never 
heard, an arrangement of Mingus’ ‘““The 
Clown”’ for orchestra, something I did for 
Duke Ellington three years ago at UCLA. 
I orchestrated Mingus’ ‘Half Mast 
Inhibitions” for a full orchestra and a 
dance company— I still haven’t heard 
that, but I'll hear it some day.

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My Favorite Underdog 


Soul Brothers Six 


By Joe McEwen 

Before I begin, I have to mention what 
a difficult task it was just choosing the 
one group, from my many favorites, who 
could use the extra publicity. At one time 
or another Roy C, Swamp Dogg, Candi 
Staton, Tyrone Davis, Charles Wright 
and the Contours all came under 
consideration. Sentiment and the Soul 
Brothers Six won out. 


The Soul Brothers Six have developed 
a mystique and cult following around 
Boston that rivals no one else I know. It 
started in Brooklyn, New York in 1967 
with a record called “Some Kind of 
Wonderful,” which became enough of a 
hit to allow the group to work the Eastern 
soul circuit for as long as they cared. At 
the time the record was out I was in high 
school and could have cared less that the 
group wrote, arranged and produced their 
material while establishing a totally 
unique fusion of gospel and soul music. I 
liked the record, bought it and promptly 
forgot about the group because nothing 
more was ever heard from them on the 
radio. But five records followed that hit 
single on Atlantic, each selling less than 
its predecessor. By the end of 1968 the 
group was off the label and back singing 
gospel music as Tommy Ellison (most of 
the group is comprised of the Ellison 
Brothers) and the Five Singing Stars. To 
those following the group at that point it 
looked as if the end had come. 


Those singles on Atlantic are an 
incredible little branch of soul music that 


few people know about. I have a weakness 
for R&B innovators who create sounds, 
styles and riffs completely unique to 
themselves. The Brothers Six developed 
an incredible assortment of hook lines 
around an infectious bassline and 
startingly original lead guitar riffs. To 
top it off, the Brothers utilized their 
gospel background to create some 
amazing harmonies (a lot like the early 
Isley Brothers things) and bring about 
the frantic, straining vocal interplay that 
few groups are able to handle. In fact, it’s 
one of those slow, high tension soul 
wrenchers that tops the list of great S.B 
6 records, ““What Can You Do When You 
Ain’t Got Nobody.” 

From 1968 to ’72 they gave it up for 
God, recording several 45’s for Hob and 
an album for a small gospel label out of 
South Carolina. They even appeared in 


' Boston once or twice at the Boston 


Technical School gospel shows put on by 
David Adams. But nobody expected 
them to record as the Soul Brothers Six 
again. 

First it was John Ellison in December 
of ’72 with “Funky Way of Making Love” 
on Phil-La of Soul — unmistakably the 
SB6 sound updated; and then, three 
months later, ““You’ve Got To Come A 
Little Bit Closer,” with all the Brothers 
on the same label. Although the record 
never sold well, it was one of 1973's 


finest, even more frantic than in the - 


Atlantic days, with those standout bass 
and guitar lines. Now, in 1974, another 
Phil-La of Soul single has been released. 


It’s called “Lost The Will To Live” and — 


while not quite as strong or frantic as the 
previous records, it’s an indelibly emotive 
piece of music, certainly one worth 
searching out (even if it means writing to 
Jamie/Guyden/Phil-La of Soul in Philly 
for the three of them). 
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According to the P.C. sheet attached to 
my 45, the Brothers are performing in 
soul clubs again, rumored to be as insane 
in person as their records promise (crazier 
than the Contours?). Let’s hope we can 
get them to Boston before they decide to 
give it for good and not for God. 
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the Conservatory, you may never hear a 
note of it. And if your concert going is 
restricted to performances by the BSO, 
B.U. Celebrity Series, Metropolitan 
Opera tour, Opera Company of Boston, 
or any of the not specifically 
contemporary music series, there’s a good 
chance that you may never even hear of 
Robert Di Demenica. Or Ezra Sims, 
Pozzi Escot, David Koblitz, or Joyce 
Mekeel. 
*** 

Di Domenica, who, in his capacity as 
associate dean determines who receives 
financial aid and what students will 
graduate, was almost child-like in his 
eagerness to publicize his compositional 
activity. He brought scores and tapes, 
reserved a listening room in the music 
library and made general arrangements 
for the interview with a touching 
thoroughness and consideration. 

Sincerity and directness of manner 
turned out to be a characteristic of his 

music as well. 

“Di Domenica’s opera, based on a play 
by Jean Genet — he cannot give the name 
because negotiations for the rights have 
not been completed — took him six years 
to write, and he was only able to finish it 
last year because he took a Guggenheim- 
sponsored leave of absence. Clearly in 
love with the piece, he still has a great 
deal of technical work to do on it. “My 
wife is doing the piano-vocal score which 
I’m cupying and adjusting.” 

When that is finished, he will have to 
copy the parts — a monumental task — 
because “it costs thousands of dollars to 
have it done” and he cannot afford that. 

“T have no doubt I will hear it, and this 
goes for the other pieces that I hav.n’t 
heard,” Di Domenica said. 

However, he admits that there is 
“nothing in the way of performing 
opportunities in this area. I’ve had four or 
five things done since I came here in 
1969.” In New York, where he used to be 
an active freelance flutist, things were 
better. “But maybe I had more energy 
and push then.” 

Di -Demenica’s music proves to be 


highly accessible and generally warm, 
straightforward, and always with a clear 
sense of organization. On occasion, it 
seems naive. He states that he always 
uses a tone row as a generative device, 
but, like some of Schoenberg’s serial 
music, the music often sounds quite 
tonal. There is also a good bit of 
perceptible melody — something he is 
“very comfortable” writing — and, quite 
frequently, resort to musical quotation. 
This works well when sublimated within 
the texture of his music — as in the row 
derived from Mozart’s G-minor 
Symphony used in his own Symphony. 
However, it occasionally seems arbitrary 
and incongruous, as in the extensive 
quotation and variation treatment of a 
Wagner Wesendonck song in the Violin 
Sonata. 
*** 

A composer who seems to be Di 
Domenica’s opposite number in several 
respects is Pozzi Escot, a highly cerebral, 
mathematics-trained and outspoken 
musician, theorist, and teacher. 

Married to the composer Robert 
Cogan, she goes by — and insists upon it 


— her French Huguenot father’s family 


name. She is considered a terror by some 
musicians in town. 

Translated into fact, that means a 
fiercely opinionated mind, an 
extraordinary intellect and acute 
analytical power coupled with 
tremendous self-assurance. Formidable, 
yes; but not intimidating. 

For those who like to see 
correspondences between personality and 
the environment people create for 
themselves, Ms. Escot’s rambling 
Cambridge frame house might seem to 
reflect very closely what she is like. The 
rooms are all very clean, very stark, and 
very precisely ordered and she prefers 
them nearly empty. 

Born in Lima, Peru, half Huguenot and 
half French-Morrocan, Ms. Escot 
identifies herself as an American 
composer and passionately defends the 
international reputation of her 
compatriots. 

American composers aren’t taken 
seriously enough either at home or 
abroad, she thinks. 

“In 1960,” she recalls, “I took — in

Another composer with a methematics 
education is Ezra Sims, a computer 
programmer and cataloguer by 
employment, and, for the past six years, 
resident composer for the dance group, 
New England Dinosaur. 

A former student of Quincy Porter, 
Leon Kirchner, and Darius Milhaud, 
Sims has worked for 13 years in the 
Harvard Music Library, helping to 
develop the Machine Readable 
Cataloguing format for music scores and 
recordings. However, he will become 
unemployed in July after being fired in 
an economy move. 


Sims, whose appearance is marked by : 


sideburns trained into upside down 
question marks on each cheek, has 
composed mostly tape ‘‘musique 
concrete” pieces for Dinosaur. It isn’t 
what he might compose ordinarily, he 
says, but he’s not ashamed of it, and he 
adds that tape permits him to do some 
things he could not do with instruments, 
affords him opportunities for exposure, 
and provides a versatile, economical, and 
time-saving way of composing for a 
company with limited finances. 


His most recent theater work is an hour- 


long score for Dinosaur’s dance setting of 
Maurice Sendak’s children’s story, 
“Where the Wild Things Are.” 

It is surely one of the cleverest tape 
pieces I’ve heard, with its imaginative 
selection of materials, and musical and 
witty way of combining them. Sims uses 
the cry of wolves, (in the overture and 
throughout) slowed considerably and, as 
he pointed out, always in the correct key 
for the context. 


The central scene is the monsters’ 
rumpus incorporating the ‘‘Faust”’ 
Walpurgis ballet music, the “Ride of the 
Valkyries,” (both in the wrong speed but 
the correct key) and the wolf howls. 

It is funny and charming, and, as Sims 
points out, “not sound effects at all. It is 
always music because one is not just 
throwing amusing sounds together.” 

At 25, David Koblitz has been out of 
graduate school for nearly two years and 
he is still trying to make a successful 
adjustment from a life where essentially 
all he had to do was compose, to one in 
which he must earn a living and squeeze 
into after-hours his creative activity. 

He is one of the few interviewed who is 
not teaching, but he is looking for a full- 
time job at a college or university. ““This 
year,”’ he said, “I’ve been working as a 
music copyist doing the complete 
chamber works of some obscure 18th 
century composer for someone’s 
dissertation. It takes me 45 minutes to do 
a page and there are hundreds of pages. 
He held up an exerpt which displayed 
writing of the most simple-minded 
variety. 

“I’m also playing bass two nights a 
week in a Chinese restaurant,” he said. 
“We do cocktail lounge music, top 
forties, Barbra Streisand, light jazz.”’ 

A former student of George Crumb — 
whose influence clings to some of his 
music — Koblitz has been a Tanglewood 
Composition Fellow, has had his String 
Quartet played at the Gaudeamus 
Festival in the Netherlands, and has won 
several BMI Awards to Student 


Composers. _ 
What strikes one most immediately 
about his music — even though the 


complete oeuvres are still small in 
number — is the acute sense of timbre, of 
what instruments go well with what 
others, and how to mix them to give 
unwual shadings. A piece called 
“Oxolotyl,” written for two amplified 
double basses demonstrates this, at the 
same time, working as music rather than 
just a catalogue of sound effects. 

Another, called “Lobo”’ and reflecting 
Koblitz’ fascination with Dracula and 
vampires when he wrote it, is perhaps the 
most Crumb-like of the pieces I heard 
(and Koblitz acknowledges that), but it 


nevertheless, displays some very 
interesting writing for the oboe, violin, 
mandolin, and piano ensemble chosen. In 
one section, called ‘Feelings of the 
Hunter”’ (the programmatic element may 
sound a little silly, but like all good 
program music, the piece stands very 
nicely on its own) he uses a large section 
of the English horn solo from the third act 
of “Tristan und Isolde,’’ which he weaves

nicely into the fabric of the composition, 
underlying it with evocative 
accompaniment. 


** * 

Joyce Mekeel, sculptor as well as 
composer, brushes aside questions about 
feminine as “irrelevant” and “really 
rather offensive.”” She would much rather 
talk about her two-year collaboration 
with composers Lyle Davidson and Paul 
Earls on a theatre piece called “Movable 
Feast.” 


Not exactly a chance piece, but one in ~ 
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which the composers attempt to predict 
the variable without actually specifying 
every event, “Movable Feast” uses the 
idea of the rotation of the church 
calendar. 

_ There is nothing religious about it, Ms. 
Mekeel assures us, but the piece presents 
a format whose content is determined, to 
an extent, by the place, time and 
participants in a performance. At the 
first performance at the Mass. College of 
Art, the players were art students; at the 
New England Conservatory, they were 
musicians; and at Boston University, 
they were both musicians and theatre 
students. “If you saw any one of the 3 
performances, each program would be 
somewhat different. Variations on a 
theme,” she explained. 


“Feast” has been a _ considerable 
departure for Ms. Mekeel, whose music 
has generally been notated in traditional 
manner. She and her co-authors intend 
for it to come together in a book, “‘A kit 
for anybody who wants to put on an 
evening,” a set of directions for a do-it- 
yourself entertainment. And she bristles 
at the idea that this kind of composition 
can encourage amateurism or non-art. 
“You don’t spend six hours a week for two 
years working on such a thing to form non. 
art or non-structure,”’ she said. 


Part of her commitment to “Movable 
Feast” results from her interest in 
cooperation between composers. The 
three planners teach at different schools 
(she at Boston University) “and that, in 
itself, is some kind of statement.”’ 
“Feast” allows no room for ego. Besides, 
we're really rather tired of that, the 
commission-grabbing, and each 
individual grasping everything for 
himself. This is a much healthier, saner 
way to work.” 

One of Ms. Mekeel’s written-down 
pieces, performed recently by the Musica 
Viva ensemble, is ‘Corridors of Dream,” 
a wonderfully evocative piece utilizing 
dream-like poetic texts by Kandinsky 
and others, and scored for cello, viola, 
alto flute, bass clarinet, harp, and mezzo- 
soprano — all dark-timbered 


‘instruments. Featuring a—kind of 


sprechgesang, some nonsense syllables, 
words whispered into the flute 
mouthpiece, and other such devices, it is 
an extraordinary piece of text painting.

C3L 27) and Daybreak Express (RCA 
LPV-506), two excellent and currently 
available collections of thirties 
Ellingtonia. That the music was both an 
artistic and commercial success can be 
traced to two things: Duke’s 
inexhaustible ability to draw on the 
blues, creating a pervasive sensuality 
that led his music to be dubbed “jungle 
style” in the late twenties and which 
received its most overt reference in the 
1940 title ‘“‘Warm Valley,” and the 
inspiration Ellington drew from his life 
and the life of Black Americans. 


“Everything had a picture or was 
descriptive of something,’’ Duke once 
said of his music. “Always.” 

The limits of Ellington’s sidemen, to 
my ears, are quite real; by 1940 few of 
them could be considered moderns. With 
the exception of Hodges and Carney, 
each a progenitor on his ax from the late 
twenties, the thirties band contained no 
soloistic ‘‘influences.’”’ But then an 
overpowering solo voice would have made 
the orchestra quite a different animal. A 
comparison with the Basie band of the 
time reveals both what Duke lacked and 
why he is so special. Basie had inspired, 
newer-sounding soloists who could blow 
all night — Buck Clayton, Dickie Wells, 
Herschel Evans and, above all, the 


revolutionary Lester Young — and he also 
had as swinging a rythm section as was 
ever assembled (Freddie Greene, guitar; 
Basie, piano; Walter Page, bass; Jo 
Jones, drums). The solo and rhythmic 
innovations of that band, particularly 
those of Young and Jones, place Basie in 
the continuum of jazz evolution. 
Ellington did not have an overpowering 
rhythm section, Fred Guy and Sonny 
Greer being no match for their Basie 
counterparts Greene and Jones, and he 
lacked the overwhelming soloists. Duke’s 
men, however, were just right for Duke, 
and through them he created his own 
unique universe. Almost to a man, the 
sidemen were unable to function 
convincingly once they left the Ducal 


orbit. 

The Ellington band that recorded for 
RCA between 1940 and the wartime 
recording ban of 1942 is universally 
considered his-best. The stellar cast of 
the thirties was basically intact, but 
three new additions at the decade’s turn 
produced a quantum leap: Billy 
Strayhorn, the young composer who 
became Duke’s collaborator and alter- 
ego; Jimmy Blanton, the man who 
revolutionized the role of string bass 
before his death in 1942 and the last 
radical stylist to join Ellington; and Ben 
Webster, giant of the tenor saxophone 
and my favorite among all Ellington 
soloists. At His Very Best (RCA LPM- 
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1715), one of the truly essential jazz 
albums, contains such masterpieces from 
the period as “Concerto for Cootie” and 
‘“*K-Ko’’ (‘‘the most important 
composition(s) that Duke Ellington has 
turned out” — Andre Hodeir), “Jack the 
Bear,”’ “Harlem Air-Shaft,’’ “‘Warm 
Valley” and portions of “Black, Brown & 
Beige.”’ Discontinued, but still available 
in cut-out bins, is Jn a Mellotone (RCA 
LPM-1364), with sixteen gems including 
“Take the ‘A’ Train.” “Main Stem,” “All 
Too Soon,” “What am I Here For?’’ and 
lots of Ben Webster. 

The Ellington records, new and 
reissued, which have appeared in the past 
year mainly trace the post-war course of 
Duke’s music. Duke Ellington Presents 
Ivie Anderson (Columbia KG 32064), the 
one exception, is a two-record collection 
by the band’s only truly great vocalist 
recorded between 1932 and 1940. In 
addition to Ivie, there is room for the 
sidemen, endless arranging touches, and 
a demonstration of the heights Duke 
could reach when called upon to provide 
show or nightclub music (titles such as 
“Love is Like a Cigraette,” “Swingtime 
in Honolulu” and “A Lonely Coed” 
suggest only the milieu). 

After 1944 there is a qualitative drop in 
Ellington’s music. Some of it can be 
traced to declining melodic imagination, 
but the crux of the problem was Duke’s 
inability to replace defecting sidemen. 
The new personalities, with the possible 
exception of Ray Nance and Clark Terry, 
were no match for their predecessors. 
Duke reacted by emphasizing some 
tiresome and questionable specialties — 
Cat Anderson’s screeching upper-register 
trumpet and Paul Gonsalves’ Hawkins- 
derived, treadmill tenor exhibitions — 
and in some cases rejecting individualism 
entirely in an attempt to recreate past 
glory (the succession of trombonists 
assigned the Nanton plunger role). There 
were moments, but they were much less 
frequent. 

The highlight of the past year's 
Ellingtonia, The Golden Duke (Prestige 
P-24029), reveals that the war’s end did 
not mark an absolute creative end. Two 


sides of 1946 tracks have such inspired 
pieces as ‘“Jam-a-Ditty,” Strayhorn’s 
“Overture to a Jam Session” and the 
phenomenal original “Happy-Go-Lucky 
Local” (from which ‘Night Train,” the 
stripper’s anthem, originates and which 
contains the only inspired use of Cat 
Anderson’s screech). The best writing, 
however, is on the remake of the 1937 
“Diminuendo in Blue.” The second 
record contains Ellington-Strayhorn 
duets from 1950, and Duke the 
“orchestral’’ pianist (and primary 
influence of Thelonious Monk) is 
revealed. 

Three later recordings capture the 
band in concert, stuck in the obligatory 
rut that demanded pyrotechnics from 
Anderson, rapid vacuity from Gonsalves 
and a few ballads from the rapidly 
dimishing Johnny Hodges. The 1958 Jazz 
at the Plaza, Volume II (Columbia C 
32471), with sad guest spots from Jimmy 
Rushing and Billie Holiday, is the most 
expendible of the three. The Great Paris 
Concert (Atlantic SD 2-304), from 1963, 
finds Hodges and Nance in fine form and 
features two. extended works, “Suite 
Thursday” and the impressive ““Tone 
Parallel to Harlem.” The 1968 Yale 
Concert (Fantasy 9433) is spotty, 
valuable mainly for the inclusion of 
several otherwise-unrecorded Ellington 
works. There’s also the 1958 Blues 
Summit (Verve 2-V6S-8822), small band 
collaborations with Hodges where Duke 
easily outshines his now-predictable 
altoist; and two collections of Ellington 
material by others — Ellingtonia: The 
Impulse Years (AS-9258-2), with four 
appearances by Duke, and We Love You 
Madly (Verve 2-V6S-8818). 


I mentioned earlier that Duke had not 
given rise to an orchestral school, 
although the work of the most creative 
modern writers (Gil Evans, George 
Russell) owe obvious debts of Ellington. 
What these men lacked was the chance to 
work over long periods of time with 
familiar instrumentalists, and in this 
respect (and others) the closest parallel 
to Duke.has been Sun Ra. It is unlikely 
that any of these three will ever approach 
the mass appeal of Ellington, which is 
perhaps the final proof of Duke’s status 
as America’s greatest composer. He is not 
only a supreme artist but a supreme

Little Feat’s first album is better left 
unnamed. The forces that were to make 
them an extraordinary band had not yet 
coalesced. With Sailin’ Shoes Lowell 


Nurtured by Bill Payne’s deliberately 
clanging but ultimately pleasing piano 
and George’s booming slide guitar, the 
better George compositions (‘‘Sailin’ 


flowered into rock masterpieces, at times 
a trifle obscure but always riveting. 

Dixie Chicken, the third album, was 
Lowell George coming to the people. The 
compositions were more accessible, 
lyrically and melodically, and the 
arrangements were less jarring. “Dixie 
Chicken,” “Two Trains Running” or 
even the album’s high point, “Fat Man In 
The Bathtub,” might have been hit 
singles in a more adventurous era. In this 
time of tight playlists, though. Little 
Feat had not a chance. 

With a few exceptions, rock bands and 
performers today make it big either 
through a great, gaudy stage show or a hit 
single. Little Feat are pedestrian (though 
musically exciting) as a live act. 

When Dixie Chicken was released I did 
critical handstands fdr any number of 
publications. I said things like ‘If this 
band doesn’t become a success John 
Connally will probably win the 
presidency in 1976 on the strength of the 
youth vote.’ Since that time, though, it 
has been alleged that Connally milked 
the milkmen, and perhaps he is destined 
for obscurity; Little Feat, on the other 
hand, have disbanded and reformed 
(losing drummer Richie Hayward but no 
one else) and, according to this 
supplement’s interviews, are finishing a 
new album. If Emerson was right about 
the law of compensation in nature, then 
perhaps the demise of Connally will see 
the rise of Little Feat. Don’t worry, I’m 
not holding my breath. 


entertainer and personality, a truly 
American mix. The wry urbanity and 
suave sophistication that Ellington 
commands verbally (“One never pops 
one’s fingers on one and three; that would 
be considered aggressive.’’) permeate 
Music is My Mistress, which is more a 
stylistic tour-de-force than a solid 
autobiography. 

As Jaki Byard’s comments indicate 
elsewhere in this supplement, Duke has 


been quite ill lately. A March Symphony 
Hall concert was rescheduled for 
September, and the likelihood is great 
that future activities will be severely 
curtailed. This birthday greeting thus 
must also serve as a get well wish from me 
and the countless others who love Duke 
madly. We look forward to his scheduled 
September visit to Boston, but even if he 
retires to a life of leisure Duke’s place 
among the musical immortals is secure.
